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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

We  have  the  honor  to  present  the  tenth  annual  report  of  the 
trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

At  this  time  we  may  stop  a  moment  to  look  back  over  our 
accomplishments.  Ten  years  ago  the  State  turned  over  to  us 
1,500  acres  of  what  might  well  be  called  abandoned  farms.  The 
few  families  living  there  were  glad  to  sell  their  holdings. 
The  buildings  upon  the  land  were  in  such  condition  that  only 
three  of  them  have  been  found  profitable  to  repair  and  occupy. 

A  substantial  receiving  group  of  buildings  has  been  built, 
with  six  outlying  buildings  or  groups  of  buildings.  About  700 
insane  persons  are  now  in  our  charge.  Outside  the  main  group 
the  buildings  are  of  wood,  substantial  but  economical  in  con- 
struction. The  patients  have  been  largely  occupied  in  reclaim- 
ing the  land  and  in  farming  what  has  been  so  reclaimed  with 
somewhat  remarkable  results.  For  several  years  past  they  have 
raised  for  themselves  all  necessary  vegetables,  and  in  addition 
have  raised  much  of  the  feed  required  by  the  cattle.  The  house- 
hold arts  have  been  developed  among  the  women,  and  the  me- 
chanical arts  among  the  men,  all  with  much  success,  so  that 
now  we  have  a  busy  and  largely  contented  community  who  are 
doing  what  they  can  to  reduce  the  cost  of  their  care  to  the 
State. 

We  are  now  ready,  therefore,  for  the  receipt  of  more  patients, 
and  can  take,  if  desired,  100  more  as  soon  as  the  necessary 
buildings  can  be  built.  To  this  end  we  are  asking  this  year  for 
an  appropriation  to  build  two  cottages,  and  to  purchase  a 
near-by  farm,  the  buildings  on  which  can  be  adapted  to  the  oc- 
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cupation  by  patients  at  no  large  expense.  The  place  also  has 
a  commodious  barn  which  can  be  utilized  at  once,  and  without 
which  there  can  be  little  extension  of  the  farm  work. 

After  ten  years  some  patients,  who  came  to  us  as  able-bodied, 
are  now  approaching  the  retired  list,  and  we  must  begin  to  pre- 
pare for  infirmary  cases.  These  can  be  housed  in  our  present 
main  group,  and  the  requisite  accommodations  can  be  provided 
by  adding  sleeping  verandas  to  the  existing  buildings  for  the 
more  able-bodied.     This  we  ask  this  year. 

We  believe  that  the  demented  cases  which  we  now  receive 
could  be  materially  improved  if  sent  to  us  at  an  earlier  stage  of 
the  disease  than  that  in  which  we  now  receive  them.  In  some 
cases  the  friends  of  the  patients  may  object  to  their  removal 
to  a  distance,  but  we  believe  that  in  Dr.  LaMoure  we  have  a 
physician  who  is  excellently  fitted  by  training  and  experience 
for  the  treatment  of  such  cases.  Patients  afflicted  with  this  dis- 
ease might  be  sent  to  Gardner  just  as  incipient  cases  are  now 
sent  to  the  Psychopathic  Hospital  in  Boston.  We  are  led  to 
hope  that  treatment  in  Gardner  will,  in  many  cases,  arrest  the 
progress  of  this  disease  and  in  consequence  lead  to  the  restora- 
tion of  the  patients  to  their  homes. 

Dr.  Baker  is  unable  to  sign  this  report  owing  to  his  absence 
from  the  Commonwealth.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

I  respectfully  submit  the  tenth  annual  report  of  the  Gardner 
State  Colony. 

In  matters  relating  to  patients  the  year  ends  September  30, 
while  those  concerning  finances  are  for  the  year  ending  Nov. 
30,  1912. 

Patients. 

On  Oct.  1,  1911,  there  were  at  the  colony,  men,  429 ;  women, 
245,  —  a  total  of  674.  During  the  year  36  men  and  44  women 
have  been  admitted,  as  follows:  15  men  from  Worcester  State 
Asylum;  14  men  from  Northampton  State  Hospital;  16  women 
from  Danvers  State  Hospital ;  14  women  from  Worcester  State 
Asylum;  12  women  from  Northampton  State  Hospital;  two 
men  and  two  women  from  visit ;  5  men  from  elopement. 

Forty-one  men  and  27  women  have  been  dismissed  as  follows : 
1  man  as  capable  of  self-support ;  2  men  as  improved ;  3  men  as 
not  improved ;  1  woman  recovered ;  3  women  as  improved.  Six 
men  and  5  women  have  died. 

Eighteen  men  and  17  women  have  been  transferred  to  other 
hospitals,  as  follows:  2  men  to  Worcester  State  Asylum;  16 
men  to  Medfield  State  Hospital;  6  women  to  Worcester  State 
Asylum;  11  women  to  Medfield  State  Hospital. 

Eour  men  have  eloped  and  have  not  returned.  Seven  men 
and  1  woman  are  out  on  visit,  so  our  actual  census  for  Oct.  1, 
1912,  is  men,  424,  women,  262,  —  a  total  of  686.  The  whole 
number  cared  for  during  the  year  was,  men,  465 ;  women,  289 
—  a  total  of  754. 

The  daily  average  during  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1912,  has. 
been  670,  and  for  the  financial  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1912, 
672,  —  an  increase  of  12  over  last  year. 

The  general  health  of  our  patients  has  been  good  during  the 
past  year  and  we  have  had  no  outbreak  of  any  contagious  dis- 
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ease.  We  regret  that  we  have  found  a  number  of  cases  of 
tubercular  trouble.  It  will  soon  be  necessary  to  provide  suit- 
able buildings  for  this  class.  Again  we  urge  that  more  of  the  re- 
cent cases  of  dementia  prsecox  be  sent  to  the  colony,  so  that  we 
can  by  re-educational  methods  discover  how  much  this  apparent 
dementia  may  be  averted  and  to  what  extent  these  cases  may  be 
developed.  It  is  our  aim  to  conduct  the  colony  more  on  the 
lines  followed  out  in  the  best  schools  for  the  feeble-minded,  — 
systematic  instruction  in  industries  as  well  as  amusements  and 
recreation,  with  suitable  rewards. 

We  deplore  the  fact  that  many  of  the  patients  transferred  to 
us  are  of  the  feeble-minded  class  and  not  insane  in  the  true 
sense  of  the  term.  In  our  opinion,  it  is  not  fair  to  compel  the 
feeble-minded  to  mingle  with  the  insane  any  more  than  to  com- 
pel the  insane  to  mingle  with  the  feeble-minded.  As  the  feeble- 
minded are  prone  to  plot  and  plan  together,  it  means  that  less 
privileges  can  be  granted  to  the  insane  patients  who  live  in  the 
same  cottage  or  ward. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  a  bet- 
ter classification  will  be  possible. 

Industries. 

Our  patients  in  our  industrial  buildings  make  shoes,  clothing, 
furniture,  brushes,  brooms,  stockings,  door  mats,  caps,  straw 
hats,  farm  baskets,  rugs  of  all  varieties,  reed  and  raffia  baskets 
and  all  varieties  of  embroidery  and  fancywork.  We  have  re- 
cently started  a  toy  department  in  our  men's  industrial  building 
which  is  very  popular  and  provides  work  for  several  men. 

Our  braided  rug  industry  provides  work  for  some  of  our 
apparently  most  demented  women,  and  there  is  a  demand  for 
all  we  produce. 

It  is  our  aim  to  make  our  products  as  good  as  can  be  made, 
and  we  think  we  are  becoming  quite  successful. 

One  patient  raises  guinea  pigs,  and  this  year  the  returns  to 
the  colony  have  been  more  than  the  cost  of  his  care. 

During  the  summer  the  men  from  the  industrial  building 
have  spent  part  of  each  day  in  clearing  and  grading  about  the 
main  group  and  the  officers'  cottages  and  have  made  a  new 
ball  field.     This  improvement  is  very  noticeable.

Crops  have  been  very  satisfactory. 

Our  men  have  assisted  in  the  new  buildings  by  excavating,  as 
well  as  helping  with  the  mason  and  carpenter  work. 

Our  women  have  assisted  in  the  garden,  picking  vegetables 
and  berries,  and  at  the  women's  cottages  have  worked  their  own 
gardens. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  interest  some  of  our  more  dis- 
turbed women  in  outdoor  work,  such  as  the  use  of  the  spade, 
hoe  and  wheelbarrow,  and  it  has  been  quite  successful. 

Construction  and  Betterments. 

Birch  cottage  for  officers  was  opened  the  1st  of  September. 

Hillcrest  cottage,  for  30  men,  will  be  opened  early  in  De- 
cember. 

The  two  small  cottages  for  16  patients  each,  allowed  us  this 
spring,  are  progressing  rapidly ;  one  is  enclosed  and  the  founda- 
tion for  the  second  one  is  built,  and  we  hope  to  occupy  them 
early  next  summer.  These  small  cottages  will  provide  home- 
like surroundings  for  our  best  paroled  men  who  are  employed 
about  the  main  group.  They  are  arranged  so  that  two  congenial 
patients  will  have  a  room,  which  will  obviate  the  necessity  of 
this  class  of  patients  sleeping  in  the  large  dormitories. 

The  old  Seaver  barn  has  been  remodelled  and  made  into  a 
house  which  accommodates  6  officers. 

A  much-needed  extension  has  been  added  to  the  Westminster 
barn. 

We  have  laid  800  feet  of  water  pipe  about  the  main  group 
for  fire  protection  and  1,500  feet  from  Highland  cottage  to  Hill- 
crest  cottage. 

Tile  has  been  laid  from  the  three  officers'  cottages,  connecting 
them  to  the  main  sewer  beds. 

A  henhouse  has  been  built  at  Hillcrest. 

Our  coal  trestle  has  been  extended  75  feet. 

A  new  road  has  been  built  from  Westminster  cottage  to  the 
Westminster  pumping  station. 

A  good  start  has  been  made  on  a  new  road  around  Belcher 
hill.  ^ 
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General. 

Religious  services  have  been  held  biweekly.  We  are  in- 
debted to  the  Rev.  J.  F.  McDermott  of  Gardner  for  visiting  the 
sick  when  called,  and  ministering  to  all  those  requiring  his  serv- 
ices. As  our  colony  is  growing  rapidly  we  hope  we  may  soon 
be  provided  with  a  suitable  assembly  hall,  as  at  the  present  time 
our  services  are  held  on  the  women's  receiving  ward,  and  our 
space  is  limited. 

Weekly  dances  have  been  held  for  our  patients,  together  with 
suitable  entertainments  and  parties. 

Our  officers  have  weekly  dances  and  monthly  parties. 

The  new  Birch  cottage  has  made  it  possible  for  us  to  provide 
accommodations  for  our  women  officers,  who  formerly  roomed 
at  the  women's  receiving  ward. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  our  friends  who  have  supplied  us  with 
reading  matter  and  assure  them  that  we  appreciate  it  very 
much. 

Dr.  Gardner  N.  Cobb,  a  member  of  our  staff  since  June, 
1911,  resigned  ISFov.  29,  1912,  to  accept  the  position  of  surgeon 
on  the  nautical  training  ship. 

Mr.  Thomas  P.  Mullins,  our  supervisor  of  supplies,  was 
forced  to  give  up  his  work  on  account  of  illness. 

Recommendations. 
We  recommend  the  purchase  of  the  Hiram  Ray  place,  which 
adjoins  our  Hillcrest  colony.  This  place  comprises  a  house 
which  would  accommodate  20  patients,  with  slight  alterations, 
a  large  barn  and  165  acres  of  land.  Much  of  this  land  is  al- 
ready cleared  and  produces  some  30  to  40  tons  of  hay  each  year. 
As  the  dining  room  of  the  new  cottage  at  Hillcrest  was  built 
to  accommodate  60  patients,  and  as  our  water  main  and  electric 
wires  go  directly  by  the  Ray  place,  it  would  seem  that  the  ac- 
quisition of  this  property  at  this  time  is  very  desirable.  It  will 
be  necessary  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  for  a  new  barn  at  Hill- 
crest unless  the  Ray  place  is  purchased.  We  estimate  that  a 
new  barn  would  cost  $3,000.  The  price  asked  for  the  Ray 
place,  with  $1,000  for  necessary  alterations,  would  be  much 
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less  than  the  cost  of  a  new  barn  and  a  new  house  to  accommo- 
date 20  patients. 

We  also  recommend  the  erection  of  two-story  verandas  at  the 
men's  and  women's  receiving  wards,  so  that  onr  sick  and  infirm 
patients  may  get  out  in  the  air ;  another  cottage  for  30  men  pa- 
tients similar  to  Hillcrest  at  the  old  Nutting  place,  and  one  for 
30  women  patients  near  Highland  cottage. 

We  also  recommend  an  appropriation  for  a  slaughterhouse 
and  two  sheds  for  storing  wagons  and  farm  implements.  At 
the  present  time  we  have  no  facilities  for  slaughtering  or  for 
storing  implements  and  wagons  at  Belcher  cottage  or  the  Main 
group. 

Conclusion. 

The  colony  is  growing  rapidly,  and  the  work  is  as  interesting 
as  it  is  varying. 

As  our  colonies  are  widely  separated  it  is  necessary  that  our 
officers  be  upright,  trustworthy  and  always  have  the  welfare  of 
their  patients  at  heart.  We  have  many  such  officers  and  we 
hope  that  our  colony  will  become  so  attractive  that  all  our 
officers  will  be  of  that  type. 

To  the  Board  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks 
for  their  loyal  support  and  hearty  co-operation.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

We  have  the  honor  to  present  the  eleventh  annual  report  of 
the  trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

Our  requests  for  special  appropriations  for  the  coming  year 
are  few.  We  have  constructed  the  cottages  for  16  patients 
each,  and  they  are  now  occupied.  They  have  the  advantage 
not  only  of  a  low  per  capita  cost  ($350)  but  give  to  those  pa- 
tients who  are  fitted  to  occupy  them  greater  privacy  and  nearer 
approach  to  normal  methods  of  living  than  have  yet  been 
obtained  in  larger  buildings.  With  increased  knowledge  on  the 
part  of  the  public  of  methods  of  caring  for  the  quiet  insane, 
and  with  an  increase  in  the  visiting  force  of  the  State,  it  may 
be  possible  to  graduate  patients  of  this  class  to  their  own  homes 
where  they  still  have  relatives  able  to  care  for  them.  We  are 
therefore  asking  for  two  more  cottages  of  this  character. 

In  order  to  give  further  opportunities  for  normal  life,  the 
trustees  deem  it  important  to  provide  some  commodious  meet- 
ing place,  both  for  religious  services'  and  for  the  social  meetings 
of  the  patients  and  attendants.  We  ask  for  a  chapel  and  meet- 
ing hall,  to  be  erected  near  the  main  group  of  buildings. 

While  we  do  not  ask  this  year  for  further  accommodations 
for  officers  and  attendants,  the  trustees  expect  in  the  near  future 
to  ask  for  a  few  small  cottages  where  men  may  live  with  their 
families  while  employed  by  the  colony.  It  is  beginning  to  be 
evident  to  all  that  intelligent  and  earnest  people  are  not  content 
to  devote  their  lives  to  the  care  of  the  insane  if  they  themselves 
are  given  no  opportunity  to  live  apart  from  those  under  their 
care.  The  single  man  and  woman  must  be  depended  upon  for 
a  large  share  of  the  care  of  insane  patients,  but  the  Common-

wealth  should  be  prepared  to  retain  the  services  of  valued 
employees  by  offering  not  only  decent  pay  but  accustomed 
methods  of  living.  Only  in  such  way  can  intelligent  super- 
vision and  a  competent  teaching  force  be  secured. 

Our  crops  during  the  past  season,  despite  the  unprecedented 
drought,  have  proved  satisfactory.  We  have,  for  example, 
raised  sufficient  potatoes  to  supply  the  colony  for  the  year,  and 
our  supply  of  winter  vegetables  is  equally  gratifying.  We  com- 
mend the  reports  ofj[the  superintendent  and  head  farmer  to 
your  attention.

I  respectfully  submit  the  eleventh  annual  report  of  the 
Gardner  State  Colony. 

In  matters  relating  to  patients  the  year  ends  September  30, 
while  those  concerning  finances  are  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30, 
1913. 

Patients. 

On  Oct.  1,  1912,  there  were  at  the  colony,  men,  424,  women, 
262,  —  a  total  of  686.  During  the  year  66  men  and  14  women 
have  been  admitted,  as  follows:  35  men  from  the  Danvers 
State  Hospital;  20  men  from  the  Worcester  State  Hospital; 
13  women  from  the  Danvers  State  Hospital;  1  man  from  visit; 
6  men  nominally  from  visit;  2  men  from  escape;  2  men  nomi- 
nally from  escape;    1  woman  nominally  from  visit. 

Fifty-two  men  and  33  women  have  been  dismissed,  as  follows: 
5  men  capable  of  self-support;  4  men  as  improved;  3  men  as 
not  improved;  6  women  as  improved.  Nine  men  and  5  women 
have  died. 

Twenty-seven  men  and  20  women  have  been  transferred,  as 
follows:  13  men  to  Medfield  State  Asylum;  12  men  to  Worces- 
ter State  Asylum;  2  men  to  Worcester  State  Hospital;  9 
women  to  Medfield  State  Asylum;  6  women  to  Worcester  State 
Asylum;  1  woman  to  Tewksbury  State  Infirmary;  4  women  to 
the  State  Board  of  Insanity. 

Two  men  have  escaped  and  have  not  yet  returned.  Two 
men  and  two  women  are  out  on  visit,  so  our  actual  census 
for  Oct.  1,  1913,  is,  men,  438,  women,  243,  —  a  total  of  681. 

The  daily  average  during  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1913,  has 
been  682,  an  increase  of  12  over  last  year.  The  daily  average 
during  the  financial  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1913,  has  been  682, 
an  increase  of  12  over  last  vear. 
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Although  we  have  had  several  epidemics  of  contagious  dis- 
eases, the  general  health  of  our  patients  has  been  good.  During 
the  months  of  December  and  January  we  had  80  cases  of  in- 
fluenza, —  1   case  was  fatal. 

During  the  months  of  February  and  March  we  had  2  cases 
of  diphtheria  and  2  cases  of  scarlet  fever  break  out  among  the 
officers.     All  of  these  cases  recovered. 

During  the  month  of  March  5  patients  and  1  employee  had 
measles.  All  of  these  cases  recovered  with  the  exception  of  1  pa- 
tient, which  case,  complicated  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  died. 

Industries. 

Our  patients  in  our  industrial  buildings  have  made  all  the 
shoes,  clothing,  furniture,  brushes,  brooms,  stockings,  door  mats, 
farm  baskets,  rugs  and  mattresses  for  the  colony  use,  besides  a 
large  amount  of  reed  and  raffia  baskets  and  fancywork  of  all 
descriptions  which  has  been  sold  to  visitors. 

The  men  from  the  industrial  building  have  been  employed  at 
grading  about  the  main  group  every  pleasant  day  during  the 
summer,  and  in  spite  of  this  extra  work  have  kept  up  the  in- 
dustrial products  to  our  needs. 

Construction  and  Betterments. 

Hillcrest  cottage  for  30  men  was  opened  last  December. 

The  two  small  cottages  for  16  men  each  are  completed;  one 
was  opened  in  October.  These  cottages  are  for  our  trustworthy 
men,  and  two  congenial  patients  have  a  room  together.  Each 
room  is  provided  with  a  clothes  closet,  a  chiffonnier,  a  table  and 
suitable  chairs.  Each  patient  has  a  place  for  his  personal  belong- 
ings, which  is  not  possible  in  the  dormitories.  The  only  super- 
vision in  these  cottages  is  two  officers  from  the  wards  room  in 
each  cottage.  The  patients  in  these  cottages  are  happy  and 
contented,  and  their  pleasant  surroundings  have  not  interfered 
with  their  work. 

A  concrete  subway  has  been  built  from  the  power  house  to 
the  main  highway  and  later  we  hope  to  continue  to  the  officers' 
cottages  on  the  opposite  side.  The  roof  of  this  subway  forms 
a  cement  walk  6  feet  wide.  Our  steam,  electric  and  water 
mains  were  formerly  laid  in  tile  and,  in  case  of  a  leak,  it  was 
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necessary  to  dig  up  the  line  frequently,  and  besides  there  was 
considerable  loss  of  heat.  The  subway  will  obviate  these 
troubles. 

The  small  frame  building  formerly  used  as  an  office  building 
has  been  remodeled  and  is  used  as  the  superintendent's  resi- 
dence. 

Electric  lights  and  steam  heat  have  been  put  in  our  general 
store. 

A  50-foot  propagating  house  has  been  added  to  the  head 
house  which  was   erected  in   1909. 

A  second  henhouse  has  been  built  at  Hillcrest. 

A  new  road  has  been  built  from  the  Westminster  pumping 
station  to  Valley  house. 

The  new  cottage  for  30  women  patients  is  well  under  way 
and  will  be  completed  early  next  summer. 

General. 

In  May  Father  McCann  was  appointed  chaplain,  and  has 
held  Mass  every  Sunday  and  responded  to  sick  calls.  The 
different  clergymen  of  Gardner  and  Westminster  have  held 
services  every  other  Sunday  afternoon.  Rabbi  Robinson  holds 
services  once  a  month  for  our  Hebrew  patients.  These  services 
are  a  source  of  much  happiness  and  comfort  to  our  people. 

The  weekly  ball  game  arouses  much  interest  among  our  men. 

Occasional  trips  to  Gardner  have  been  enjoyed  by  many, 
and  over  100  of  our  people  attended  the  Westminster  fair  in 
September. 

Weekly  dances  for  patients  have  been  held,  together  with 
entertainments  and  birthday  parties.  For  the  past  year  we 
have  had  regular  classes  in  the  gymnasium,  also  a  cooking 
school  three  afternoons  a  week  for  our  younger  women.  Our 
officers  have  their  weekly  dancing  school  with  a  party  each 
month. 

As  the  majority  of  our  patients  at  the  colony  are  of  the 
dementia  prsecox  type,  and  as  dementia  prsecox  is  a  habit  dis- 
organization, it  is  our  endeavor  to  re-educate  our  patients  to 
regular  habits  or  reorganize  their  habits. 

Many  of  our  dementia  prsecox  cases  have  been  insane  many 
years  and  did  not  have  a  good  education  or  high  standard  of 
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living  before  their  insanity  began,  which  necessarily  means  that 
the  most  we  can  hope  to  do  for  them  is  to  reorganize  their 
habits  along  some  industrial  line  which  will  make  them  useful 
to  the  institution,  as  we  cannot  expect  greater  results  with 
such  a  poor  foundation  to  work  on. 

It  is  my  firm  belief  that  the  dementia  prsecox  case,  who  pre- 
vious to  his  breakdown  has  had  a  fair  education  and  a  whole- 
some environment,  if  received  early  and  conscientiously  treated 
along  the  lines  of  re-education  or  habit  reorganization,  can  be 
so  improved  that  he  can  live  at  home.  To  successfully  ac- 
complish this  work  the  physician  should  work  directly  with  the 
patient,  and  by  this  I  mean  that  he  should  himself  take  part  in 
whatever  he  is  trying  to  teach  the  patient. 

Dr.  H.  H.  Fox,  a  member  of  our  staff  since  Jan.  6,  1913, 
resigned  Sept.  4,  1913,  to  enter  the  army  medical  service. 

Dr.  T.  W.  Maloney  was  appointed  to  succeed  Dr.  Fox  and 
entered  upon  his  duties  Oct.  3,  1913. 

Dr.  Marion  E.  Kenworthy  was  appointed  woman  assistant 
May  23,  1913. 

The  following  physicians  have  been  appointed  on  our  con- 
sulting staff:  Dr.  A.  F.  Lowell,  Dr.  J.  B.  Donnelly,  Dr.  H.  D. 
Bone  of  Gardner;  Dr.  A.  E.  Mossman  of  Westminster.  Staff 
meetings  are  held  every  Monday  and  Thursday  morning. 

Recommendations. 

This  year  I  recommend  the  erection  of  two  of  the  small  cot- 
tages for  16  patients  each.  A  barn  at  Hillcrest  cottage  is  much 
needed  as  at  present  the  cattle  are  housed  in  a  shed  which  was 
built  of  old  lumber,  and  there  is  no  provision  for  storing  neces- 
sary farm  supplies. 

I  also  recommend  the  erection  of  a  slaughter  house  as  at 
present  we  have  no  suitable  place  for  slaughtering;  also  an  ad- 
dition to  the  barn  at  Belcher  cottage  as  we  do  not  have  suffi- 
cient room  to  tie  up  young  stock  in  the  winter  and  no  place  to 
store  our  wagons  and  implements  at  present. 

I  also  recommend  the  erection  of  a  chapel  and  assembly  hall 
as  at  present  our  facilities  for  chapel  services  and  entertain- 
ments are  very  inadequate. 
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I  recommend  the  purchase  of  an  automobile  truck,  which 
would  enable  us  to  do  our  trucking  from  Gardner  with  more 
dispatch  and  less  injury  to  our  horses. 

An  automobile  for  the  ordinary  colony  business  is  needed  as 
the  present  one  has  been  in  almost  constant  use  for  two  years, 
and  has  reached  the  state  when  frequent  repairs  are  necessary. 

Conclusion. 
I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  their  unfailing  co- 
operation and  advice.     Acknowledgment  is  also  due  the  advice 
and  co-operation  of  our  consulting  staff  as  well  as  the  work  of 
our  resident  staff  and  of  all  our  officers.

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FARM  REPORT. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

It  has  been  our  aim  to  use  more  intensive  methods  on  the 
farm  during  the  past  year.  Previously,  a  large  portion  of  our 
cleared  land  had  been  only  partially  subdued,  and  this  land  we 
have  endeavored  to  build  up  and  render  in  a  higher  state  of 
cultivation  and  productiveness. 

We  believe  it  to  be  more  economical  to  farm  our  present 
cleared  land  intensively  than  to  add  a  large  acreage  of  inferior 
land  to  that  which  we  now  cultivate. 

We  have,  however,  done  considerable  work  on  the  meadows 
south  of  the  Gardner  group  and  also  on  the  meadow  joining  the 
Westminster  pump  house.  Several  acres  of  the  meadow  at  the 
Gardner  group  have  been  grubbed  over  and  the  stones  cleared 
out.  About  one-half  of  an  acre  of  this  land  was  planted  to 
various  crops  as  an  experiment,  and  the  yields  were  far  better 
than  corresponding  crops  planted  on  other  fields.  This  land  is 
adapted  to  the  growing  of  hay  more  than  any  land  which  is 
now  being  cultivated,  and  we  wish  as  soon  as  possible  to  get 
this  land  producing  hay. 

Crops  in  general  have  been  very  satisfactory  considering  that 
there  has  been  a  general  shortage  of  crops  throughout  the 
country.  The  yield  of  ensilage  corn,  hay  and  other  forage 
crops  has  increased  more  than  25  per  cent,  over  the  product  of 
last  year.  The  production  of  eggs,  milk,  poultry,  beef  and  pork 
has  also  increased  in  as  great  proportion.  All  vegetable  crops 
yielded  well  with  the  possible  exception  of  potatoes.  There  will, 
however,  be  an  abundance  of  potatoes  and  other  vegetable 
crops  to  supply  the  colony  for  the  present  year. 

Considerable  work  was  done  in  the  woods  last  winter,  clear- 
ing up  the  undergrowth  and  thinning  out  the  thickly  wooded 
growth  of  lumber  and  cordwood.     Nearly  150  acres  of  woods 
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were  gone  through  in  this  manner.  Fifty  thousand  feet  of 
lumber  and  approximately  400  cords  of  wood  were  cut  out. 

Other  outside  work  done  includes  500  tons  of  rock  crushed; 
excavating  for  about  600  feet  of  subway  for  water  and  heating 
pipes  for  the  Pine  cottages,  and  the  excavating  for  the  new 
cottage  for  women.  A  300-foot  sewer  line  was  put  in  for  the 
new  Pine  cottages.  About  5,000  square  yards  of  grading  have 
been  done  around  the  various  groups  of  buildings.  Ten  acres 
of  new  land  were  plowed  and  planted  to  crops.  Several  stone 
walls  have  been  torn  down  and  the  stone  used  for  road  building, 
and  more  than  2,000  tons  of  field  stones  have  been  removed. 

The  above,  together  with  the  general  farm  work,  and  the 
numerous  odd  jobs  which  constantly  arise  in  a  growing  insti- 
tution have  kept  all  the  outside  patients  constantly  employed.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

We  have  the  honor  to  submit  our  twelfth  annual  report. 

Early  in  the  year,  our  superintendent,  Dr.  Charles  T.  La 
Moure,  resigned  to  take  a  position  in  another  State.  His  de- 
parture was  a  loss  to  the  insane  of  this  State.  His  work  at 
the  State  Hospital  in  Rochester,  N".  Y.,  before  coming  to  the 
colony  was  marked  by  an  intelligent  and  promising  experiment 
in  re-educating  the  youthful  demented  cases.  This  work  it  was 
hoped  he  would  be  able  to  continue  and  enlarge  at  the  colony, 
but  the  pressing  duties  of  superintendence  interfered  so  seri- 
ously that  he  sought  other  fields  where  he  could  have  freer  scope. 
In  losing  him,  the  State  has  missed  obtaining  the  credit  of  a 
most  promising  experiment. 

As  his  successor,  this  Board  re-elected  Dr.  Charles  E.  Thomp- 
son, the  former  superintendent,  who  left  us  to  become  the  secre- 
tary of  the  State  Board  of  Insanity.  The  State  Board,  however, 
was  unable  to  dispense  wholly  with  his  services  during  the  time 
that  the  legislative  committees  were  dealing  with  the  appro- 
priations for  the  various  institutions,  so  that  for  several  months 
he  divided  his  time  between  those  two  lines  of  work. 

We  again  report  progress.  We  do  not  suggest  provision  for 
more  inmates,  feeling  that  the  development  of  the  colony  idea 
can  best  be  had  without  a  too  rapid  increase  in  population.  We 
have  done  much  to  develop  the  industrial  efficiency  of  the  pa- 
tients, to  normalize  their  lives  and  make  them  contented,  but 
we  have  done  very  little  to  brighten  their  lives  with  relaxing 
amusement.  We  renew  the  request  made  last  year  for  a  chapel 
and  meeting  hall.  At  present  we  have  no  hall  of  any  kind,  and 
relieious  services  and  entertainments  must  be  held  in  a  ward 
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of  a  building  not  large  enough  to  hold  even  half  of  Our  patients. 
In  the  outside  world,  no  community  of  seven  hundred  people 
would  remain  long  without  a  church  building  and  some  place 
for  social  meetings.  Our  patients  are  not  so  distraught  in  their 
minds  as  not  to  miss  the  opportunities  for  the  entertainments 
of  the  outside  world,  and  the  hard-working  staff  of  employees 
deserves  some  place  in  which  they  may  meet  each  other.  It  is 
impossible  to  get  a  force  of  loyal  and  contented  nurses  and  at- 
tendants, so  necessary  to  the  humane  treatment  of  the  insane,  if 
each  one  is  banished  to  a  lonely  chamber  at  the  close  of  the 
day's  work.  It  is  an  old  saw  that  "  All  work  and  no  play  makes 
Jack  a  dull  boy,"  and  in  the  interests  of  both  patients  and  their 
attendants  we  renew  our  plea  for  a  building  suitable  for  religious 
services  and  social  meetings  and  commodious  enough  to  contain 
our  whole  population.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  tne  Gardner  State  Colony. 

I  respectfully  submit  herewith  the  twelfth  annual  report  of 
the  operations  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

The  statistical  tables  showing  in  detail  the  financial  opera- 
tions for  the  year  ending  November  30,  and  those  relating  to 
patients  for  the  hospital  year  ending  September  30,  will  be 
found  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

There  have  been  no  epidemics  of  any  disease  of  consequence. 
One  patient,  a  man  who  eloped,  developed  typhoid  fever  directly 
following  his  return.  Recovery  was  uneventful  and  no  other 
cases  made  their  appearance. 

One  serious  accident  occurred.  A  voimg  man  who  had  for 
some  months  assisted  the  engineer,  in  reaching  carelessly  over 
a  pump  gear,  was  drawn  into  the  cogs  and  received  a  severe 
laceration  of  the  upper  arm,  chest  and  axilla,  exposing  the 
axillary  vessels  and  nerves.  An  extensive  operation  was  neces- 
sary which  was  performed  by  our  staff.  The  patient  has  now 
practically  entirely  recovered,  and  mil  regain  the  use  of  the 
arm  but  with  impairment  of  motion.  . 

The  development  of  industries  for  which  the  colony  was 
started,  and  which  has  occupied  fixed  attention  since,  has  con- 
tinued. Actual  accomplishments  ebb  and  flow  with  the  active 
interest  shown  by  those  who  daily  instruct  the  patients.  The 
instructor's  interest,  and  especially  his  enthusiasm,  depends 
largely  upon  the  interest  taken  by  the  supervisor  of  industries 
and  the  physicians,  but  more  especially,  it  seems  to  me,  by  the 
superintendent  and  trustees.  Taken  as  a  whole,  the  results  so 
far  have  been  fairly  satisfactory.  Since  1907  practically  all 
ordinary  clothing,  both  men's  and  women's,  has  been  made  by 
the   patients.     An   increasing   demand  has   this  year  made   a 
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more  complete  equipment  necessary,  and  we  are  now  making 
more  and  better  clothing. 

Weaving,  for  a  time  largely  discontinued,  has  again  been 
taken  up  actively.  Those  industries  which  have  been  in  opera- 
tion for  some  years,  such  as  shoe  making,  brush  making,  broom 
and  mattress  making,  furniture  making,  plain  and  fancy  sewing, 
basketry,  rug  making,  and  many  others,  have  been  continued. 
These  occupations  provide  pleasant  and  interesting  occupations 
to  the  individual  patients  selected  by  the  physicians  for  each 
kind  of  work.  The  various  forms  of  occupation  have,  from  the 
first,  been  planned  so  as  to  claim  the  interest  and  attention  of 
a  class  of  patients  transferred  to  us  from  the  State  hospitals  who, 
because  of  mental  impairment  and  institutional  inactivity,  have 
drifted  into  a  state  of  "  dementia,"  a  term  frequently  carelessly 
used  and  made  to  include,  with  the  actual  death  of  brain  cells, 
the  inactivity  due  to  pauperization.  Many  of  our  patients, 
especially  the  men,  show  a  mixed  state  in  which  the  pauperiza- 
tion is  more  difficult  to  overcome  than  the  mental  disease  itself. 

To  stimulate  active  interest  in  the  work  to  be  performed  is 
of  foremost  importance.  In  most  adult  patients  of  this  general 
type  it  is  somewhat  absurd  to  use  "  kindergarten  "  methods. 
Such  patients  need  quite  the  same  treatment  as  ordinary  indi- 
viduals, —  a  fair  amount  of  work  of  an  instructive  nature,  made 
interesting  to  them.  It  should,  if  possible,  have  some  value  to 
the  patient  or  institution.  Overwork  must  be  avoided  and 
common  sense  used. 

There  is  some  tendency  among  enthusiasts  to-day  to  treat  all 
insane  as  acutely  ill  patients,  even  though  they  are  of  the 
chronic  dementing  group.  Able-bodied  men  and  women  not 
acutely  ill  do  not  seem  to  me  to  be  so  much  interested  in  or 
benefited  by  "  invalid  occupations  "  as  by  worth-while  occupa- 
tions. The  occupation  prescribed  should,  if  possible,  be  some- 
thing more  than  a  plaything. 

So  also  the  terms  re-education,  therapeutic  work,  industrial 
training,  etc.,  are  frequently  used  to  mean  interesting  occupa- 
tions. I  take  it  for  granted  that  recreation  and  entertainment 
occupy  a  place  in  every  institution  of  whatever  type. 
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Training. 

In  order  to  avoid  what  has  been  termed  "  vigilance  "  nursing 
among  the  chronic  insane,  we  are  endeavoring  to  so  train  our 
attendants  that  they  will  be  instructors  while  attending  to  the 
usual  attendants'  work,  by  requiring  all  attendants  to  attend 
daily  talks  and  demonstrations  of  actual  industries  carried  on 
in  the  industrial  building.  It  is  believed  that  in  no  other  way 
will  they  grasp  the  idea  of  occupation  as  a  part  of  treatment. 
This  training,  if  successfully  given,  should  result  in  better  and 
longer  service  on  the  part  of  the  attendants,  and  should  also 
assist  them  in  obtaining  better  positions  on  leaving. 

In  addition,  a  course  of  lectures  on  medical  subjects  and 
general  nursing  has  been  planned.  That  our  instructors  may 
sustain  their  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  the  work,  we  have 
arranged  a  monthly  teachers'  visiting  day,  at  which  time  all 
instructors,  who  desire,  may  visit  other  institutions  or  places  in 
which  industries  are  carried  on. 

Farm  and  Grounds. 

Many  have  been  engaged  throughout  the  year,  as  in  past 
years,  in  work  on  the  farm  and  about  the  grounds.  The  return 
this  year  from  the  farm  is  the  best  of  any  year  since  the  colony 
was  started.  There  apparently  will  be  enough  vegetables  to  last 
throughout  the  coming  year. 

Co-operation  of  the  State  Forester's  department  has  resulted 
in  their  supplying  us  with  50,000  young  pine  seedlings.  This 
department  has  also  given  us  valuable  advice  in  the  thinning- 
out  of  our  woodlands.  The  following  table  shows  in  general

Women  have,  in  several  departments,  been  occupied  out-of- 
doors,  chiefly  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  assistant 
physician.  A  group  of  disturbed  and  destructive  women  pa- 
tients are  taken  ont  each  morning  in  charge  of  a  nurse,  and  the 
beneficial  effect  is  seen  in  the  general  behavior  of  the  patients, 
and  also  in  a  marked  saving  of  clothing,  glass  and  crockery. 
We  expect  to  continue  this  outdoor  class  throughout  the  winter. 


Official  Staff. 

Dr.  Harlan  L.  Paine,  for  five  years  assistant  physician  at  the 
Danvers  State  Hospital,  was  appointed  March  15  as  assistant 
superintendent  to  take  the  place  left  vacant  by  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  Thomas  Littlewood,  who  has  entered  private  practice. 

Dr.  Chester  A.  VanCor  was  appointed  August  17  as  second 
assistant  physician,  to  fill  the  position  previously  occupied  by 
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Dr.  Thomas  W.  Maloney,  who  accepted  a  position  on  the  staff 
of  the  Connecticut  School  for  Imbeciles. 

Dr.  P.  James  Grant,  dentist,  of  Gardner,  began  his  services 
June  16,  and  spends  one  day  each  week  at  the  colony. 

Miss  Elizabeth  S.  Edwards  was  appointed  director  of  indus- 
tries for  women  on  April  27. 

Betterment. 

One  cottage  for  16  patients  was  completed  and  occupied  in 
December,  1913.  A  cottage  for  30  women  patients  was  com- 
pleted in  June,  but  occupied  through  the  summer  months  by 
men  patients  who  have  done  the  filling  and  grading  about  this 
building  and  two  nearby  cottages. 

A  slaughterhouse,  for  which  provision  was  made  in  1914,  is 
closed  in  and  nearing  completion.  Alterations  of  barn,  also 
jorovided  for  in  1914,  have  been  completed.  The  iron  smoke- 
stack, erected  at  the  power  house  in  1904,  was  replaced  by  a 
radial  brick  chimney,  the  stack  having  rusted  out  and  blown 
down.  Continuous  bath  tubs  have  been  installed  for  treatment 
purposes  in  the  women's  receiving  ward,  and  in  the  men's  re- 
ceiving ward.  Granolithic  walks  have  been  built  between  the 
receiving  wards  and  the  dining  room. 

Deficiency  in  our  maintenance  appropriation  has  resulted  in 
making  fewer  general  repairs  than  have  been  needed,  and  these 
have  been  provided  for  in  our  request  for  the  maintenance 
appropriation  for  1915. 

General. 

Staff  meetings  and  industrial  conferences  are  held  from  8 
to  9  a.m.  Every  patient  in  the  colony  is  now  being  considered 
with  a  view  to  send  out  as  many  patients  as  possible  to  their 
relatives  or  to  board  out.  Patients  who  have  become  quiet, 
harmless,  and  perhaps  fairly  efficient,  are  frequently  compelled 
to  remain  within  an  institution  as  their  relatives  are  not  suffi- 
ciently interested  to  provide  for  them,  or  perhaps  there  are  no 
near  relatives. 

Family  care  is  being  developed  to  care  for  these  patients  out- 
'side  of  the  institution.  An  assistant  physician  will,  the  first 
year  at  least,  act  as  community  worker. 
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A  female  nurse  has  recently  been  placed  in  charge  of  the 
male  infirmary. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  monthly  clinic  in  Fitch- 
burg,  to  which  physicians,  social  workers,  former  patients  and 
persons  seeking  advice  for  themselves  or  relatives  may  come  for 
information.  There  are  no  special  hours  for  clinics  at  the 
colony,  as  we  are  glad  to  give  assistance  and  advice  at  any  time 
to  all  who  may  apply. 

Since  May,  the  colony  has  been  open  at  all  times  to  friends 
of  the  patients,  or  to  visitors  of  the  institution,  no  restrictions 
of  any  kind  being  imposed  as  to  time  of  visit. 

The  usual  dances  and  entertainments  for  patients  have  been 
provided,  while  employees  arrange,  by  their  own  committees, 
for  frequent  dances  or  socials,  with  music  and  refreshments 
provided  by  the  colony. 

The  colony  has  been  visited  by  many  hospital  workers  during 
the  year,  some  of  whom  have  come  from  distant  points  to  view 
the  work  we  are  attempting  here. 

Religious  Services. 

Protestant  services  have  been  held  every  second  Sunday  after- 
noon during  nine  months  of  the  year. 

Catholic  services  have  been  held  each  Sunday  morning 
throughout  the  year. 

Hebrew  services  were  held  once  each  month  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  and  twice  monthly  since  July  1. 

Acknowledgments. 

The  McLean  Hospital  has  kindly  provided  us  with  sixty 
library  books,  duplicates  in  their  library,  but  which  form  a 
valuable  addition  to  our  library. 

Mrs.  Amie  H.  Coes,  trustee,  has  continued  an  annual  gift  of 
monthly  magazines. 

We  have  also  received  each  year  since  the  colony  was  started 
a  copy  of  the  "  Church  Record  "  of  Athol,  and  a  copy  of  "  Dumb 
Animals."  A  number  of  copies  of  the  "  Christian  Science 
Monitor  "  has  also  been  received. 
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Many  friends  of  the  colony  have  provided  used  magazines, 
papers,  etc.,  for  which  we  are  grateful,  and  for  which  there  is 
a  large  demand. 

Recommendations. 

The  Hiram  Ray  estate,  which  is  adjacent  to  and  partly  sur- 
rounded by  colony  land,  can  be  purchased  to  advantage.  In 
addition  to  the  land,  the  house,  with  few  changes,  will  provide 
comfortably  for  20  patients,  and  the  large  barn  adjacent  would 
make  unnecessary  the  erection  of  a  barn  badly  needed  at  the 
Hillcrest  cottage  nearby. 

At  the  Gardner  cottages,  occupied  by  120  people,  the  cess- 
pools overflow  into  the  brook  which  flows  through  our  ice  pond 
and  continues  on  through  the  source  of  our  water  supply.  The 
State  Department  of  Health  has  recommended  that  filter  beds 
should  be  constructed  at  an  early  date. 

Our  water  supply  should  be  further  extended  by  the  addition 
of  a  well,  recommended  by  our  consulting  engineer,  which  well 
would  be  of  sufficient  size  to  act  as  a  reservoir.  The  continued 
dry  summer  and  fall  seasons,  together  with  the  large  number 
of  people  now  being  served,  have  made  the  obtaining  of  a  suffi- 
cient supply  of  water  difficult  during  a  part  of  the  year.  Dur- 
ing September,  October  and  November  of  this  year  it  has  been 
necessary  to  run  the  pumps  practically  twenty-four  hours  a  day 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  institution.  A  reservoir  well  should 
be  constructed  this  year. 

Further  provisions  for  married  families  should  be  made,  such 
provision  resulting  in  greater  stability  of  service.  The  colony 
is  three  miles  from  any  town,  with  no  electric  and  poor  train 
service. 

The  assembly  hall  and  chapel  requested  last  year,  but  not 
granted,  is  badly  needed.  At  present,  less  than  half  the  pa- 
tients can  attend  entertainments  in  the  room  available.  In 
addition  the  danger  in  crowding  a  room  of  this  kind  in  which 
the  seats  are  removable  is  considerable. 

Inasmuch  as  occasional  requests  come  from  relatives  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  colony  to  have  patients  committed  directly  to  us, 
it  would  seem  desirable  to  suggest  some  changes  in  the  existing 
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law  whereby  suitable  cases  could  be  admitted,  if  approved  by 
the  superintendent. 

The  confidence  you  have  expressed  in  asking  me  to  return  to 
the  work  of  the  colony,  together  with  the  continuance  of  the 
spirit  of  co-operation  which  has  always  existed  between  us, 
makes  me  feel  very  hopeful  for  and  especially  desirous  of  suc- 
cess in  the  work  of  the  colony.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

In  accordance  with  section  2  of  chapter  241  of  the  Acts  of 
1915,  we  have  the  honor  to  present  our  thirteenth  annual  report 
as  trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

During  the  year  Dr.  John  G.  Blake  of  Boston  resigned  from 
our  Board  after  nine  years  of  faithful  and  conscientious  service. 

The  colony  is  indebted  to  him  not  only  for  an  active  interest 
in  its  medical  problems  but  for  his  broad  and  sympathetic 
interest  in  everything  which  affected  the  colony. 

We  have  also  suffered  the  loss  by  death  of  Mr.  Wilbur  F. 
Whitney  of  South  Ashburnham.  He  brought  to  the  problems 
of  the  colony  a  ripe  experience  and  rare  qualities  of  business 
judgment.  As  a  near  neighbor  to  the  colony,  he  was  frequently 
called  upon  for  service,  and  we  mourn  and  regret  his  loss.  The 
vacancy  caused  by  his  death  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Shea  of  Fitchburg. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  at  the  colony  has  been 
halted  for  some  years.  Two  causes  have  contributed  to  that 
end:  relatives  object  to  the  removal  of  patients  to  so  remote  a 
place,  and  other  institutions  are  finding  more  opportunities  for 
employment  of  the  class  of  patients  that  have  been  in  the  past 
sent  to  us.  Our  present  problem  therefore  is  to  develop  the 
population  we  have  rather  than  to  build  for  more. 

We  have  several  pressing  needs.  It  is  good  business  to  keep 
our  employees  contented  and  happy.  Frequent  changes  do 
not  make  for  efficiency.  It  also  makes  for  efficient  work  to 
give  the  patients  hours  of  recreation.  We  have,  however,  no 
place  large  enough  to  get  our  people  together,  either  for  re- 
ligious services  or  for  social  gatherings.     At  present  such  gather- 
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ings  are  held  in  the  day  room  of  one  of  the  dormitory  buildings. 
The  inevitable  obstruction  of  exits  incidental  to  such  uses  and 
the  difficulty  of  fixing  seats  to  the  floor  make  the  fire  or  rather 
the  panic  risk  a  serious  one,  and  we  feel  that  even  our  present 
use  should  be  largely  curtailed.  We  should  have  a  building  for 
such  purposes  if  we  are  to  continue  this  part  of  our  work. 

The  increasing  pressure  of  the  insane  population  in  the  State 
has  crowded  our  main  group  of  buildings  and  we  need  relief 
in  two  directions.  A  comparatively  small  expenditure  would 
put  enclosed  verandas  on  both  dormitory  buildings.  This 
would  give  better  treatment  to  the  sick,  especially  of  the 
tubercular,  and  would  increase  our  sleeping  accommodations. 
We  are  the  most  crowded  in  our  dining-room  facilities,  and  we 
need  to  utilize  the  wing  of  the  domestic  building,  now  used  as 
a  laundry,  for  more  dining  space.  Our  laundry  work  has  also 
outgrown  our  facilities,  and  we  should  have  a  new  laundry 
building.  This  would  add  materially  to  the  efficiency  of  our 
work.  While  our  patients  are  of  the  quiet  type,  occasional 
disturbed  periods  in  some  cases  are  met  with.  It  is  an  imposi- 
tion on  the  quiet  patients  to  have  to  live  through  these  noisy 
outbreaks,  and  we  should  have  two  small  brick  buildings,  one 
for  men  and  one  for  women,  where  such  cases  can  be  tem- 
porarily treated.  All  these  buildings  can  be  constructed  by  our 
own  labor,  including  that  of  patients,  at  a  cost  less  than  would 
be  had  under  a  contract  system. 

We  also  need  some  enlargement  of  our  water  supply  —  at 
small  expense  —  to  guard  against  a  shortage  in  dry  seasons, 
and  our  heating  system  can  be  operated  more  economically  if 
the  changes  recommended  by  the  engineer  of  the  State  Board 
of  Insanity  are  made. 

Some  years  ago  we  abandoned  the  manufacture  of  our  own 
electricity  and  purchased  a  supply  through  the  Gardner  Electric 
Light  Company  from  the  Connecticut  River  Company.  As  a 
part  of  the  agreement,  the  Gardner  Company  built  the  con- 
necting transmission  line  for  which  the  State  pays  the  annual 
rental  of  10  per  cent,  of  the  cost.  The  company,  however, 
stipulated  that  the  trustees  should  recommend  to  the  Legisla- 
ture to  purchase  the  line  at  cost.  This  rental  should  be 
terminated  as  soon  as  possible. 
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We  have  to  report  a  successful  year  of  patients'  labor.  Sat- 
isfactory crops  have  been  raised  and  much  work  has  been  done 
by  our  patients  that  would  otherwise  have  been  paid  for.  This 
shows  in  our  per  capita  cost,  and  if  it  is  rising,  it  is  still  kept 
down  by  our  own  self  help. 

We  beg  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the 
superintendent,  Dr.  Thompson,  his  staff  and  his  corps  of  em- 
ployees, who  have  worked  harmoniously  together  for  the  welfare 
of  the  institution  and  the  Commonwealth.  The  report  of  the 
superintendent  is  submitted  herewith.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

I  present  herewith  the  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the  super- 
intendent of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

Owing  to  a  difference  in  the  "financial"  and  "hospital"  year, 
matters  relating  to  finances  are  for  the  year  ending  November 
30,  while  those  relating  to  hospital  matters  are  for  the  year 
ending  Sept.  30,  1915. 

Matters  relating  to  patients,  their  mental  diseases,  the  move- 
ment of  population,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  statistical  form  in  the 
latter  part  of  this  report. 

During  the  year  just  past  continued  progress  has  been  made. 
As  this  colony  was  conceived  as  a  "rural  community"  rather 
than  an  institution  of  the  usual  type,  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
what  if  any  real  value  there  might  be  in  industrial  treatment  as 
prescribed  in  individual  cases  of  mental  disease  (which  prior  to 
1902  was  discussed,  but  little  made  use  of),  the  real  progress 
made  must  be  studied  not  for  a  single  year  but  over  a  series  of 
years. 

It  was  the  purpose  of  the  colony  when  founded  and  has  been 
our  aim  since  to  have  the  patients  assist  as  far  as  possible  in 
their  own  support.  A  daily  average  of  upwards  of  90  per  cent, 
have  been  occupied,  and  have  to  a  greater  or  lesser  degree 
assisted  in  such  support. 

The  changing  character  of  patients  transferred  to  us  should 
be  noted.  During  the  first  years  of  the  colony  the  patients 
received  were  of  a  much  higher  mental  type  than  those  which 
have  been  received  the  past  three  years.  Those  we  now  receive 
are  largely  the  deeply  demented  class  requiring  greater  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  instructors,  but  it  is  this  class,  probably  more 
than  any  other,  that  is  in  the  greatest  need  of  our  assistance.  As 
other  institutions  have  taken  up  actively  the  treatment  by 
occupation,  we  probably  will  continue  to  have  cases  of  terminal 
dementia  until  such  time  as  the  colony  may  be  developed  to 
receive  patients  of  this  district  direct  from  their  homes. 
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From  the  beginning  we  have  endeavored  to  occupy  each  and 
every  patient  in  some  occupation  which  they  themselves  might 
choose,  or  in  which  improvement  might  reasonably  be  expected. 
In  assigning  patients  to  occupations  it  has  constantly  been 
borne  in  mind  that  an  adult  in  most  states  of  mind  knows  when 
something  worth  while  has  been  accomplished,  and  he  usually 
prefers  to  occupy  himself  with  a  normal  or  worth-while  occupa- 
tion. Our  patients  are  adults,  most  of  whom  have  been  at 
some  time  "normal"  iD  mind.  While  occasionally  patients  are 
seen  who  interest  themselves  in  making  a  rag  doll  or  a  floor-wax 
flower,  this  usually  is  merely  an  outward  expression  of  a  desire 
to  construct.  We  have  endeavored  to  aid  such  patients  to 
construct  articles  which  would  be  of  benefit  to  them  or  their 
associates.  Child-like  evidences  of  a  desire  to  form  have  been 
carefully  followed  and  encouraged,  because  frequently  the  child- 
like expression  is  due  not  to  the  child  mind  but  to  a  neglect  in 
relatives  or  caretakers  to  encourage  the  diseased  adult  mind. 
In  encouraging  constructive  occupation  there  has  gradually 
been  developed  an  "industrial  atmosphere"  in  which  new  pa- 
tients, as  a  rule,  at  once  take  up  some  occupation;  in  fact  it 
has  been  a  rule  that  every  patient  admitted  shall  be  examined 
the  day  of  entrance  and  assigned  to  some  occupation  for  the 
following  morning.  He  usually  does  not  continue  the  occu- 
pation first  assigned  him  and  is  changed  from  time  to  time  as 
it  is  indicated,  but  always  by  order  of  the  attending  physician. 
Placing  a  patient  at  some  interesting,  if  possible  constructive, 
occupation,  immediately  he  is  received,  largely  prevents  him 
from  becoming  a  ward  idler,  so  many  of  whom  occupied  the 
wards  of  our  institutions  in  the  past. 

Although  I  lay  special  emphasis  upon  the  value  of  construc- 
tive occupation  I  do  not  wish  it  understood  that  I  believe 
invalid  and  simple,  amusing  occupations  have  no  place  in  occu- 
pational treatment;  quite  the  contrary,  I  think  they  do,  and 
we  practice  them,  but  with  our  particular  population  of  adults 
we  have  found  that  they  are  more  interested,  and  thereby 
benefited,  by  adult  occupations.  We  are  inclined  to  treat  them, 
in  other  words,  as  normal  adults.  It  is  impossible  to  show  in  a 
report  the  real  benefit  individuals  have  received,  neither  can  the 
accompanying  tables  of  completed  work  show  the  steps  taken 
to  interest  and  train  patients  to  obtain  these  results,  but  they 
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do  show  what  can  actually  be  accomplished  by  them.  In  re- 
ferring to  these  tables  especial  note  should  be  made  that  the 
articles  made  or  produced  are  principally  for  the  benefit  of  the 
patients  themselves,  —  buildings  for  their  use,  and  furnishings 
for  them;  clothing  to  wear;  farm  products  to  be  used  on  the 
table  as  food,  etc.  The  accompanying  tables  summarized  show 
that  all  construction  and  repair  work  is  done  by  the  colony  and 
not  by  outside  labor;  all  furniture  has  been  made  and  repaired; 
all  clothing,  hats,  caps,  shoes,  slippers,  stockings,  mittens  and 
underclothing  worn  by  the  patients  have  been  made  by  them, 
likewise  all  brooms,  brushes,  mattresses,  pillows,  mats,  rugs  and 
toweling,  much  fancy  work,  basketry,  leather  work,  copper, 
pottery,  weaving,  etc.;  all  vegetables,  milk,  eggs  and  poultry 
for  our  population  of  886  have  been  raised;  much  fruit  and 
vegetables  have  been  canned  and  dried.

Diversion  and  Recreation. 
The  usual  diversions  such  as  are  practiced  in  all  institutions 
have  been  continued.  Dancing  is  probably  the  most  popular. 
A  special  effort  has  been  made  to  provide  more  out-of-door 
recreation,  especially  for  the  women,  consisting  of  rides,  picnics 
and  parties,  while  many  have  attended  nearby  fairs,  circuses 
and  the  like.  On  three  evenings  during  the  summer  outdoor 
moving  pictures  were  much  enjoyed  by  the  patients.  Each 
holiday  has  been  suitably  observed,  the  two  most  enjoyed  being 
the  Fourth  of  July  and  Christmas.  This  year  we  provided  what 
proved  to  be  a  much  more  interesting  day  than  any,  —  an 
annual  cattle  show  and  fair  day.  Fifteen  committees,  elected 
by  the  officers  themselves,  arranged  and  carried  through  the 
following  program,  with  the  aid  of  patients :  — 

Morning  parade  of  decorated  floats. 

Contests  between  draft  horses,  oxen,  plowing  matches,  etc. 

Athletic  events. 

Twenty  Midway  attractions. 

Dinner  served  in  large  tent  on  lawn. 

Ball  game  (State  Colony  v.  Hubbardston  Athletic  Association) . 

Athletic  events  continued. 

Exhibits  of  industrial  work,  cooking,  preserves,  etc.,  live  stock,  vege- 
tables, fruit,  etc.  (prizes  awarded  in  each  entry). 

Old-fashioned  farmer's  costume  ball  in  the  evening  for  employees,  with 
an  oyster  supper. 
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This  year  it  was  not  open  to  the  public,  but  so  many  have 
requested  that  in  future  it  be  open,  that  plans  are  being  made 
to  have  a  two-day  fair  next  year,  one  day  of  which  will  be  open 
to  the  public.  Perhaps  small  admission  fees,  articles  for  sale, 
etc.,  may  help  financially  to  provide  for  more  entertainment 
during  the  year. 

Employees  have  continued  to  arrange  socials  and  entertain- 
ments through  their  own  committees,  which  have  done  much  to 
develop  interest  and  good  fellowship  among  them. 

Exhibits. 
The  general  public  in  the  past  has  known  but  little  of  the 
operation  of  its  institutions,  but  has  been  influenced  too  often 
unduly  by  criticism  of  them.  We  early  felt  that  one  of  the 
best  methods  of  enlisting  general  interest  in  hospitals  for  the 
insane  would  be  to  present  something  to  them  of  a  practical 
nature,  something  that  might  serve  as  a  connecting  link.  In 
1908  an  exhibit  was  arranged  and  sent  to  two  county  fairs,  after 
which  it  was  placed  permanently  in  a  room  at  the  colony  and 
opened  to  visitors.  Enlarged  and  varied  it  has  been  sent  each 
year  since  to  an  increasing  number  of  public  meetings.  This 
year  it  has  been  exhibited  in  nine  different  places,  while  four 
other  requests  have  been  refused  because  of  conflicting  dates. 
This  I  believe  shows  an  increasing  active  interest  in  our  institu- 
tions and  cannot  fail  in  my  opinion  to  result  in  a  growth  of 
confidence,  which  is  the  thing  now  most  needed  in  our  public 
institutions.  We  have  declined  to  sell  articles  at  these  exhibits, 
although  requests  to  purchase  have  been  numerous,  feeling 
strongly  that  so  far  as  possible  articles  should  be  made  that  can 
be  used  by  this  or  some  other  institution,  and  the  exhibit  used 
only  for  educational  purposes. 

Medical. 
There  have  been  no  outbreaks  of  any  contagious  diseases. 
Two  of  our  employees  have  died  during  the  year.  With  the 
growth  of  the  colony  there  is  seen  a  gradual  increase  in  the 
amount  of  medical  and  surgical  work,  and  the  time  is  approach- 
ing  when   separate    hospital    buildings   will   be    needed.     Sick 
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patients  are  not  best  treated  on  our  closed  receiving  wards,  nor 
employees  in  their  own  rooms. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  no  changes  in  our  medical 
staff.  Continued,  active,  loyal  service,  such  as  our  staff  has 
given,  is  necessary  for  the  successful  carrying  on  of  the  work 
outlined,  and  should  be  encouraged  by  good  living  accommoda- 
tions and  salaries  commensurate  with  the  services  required  and 
the  interest  shown. 

The  Worcester  North  Medical  Society  met  with  us  on  July 
27,  at  which  papers  were  presented  and  cases  shown  by  each 
member  of  the  staff. 

Members  of  the  staff  have  been  called  upon  to  address  out- 
side meetings.  A  clinic  has  been  held  monthly  in  Fitchburg, 
our  nearest  city,  and  once  in  Winchendon.  As  we  are  situated 
in  the  center  of  an  essentially  rural  section  of  the  State  and  as 
our  own  population  is  not  rapidly  changing,  these  clinics  have 
not  been  as  active  as  in  some  other  institutions.  It  seems  best 
for  us  to  see  individual  cases  in  the  homes  as  called  upon  by 
relatives  or  the  attending  physician,  and  this  we  have  done  at 
all  times  when  called  upon  without  expense  to  the  family. 

Family  care  taken  up  within  the  year  has  been  gradually 
extended,  and  we  close  the  year  with  29  patients  boarded  out. 
Greater  progress  could  be  made  if  the  rate  we  are  permitted  by 
law  to  pay  —  $3.25  per  week  —  could  be  increased. 

Dr.  Kenworthy  spent  six  weeks  at  the  psychopathic  depart- 
ment of  the  Boston  State  Hospital  in  the  study  of  the  practical 
application  of  special  tests  for  the  determination  of  mental 
defect,  and  has  since  conducted  this  part  of  the  work  at  the 
colony. 

A  dietitian  was  added  in  March,  whose  chief  duty  has  been 
to  direct  patients  in  preparing  special  diets  for  the  sick. 

Betterments. 
No  new  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  patients  have 
been  opened.  The  Ray  farm  and  buildings  have  been  pur- 
chased and  will  be  soon  ready  for  occupancy.  But  few  changes 
will  be  made  in  the  house  as  purchased.  An  appropriation  for 
filter  beds  at  the  Gardner  cottages  was  made,  and  we  are  con- 
structing these  with  our  own  labor. 
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A  small  store  has  been  erected.  Here  a  male  patient  carries 
for  sale  such  supplies  as  the  employees  desire  to  purchase. 
This  store  is  operated  by  the  patient  and  has  no  connection 
with  our  institution  store.  It  fills  a  long-felt  want,  as  the 
nearest  store  is  3  miles  distant. 

A  detached  locker  building  and  smoke  room  has  been  erected 
at  the  Belcher  cottage.  This  removes  from  the  cottage  two 
objectionable  features,  —  smoke  and  clothing  worn  in  farm 
work. 

A  two-story  sheep  house  20  by  60  feet  has  been  erected  at 
the  Westminster  cottages,  where  the  propagation  of  sheep  is 
now  receiving  intelligent  and  promising  attention. 

Steam  heat  has  been  installed  in  the  Valley  house. 

Extensive  repairs  on  side  track  and  coal  trestle,  required  by 
the  railroad  company,  have  been  made. 

A  basement  room  beneath  the  store  has  been  made  in  which 
to  keep  molasses,  oil,  etc. 

Needs. 

Two  buildings  for  disturbed  patients  are  badly  needed. 
According  to  our  proposed  plans  each  building  will  accommo- 
date ten  patients  and  two  nurses.  It  is  our  desire  to  make 
provision  for  our  patients  as  they  become  disturbed,  and  we 
believe  this  can  best  be  done  here  in  small  units,  thus  giving 
greater  attention  to  the  individual  patient. 

Certain  changes  in  our  heating  plant  have  been  suggested 
and  the  Richard  D.  Kimball  Company  recently  investigated 
and  have  made  a  report  and  recommendations. 

To  avoid  shortage  of  water  in  dry  seasons  several  additional 
driven  wells  should  be  added. 

Our  laundry  equipment  is  essentially  the  same  as  first  in- 
stalled for  a  much  smaller  number  of  patients  and  employees. 
It  is  now  necessary  to  operate  the  laundry  six  days  per  week 
with  some  evening  work.  The  equipment  first  installed  is  now 
nearing  the  end  of  its  usefulness  and  is  inadequate.  The  re- 
moval to  a  proposed  new  building  would  permit  the  extension 
of  the  patients'  dining  room  to  the  rooms  now  used  as  a 
laundry. 

A  chapel  and  assembly  hall  is  much  needed.  The  only  room 
we  now  have  for  religious  services  and  entertainments  is  the 
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center  day  room  of  our  women's"  receiving  ward,  which  is  en- 
tirely too  small  to  accommodate  more  than  one-third  of  our 
people,  and  with  movable  seats  is  dangerous  if  a  confusion 
should  start  for  any  reason  when  the  room  is  crowded.  There 
is  no  stage  in  this  room,  —  it  is  merely  a  sitting  room.  Moving- 
picture  entertainments  are  not  permitted. 

In  1912  a  contract  was  entered  into  with  the  Gardner  Electric 
Light  Company  to  purchase  electricity.  The  erection  of  a 
transmission  line  was  necessary.  The  State  is  paying  such  a 
high  rate  of  rental  that  it  should  be  purchased. 

To  permit  better  treatment  of  the  sick  and  for  the  segrega- 
tion and  treatment  of  the  tubercular,  etc.,  enclosed  verandas  on 
the  men's  and  women's  wards  are  greatly  needed.  All  of  the 
work  could  be  done  by  our  own  labor.

TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

We  have  the  honor  to  present  our  fourteenth  annual  report 
of  the  trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

We  regret  to  chronicle  the  death  of  Dr.  William  H.  Baker  on 
Aug.  22,  1916,  and  record  here  the  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Board  upon  his  death. 

The  trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony  desire  to  record  their  deep 
sense  of  loss  at  the  death  of  their  fellow  trustee,  Dr.  William  H.  Baker  of 
Lynn.  Dr.  Baker  was  one  of  the  original  appointments  to  this  Board, 
and  has  served  the  Commonwealth  faithfully  and  conscientiously,  giving 
unstintedly  of  his  time  and  thought.  Even  in  the  later  years,  when  ill 
health  came  upon  him,  he  made  every  effort  to  attend  the  meetings  of 
the  Board,  and  make  the  appointed  visits  to  the  colony.  The  patients 
at  the  colony  owe  much  to  his  interest  in  their  behalf.  He  endeared 
himself  to  his  fellow  trustees  by  his  unfailing  courtesy  and  cheerfulness. 
We  mourn  his  loss  not  only  to  the  Commonwealth  but  to  ourselves. 

Mr.  Owen  A.  Hoban  of  Gardner  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Board  since  Dec.  15,  1915,  filling  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  Mr.  W.  F.  Whitney. 

We  regret  to  report  that  the  continued  advance  in  price  of 
the  necessities  of  life  has  added  an  unexpected  burden  upon 
our  finances,  and,  even  with  strict  economy,  it  has  been  im- 
possible to  avoid  a  small  deficit  for  the  year.  Our  maintenance 
appropriation  for  the  next  year  should  make  provision  for  this 
advance,  the  end  to  which  is  not  clearly  in  sight. 

The  superintendent's  report  sets  forth  our  needs  for  special 
appropriations.  We  would  call  especial  attention  to  the  re- 
quest for   a  chapel   and  for   a  laundry  building.     The  latter 
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building  is  now  overtaxed,  and  the  machinery  shows  the  result 
of  more  than  ten  years'  constant  use.  In  addition,  the  room  is 
urgently  needed  for  further  eating  space,  as  our  present  dining 
room  at  the  main  group  is  as  badly  overtaxed  as  is  the  laundry. 
For  several  years  we  have  repeated  our  request  for  a  build- 
ing which  should  serve  us  not  only  as  a  chapel  for  Sunday 
services  but  as  a  place  for  secular  meetings,  not  only  of  the 
patients  but  of  our  employees.  Our  colony  is  remote  from  any 
center  where  our  employees  can  find  recreation  after  the  day's 
work,  and  it  is  incumbent  upon  us  to  provide  opportunities  for 
it  if  we  are  to  keep  a  contented  and  loyal  body  of  employees, —  a 
most  desirable  thing  for  the  well-being  of  the  patients.  Nothing 
interferes  more  with  the  comfort  and  efficiency  of  the  patients 
than  frequent  changes  of  dissatisfied  employees.  We  commend 
the  report  of  the  superintendent  to  your  careful  reading,  and 
here  record  our  satisfaction  with  and  appreciation  of  his  loyal 
and  efficient  service  to  the  Commonwealth.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

I  respectfully  submit  herewith  the  fourteenth  annual  report 
as  superintendent  and  treasurer. 

The  "hospital  year"  ends  September  30,  while  the  "financial 
year"  ends  Nov.  30,  1916. 

We  began  the  year  with  760  patients  under  care,  and  end  it 
with  806.  Of  these  we  had  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  30  in 
family  care,  the  number  having  been  increased  to  46  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  Exclusive  of  family  care  there  have  become  avail- 
able through  the  year  accommodations  for  18;  the  additional 
12  have  been  added  to  our  already  filled  buildings.  The 
coming  year  will  see  a  still  further  overcrowding,  as  we  have 
been  directed  by  the  Massachusetts  Commission  on  Mental 
Diseases  to  provide  for  the  care  of  an  average  of  25  additional 
patients.  This  overcrowding  is  due  to  a  State-wide  lack  of 
accommodation  for  the  increasing  numbers  under  State  hospital 
care,  resulting  in  an  overcrowding  in  all  hospitals.  Additional 
provisions  for  patients  here  as  elsewhere  seems  to  be  the  only 
remedy,  and  these  should  yearly  be  made  to  provide  for  the 
care  of  the  increasing  numbers  to  prevent  the  extreme  over- 
crowding which  will  otherwise  inevitably  result. 

Much  has  been  said  and  written  concerning  the  making  of 
this  institution  a  colony  of  homes,  each  detached  building 
offering  homelike  surroundings  which  cannot  be  provided  in  the 
older  type  of  institutions.  Overcrowding,  however,  will  defeat 
much  of  whatever  progress  has  been  or  can  be  made  in  this 
direction,  and  definite  steps  should  be  taken  to  prevent  it. 
With  our  permanent  staff  of  mechanics,  and  with  the  material 
assistance  of  the  patients  themselves,  we  can  construct  new 
buildings  at  a  low  cost  per  patient,  and  new  buildings  of  the 
colony  type  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  provided  rather  than 
permit  a  continued  addition  to  numbers  in  buildings  not  in- 
tended for  them.  The  overcrowding  at  present  is  not  serious 
but  should  not  be  allowed  to  become  so. 
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The  Colony 
was  established  in  1902  to  determine  what  progress  could  be 
made  with  the  chronic  insane  by  industrial  training  in  treat- 
ment. 

The  head  of  every  department,  with  the  active  aid  of  those 
assisting  him  or  her,  has  had  this  constantly  in  mind,  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  report  that  during  the  year  just  end  3d  an  avsrage 
of  95  per  cent,  have  been  occupied  a  part  or  all  of  each  day,  — 
some,  of  course,  in  minor  occupations,  and  some,  because  of 
physical  or  mental  illness,  infirmity  or  old  age,  in  the  lighter 
work  of  the  wards;  but  for  the  most  part  (about  60  per  cent.) 
they  are  employed  throughout  the  entire  day  each  day  of  the 
week. 

A  table  on  page  14  shows  in  detail  the  occupations  engaged 
in.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  worth-while  occupations 
of  former  years  have  been  continued  and  additional  industries 
undertaken.  A  hand-power  machine  for  knitting  underwear 
has  been  installed,  and  on  this  has  been  made  all  underwear  we 
will  need  this  winter.  A  power  loom  has  recently  been  in- 
stalled on  which  we  are  now  weaving  toweling  to  meet  our 
needs,  after  which  shirting,  overalling  and  dress  goods  will  be 
made.  Hand  looms  are  still  in  use,  but  to  produce  the  quan- 
tities necessary  to  meet  our  needs,  hand  weaving  becomes  a 
monotonous  occupation  of  doubtful  benefit  to  the  patients 
engaged  therein.  Power  looms  will  not  replace  these  hand 
looms,  but  will  permit  us  to  make  materials  we  have  hitherto 
had  to  purchase,  and  which  it  is  not  practicable  to  make  in 
large  quantities  on  hand  looms.  Power  looms  will  also  provide 
another  interesting  industry  which  will  absorb  the  interest  of 
the  operator,  as  has  already  been  demonstrated  here. 

Recreation  and  Diversion. 
The  usual  entertainments,  dances,  socials,  etc.,  have  been 
held  at  intervals  indoors  throughout  the  winter,  and  suitable 
outdoor  exercises  through  the  summer.  Through  the  summer 
months  the  industrial  building  is  closed  at  3  o'clock,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  afternoon  spent  out  of  doors.  Moving- 
picture   entertainments   were   held    out   of   doors   during   the 
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summer  months,  but  could  not  be  continued  indoors  for  lack 
of  a  suitable  assembly  hall. 

The  officers  through  their  committees  have  held  regular 
socials,  dances,  etc.,  as  in  previous  years.  Refreshments  and 
music  are  provided  for  these. 

Religious  services  have  been  conducted  as  follows:  Catholic, 
each  Sunday;  Protestant,  every  other  Sunday;  Jewish,  twice 
monthly. 

The  Cattle  Show  and  Fair 
which  has  now  become  a  regular  annual  event  was  this  year 
made  more  successful  than  last  by  the  holding  of  a  two-day 
fair,  the  first  open  only  to  the  patients  and  officers  of  the 
colony,  the  second  open  to  the  public. 

All  arrangements  were  made  through  25  committees,  every 
employee  of  the  colony  serving  on  a  committee. 

"Colony  day"  was  well  occupied  by  the  parade,  athletic 
events,  ball  game,  midway,  various  farm  and  occupational 
exhibits,  dinner  in  tent  on  lawn,  special  music,  etc.,  and 
especially  by  a  merry-go-round  which  was  filled  to  its  capacity 
throughout  the  day.  This  feature  was  donated  by  the  officers 
of  the  colony  at  an  expense  of  $100,  in  a  full-hearted  manner 
which  demonstrated  their  real  interest  in  the  patients  under 
their  care.  The  pleasure  which  this  supplied  was  highly  grat- 
ifying. July  4,  formerly  the  most  looked  forward  to  day  of 
the  year,  has  apparently  been  supplanted  by  "fair  day." 

Visitors'  day,  the  second  day,  surpassed  expectations,  there 
being  1,600  visitors  present.  This  day  as  colony  day  was 
replete  with  attractions.  We  were  honored  by  the  presence  of 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council.  All 
buildings  were  opened  for  inspection.  A  small  admission  fee 
was  charged.  There  were  booths  for  the  sale  of  lunch,  tonic, 
candy,  souvenirs,  etc.,  the  proceeds  going  towards  the  starting 
of  an  entertainment  fund  for  patients. 

We  believe  that  visitors'  day  each  year  and  similar  occasions 
will  do  much  to  enlist  the  active  interest  and  co-operation  of 
the  community. 
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Medical. 

Dr.  Chester  A.  VanC or  resigned  on  Dec.  27,  1915,  the  va- 
cancy thus  caused  being  filled  on  Feb.  11,  1916,  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  Dr.  James  L.  McAuslan,  formerly  of  the  Norwich 
State  Hospital,  Conn. 

Meetings  of  the  medical  staff  have  been  held  each  morning 
as  heretofore. 

The  monthly  clinic  at  Fitchburg  has  been  continued  through- 
out the  year.  ■  • 

The  placing  of  suitable  patients  in  homes  (family  care)  under 
our  supervision  has  been  successful  and  further  developed.  As 
many  of  our  patients  have  no  relatives  interested  or  able  to 
care  for  them  as  they  improve,  this  offers  a  method  of  providing 
home  care  and  an  opportunity  for  the  patient  to  demonstrate 
whether  he  can  again  adapt  himself  to  community  life. 

Occupational  treatment  cannot  in  most  chronic  cases  effect 
a  cure,  but  it  does,  I  believe,  assist  in  preventing  deep  dementia, 
and  more  than  that,  it  aids  a  patient  in  putting  in  the  back- 
ground his  active  false  ideas,  outward  manifestations  of  which 
have  often  been  the  direct  cause  of  his  detention.  As  delusions 
and  hallucinations  become  inactive,  family  care  enables  us  to 
determine  whether  or  not  they  are  likely  to  remain  so.  Upon 
this  frequently  depends  whether  a  patient  can  be  self-supporting 
or  will  be  dependent.  Family  care,  then,  serves  in  part  as  a 
stepping  stone  in  the  return  to  the  community. 

The  District  Medical  Society  met  with,  us  October  24. 

One  serious  accident  occurred.  A  woman  patient  occupied 
in  a  cottage  kitchen  was  badly  burned  by  her  dress  coming  in 
contact  with  the  fire  in  the  stove.  Although  dangerously  ill  for 
eight  weeks  she  entirely  recovered  and  is  now  up  and  about. 

Employment. 
Much  has  been  said,  and  much  will  be  written  in  annual 
reports  of  this  year,  as  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  and  re- 
taining employees,  a  very  general  and  increasing  difficulty.  We 
have  had  but  little  trouble  in  keeping  our  positions  filled,  but 
if  we  are  to  retain  the  services  of  those  employees  who  prove 
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satisfactory  we  must  pay  higher  wages.  I  recommend  it 
especially  for  those  who  by  their  work  have  demonstrated  to  us 
that  they  are  worth  more.  If  the  present  general  shortage  of 
labor  continues,  however,  it  will  be  necessary  to  materially 
increase  wages  in  all  positions.  In  the  main,  I  believe,  with  the 
living  accommodations  we  provide,  and  the  employment  here 
being  permanent  with  reasonable  hours  of  work,  that  most  of 
our  people  would  in  the  end  be  better  off  to  make  this  their 
permanent  work;  but  unfortunately  the  prevailing  high  wages, 
especially  in  some  manufacturing  industries,  does  not  permit 
them  to  share  this  view.  We  therefore  must  meet  the  general 
increase  in  wages  if  the  labor  situation  continues  as  at  present. 

Improvements. 

The  slaughterhouse,  under  construction  last  year,  has  been 
completed  and  in  use  since  spring. 

The  filtration  system  at  the  Gardner  cottages  provided  by 
the  Legislature  of  1915  has  been  finished  and  in  successful 
operation  since  July  12.  This  should  remove  danger  of  pol- 
lution to  our  ice  supply. 

The  Bellevue  cottage  (Ray  Place)  purchased  last  year  has 
been  repaired  throughout  and  some  changes  made  to  adapt  it 
to  our  requirements,  and  has  very  satisfactorily  housed  18 
patients  since  May  24. 

A  building  for  disturbed  patients,  one  of  two  requested  last 
year,  is  under  construction,  and  should  be  ready  for  occupancy 
in  the  late  winter. 

The  power  line  supplying  us  with  power  from  the  Connecticut 
River  Power  Company  has  been  purchased,  thus  discontinuing 
rental. 

Minor  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Pine  and  Spruce  cot- 
tages adapting  them  to  use  as  temporary  hospital  buildings. 
This  became  necessary  because  of  lack  of  proper  facilities  for 
the  care  of  the  sick  in  the  wards,  and  an  increasing  number 
needing  hospital  care.  The  diet  kitchen  has  been  transferred 
to  the  lower  floor  of  the  women's  hospital. 

Alterations  have  been  made  in  the  engine  room  converting 
waste  room  into  a  repair  and  an  electrical  room  for  use  of  the 
engineering  department. 
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Alterations  have  been  made  in  the  mechanics'  building,  which 
largely  increase  the  size  of  the  carpenter  shop  and  blacksmith 
department,  and  provide  further  for  a  room  for  the  plumber's 

shop. 

Farm. 

Sufficient  vegetables,  milk,  poultry  and  eggs  were  raised  or 
produced  last  year  to  supply  us  throughout  the  year.  The 
crops  of  the  season  just  ended  are  not  as  bountiful,  and  potatoes 
are  at  present  not  keeping  well,  but  it  is  expected  there  will  be 
sufficient  for  the  coming  year. 

Our  herd  of  94  cows,  heifers  and  oxen  were  tested  with 
tuberculin  by  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry;  34  reacted  and 
have  been  killed.  Although  it  probably  is  desirable  that  we 
maintain  a  tubercular  free  herd,  most  of  the  cows  killed  showed 
only  a  slight  glandular  infection,  some  only  after  careful  search, 
and  while  4  were  not  used  for  beef,  none  killed  showed  proc- 
esses which  could  directly  infect  the  milk. 

While  very  creditable  success  has  been  attained  in  several 
departments  in  occupying  women  patients  out  of  doors-  during 
the  summer,  the  best  sustained  effort  we  have  yet  seen  was  at 
the  Gardner  cottages  where  as  many  as  38  out  of  50  women 
were  daily  employed  in  the  gardens  on  the  farm,  actually  taking 
the  place  of  the  men,  many  of  whom  this  summer,  after  plant- 
ing, were  occupied  on  special  construction  work.  The  results 
obtained  were  due  very  largely  to  the  fact  that  the  supervisor 
and  nurses  realized  the  benefit  of  this  to  the  patients  and  to 

themselves.

General. 

From  June  25  to  September  10  all  clocks  were  set  ahead  one 
hour,  carrying  out  the  saving  daylight  idea.  This  worked  very 
well  indeed.  It  permitted  the  working  during  the  cool  hours 
of  the  morning,  and  gave  an  extra  hour  of  daylight  at  the  end 
of  the  day  for  recreation  and  diversion.  Certain  other  features, 
especially  train  accommodations,  made  it  more  satisfactory  here 
than  it  would  prove  in  other  localities. 

The  educational  exhibit  has  been  continued  and  has  been 
displayed  in  five  different  places.  Other  requests  for  this 
received  could  not  be  granted  without  interfering  seriously  with 
our  regular  work.  Interest  in  this  seems  to  be  sustained,  and 
has  proven  to  be  an  agent  in  interesting  a  large  number  of 
people  in  the  work  of  the  colony. 

Extension  and  Improvement. 
There  are  many  opportunities  for  desirable  extensions  and 
improvements,  and  these  are  becoming  no  fewer  as  time  passes 
and  requests  for  appropriations  are  denied  us.    The  following

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

We  have  the  honor  to  present  the  fifteenth  annual  report 
of  the  trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

During  the  year  Dr.  Herbert  B.  Howard,  a  member  of  this 
Board  as  originally  constituted,  was  reappointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Dr.  William  H.  Baker,  who 
had  been  a  member  of  this  Board  from  the  beginning. 

Within  recent  years  two  farmhouses  have  been  purchased 
and  altered  for  the  accommodation  of  patients,  but  apart  from 
a  small  building  for  the  treatment  of  disturbed  cases,  no  new 
construction  for  patients  has  been  authorized  by  the  Legis- 
lature. The  colony  can  easily  assimilate  a  further  increase  in 
patients  should  additional  buildings  be  provided.  It  owns  a 
large  tract  of  unused  land,  some  450  acres,  which  is  separated, 
and  in  effect  cut  off,  from  the  rest  of  our  property  by  the 
embankment  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad.  The  only  present 
means  of  access  thereto  is  through  an  opening  under  the  rail- 
road tracks,  too  narrow  and  too  low  to  permit  the  passage  of 
vehicles.  This  area  is  now  a  great  pasture  and  considerable 
herds  of  cattle  and  sheep  can  be  supported  thereon  if  there 
were  buildings  to  house  the  patients  to  care  for  them.  This 
occupation  is  especially  suited  to  many  of  our  patients,  and 
would,  at  comparatively  small  expense,  increase  our  meat 
supply  as  well  as  wool  for  clothing.  The  railroad  authorities 
estimate  the  expense  of  the  construction  of  a  suitable  under- 
pass at  $14,000,  and  we  recommend  an  appropriation  for  that 
purpose.  As  the  matter  stands,  this  tract  is  practically  un- 
usable. Even  the  abundant  firewood  thereon  is  hard  to  trans- 
port to  the  colony  buildings. 
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We  also  urge  the  changes  in  our  heating  system  recommended 
by  the  engineers  of  the  State  commission.  We  are  advised 
that  these  changes  will  be  paid  for  by  the  saving  in  the  con- 
sumption of  fuel  within  a  few  years. 

Although  we  have  had  little  new  construction  for  patients, 
our  population  has  not  remained  stationary  and  the  over- 
crowding stage  is  close  at  hand.  Already  there  is  urgent 
demand  for  more  dining  rooms  at  the  main  group,  and  the 
present  laundry,  below  the  dining  room,  is  being  worked  to 
capacity.  We  recommend  a  new  and  adequate  laundry  build- 
ing, which  will  thus  give  additional  dining  room. 

We  again  present  the  crying  need  for  a  chapel  with  recreation 
hall.  Religious  services,  as  well  as  entertainments  for  patients 
and  employees,  are  greatly  handicapped  by  our  lack  not  only 
of  a  suitable  hall  but  of  any  hall  at  all. 

While  our  maintenance  appropriation  was  cut  below  our 
estimates,  the  superintendent  has  succeeded  in  finishing  the 
year  within  it  in  spite  of  rising  prices  of  about  everything  we 
buy.  Our  stock  of  supplies  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  is, 
however,  very  small,  although  even  if  the  money  had  been 
available,  we  doubt  the  patriotism  at  this  time  of  laying  in 
a  large  store  of  any  necessity  of  life.  If  the  community  at 
large  is  to  suffer  from  any  shortage  of  necessities,  the  wards 
of  the  State  should  endure  with  them. 

We  call  attention  to  the  recommendations  of  the  superin- 
tendent in  his  report,  and  express  our  appreciation  of  the 
admirable  work  he  is,  and  has  been,  doing.  The  idle  patient 
has  no  place  with  us,  and  94  per  cent,  of  all  our  patients  are 
co-operating  in  the  work  of  the  colony..

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

I  respectfully  present  the  following  report  of  my  adminis- 
tration as  superintendent  and  treasurer  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  November  30  and  for  the  hospital  year  ending  Sept. 
30,  1917,  this  being  the  fifteenth  annual  report  of  the  colony. 

Tables  at  the  end  of  this  report  show  in  detail  statistical 
data  relative  to  patients.  It  will  be  noted  that  these  forms 
are  somewhat  different  from  those  used  in  previous  years, 
being  the  forms  adopted  by  the  American  Medico-Psycho- 
logical Association,  May,  1917. 

These  tables  show  that  we  began  the  year  with  807  patients 
and  ended  the  year  with  853;  85  have  been  admitted  during 
the  year;  39  have  been  discharged;  there  has  been  a  daily 
average  of  44  patients  in  family  care.  Of  the  39  who  have 
been  discharged,  5  were  discharged  as  recovered,  10  as  im- 
proved, 2  as  unimproved,  3  were  transferred  to  other  hospitals, 
and  19  have  died. 

A  review  of  the  financial  tables  following  shows  that  we 
received  for  maintenance  $216,108,  and  have  expended  $215,- 
895.93.  This  gives  us  a  weekly  per  capita  cost  of  $5.0385  for 
the  financial  year  ending  November  30.  This  per  capita  cost 
is  a  larger  one  than  I  naturally  would  like  to  see.  In  the 
earlier  years  of  the  colony,  indeed  up  to  1914,  we  were  able 
to  keep  our  weekly  cost  below  $4,  having  only  a  minimum 
number  of  employees,  and  training  our  patients  so  far  as 
possible  to  do  work  which  otherwise  would  be  done  by  paid 
officers.  Since  1914,  however,  we  have  seen  a  growing  scarcity 
of  labor,  a  continued  upward  rise  in  the  cost  of  the  same,  and 
a  gradual  shortening  of  hours  of  labor,  necessitating  a  larger 
number  of  employees;  the  cost  of  materials  of  all  kinds  has 
constantly  advanced,  especially  during  the  past  two  years,  ■ — 
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all  of  which  have  operated  to  increase  our  expenses.  It  is 
unnecessary  to  dwell  upon  this  as  the  increasing  costs  are  so 
forcibly  brought  home  to  all  that  they  must  be  expected  with 
us. 

There  has  also  been  a  growing  tendency  to  construct  certain 
small  buildings  and  make  rather  large  unusual  repairs  which 
should,  in  my  opinion,  be  provided  for  by  special  appropria- 
tions, making  only  ordinary  repairs  and  renewals  from  our 
maintenance.  This  makes  itself  felt  not  alone  in  the  items 
for  "repairs"  but  in  "salaries  and  wages"  as  well.  We  have 
found  it  increasingly  difficult  to  obtain  supplies  even  at  the 
progressive  increases  in  price.  This  has  been  noticed  as  much 
in  the  purchase  of  coal  as  in  any  other  commodity. 

Quotations  in  combination  with  other  institutions  for  our 
winter's  supply  of  coal  were  requested  as  usual,  but  no  bids 
could  be  obtained.  Many  attempts  have  been  made  since  to 
obtain  prices  without  competition,  but  coal  agents  were  not 
able,  or  willing,  to  name  a  price  and  could  not  deliver.  We 
have  been  able  to  purchase  anthracite  screenings  and  by  ar- 
rangement with  the  Commission  on  Mental  Diseases  and  the 
State  Auditor  we  have  purchased  and  have  had  delivered  800 
tons  of  screenings  for  1918,  rather  poor  in  quality  with  a  large 
percentage  of  ash,  but  better  than  no  coal.  In  order  to  burn 
this  we  have  installed  a  power  blower  in  the  boiler  room  and 
another  is  to  be  shortly  installed. 

Our  country's  call  for  men  has  been  heard  here  as  elsewhere. 
Twelve  of  our  men  have  left  us  to  enter  the  service,  —  10  in 
the  regular  army,  our  supervisor  of  industries  for  men  as  in- 
spector of  textiles  in  the  quartermaster's  department,  and  an 
engineer  in  the  engineering  corps. 

Industries. 

The  numerous  industries  in  operation  last  year  have  been 
continued  and  in  addition  we  have  made  all  of  our  underwear 
on  a  hand-power  knitting  machine,  and  woven  all  blankets  in 
a  hand  loom.  We  are  soon  to  begin  the  making  of  spreads  on 
a  hand  loom. 

We  have  erected  and  are  now  equipping  a  building  to  be 
used  as  a  pottery.    In  this  we  expect  to  make  all  of  the  crock- 
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ery  which  we  have  heretofore  purchased.  This  will  be  carried 
on  as  a  practical  industry  and  not  so  much  a  pottery  in  which 
artistic  pottery  is  the  aim.  This  is  a  continuation  of  our 
policy  of  making  our  industries,  so  far  as  possible,  practical, 
of  benefit  to  the  institution  and  the  patients  themselves. 

The  lower  floor  of  the  women's  industrial  building  has  been 
equipped  as  an  exhibit  room  in  which  samples  of  all  articles 
made  are  on  exhibition  for  patients  and  visitors.  A  room  of 
this  sort  does  much  to  encourage  both  patients  and  their 
relatives. 

Co-operating  in  the  movement  for  food  conservation  we  have 
done  far  more  canning  and  preserving  at  each  of  our  depart- 
ments than  heretofore.  Tables  at  the  end  of  this  report  will 
show  in  some  detail  what  industries  are  carried  on  and  what 
the  production  has  been.  This,  or  any  table,  will  not  show  the 
benefit  to  the  patients  while  thus  employed,  but  the  benefit 
is  known  to  be  very  great. 

Our  experience  has  been  the  more  practical  the  industry  the 
more  the  interest  of  the  patient,  and  the  greater  the  return 
to  the  Commonwealth  and  the  patient.  This  year,  of  the  total 
number  of  patients  at  the  colony,  94  per  cent,  have  been  em- 
ployed regularly;  3.8  per  cent,  have  been  incapacitated,  unable 
to  work;  2  per  cent,  have  been  idle.  Compared  with  the  pre- 
vious year  (1916)  there  were  2  per  cent,  fewer  employed,  2 
per  cent,  more  unable  to  work  because  of  illness  or  incapaci- 
tated. This,  perhaps,  is  to  be  expected,  as  our  institution, 
receiving  only  by  transfer,  becomes  older  and  accumulates  a 
larger  number  of  infirm  patients. 

Only  extreme  diligence,  care  and  good  judgment,  both  on 
the  part  of  the  physicians  and  employees,  have  prevented  all 
but  a  few  minor  accidents,  but  when  it  is  remembered  that, 
especially  in  the  outdoor  industries,  many  of  our  patients  are 
occupied  in  industries  requiring  the  use  of  tools  of  various 
kinds,  it  is  perhaps  to  be  wondered  at  that  we  have  not  had 
more,  and  it  may  be  expected  as  time  goes  on  that  now  and 
again  an  accident  will  occur  in  spite  of  all  precautions.  When 
the  great  benefit  to  the  patient  is  considered  we  are  justified, 
I  believe,  in  continuing  our  industrial  pursuits  just  as  we  have 
carried  them  on  in  the  past. 
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Medical. 

Dr.  Marion  E.  Kenworthy,  assistant  physician  from  May 
23,  1913,  resigned  on  March  1  to  accept  a  position  as  first 
assistant  physician  at  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital.  Dr. 
DeEtte  Brownell  was  selected  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  caused, 
and  assumed  her  duties  on  May  15. 

We  have  been  free  from  contagious  diseases,  only  one  case 
of  mumps  occurring  during  the  year.  Vaccination  for  typhoid 
immunization  has  been  given  to  the  patients  and  employees 
of  the  colony,  and  hereafter  will  be  given  to  all  new  arrivals, 
both  patients  and  employees. 

A  change  in  the  statutes  has  been  brought  about,  through 
the  efforts  of  the  Commission  on  Mental  Diseases,  extending 
the  time  of  visits  of  patients  from  six  to  twelve  months.  This, 
I  believe,  is  a  wise  provision. 

We  have  continued  our  monthly  clinics  in  Fitchburg,  and 
have  seen  cases  at  the  colony  or  in  consultation  when  requested. 

Our  family-care  service  has  been  extended  and  we  have  had 
an  average  of  44  patients  cared  for  in  families  during  the  year. 
Owing  to  the  increasing  cost  of  living  we  are  having  more  and 
more  difficulty  in  finding  families  willing  to  take  these  patients, 
and  we  believe  the  rate  of  board  should  be  increased. 

Dr.  W.  Edward  Carroll  of  Gardner  has  continued  as  dentist, 
spending  one  day  each  week  at  the  colony.  The  following 
work  has  been  accomplished  by  him :  —

This  is  a  satisfactory  showing,  but,  with  a  population  of  over 
800  and  increasing,  one  day  a  week  of  the  time  of  a  dentist 
does  not  begin  to  do  the  work  which  should  be  done,  and  I 
recommend  the  employment  of  a  resident  dentist  who  would 
give  his  entire  time  to  the  work. 

Recommendations. 
The  various  needs  of  the  colony  have  been  presented  to  you 
and,  after  study,  have  been  submitted  to  the  Commission  on 
Mental  Diseases,  who  have  signified  their  approval  of  the  follow- 
ing and  have  requested  special  appropriations  for  the  same :  — 

1.  Laundry  building. 

2.  Building  for  disturbed  men. 

3.  Changes  in  heating  plant. 

4.  Verandas  on  receiving  wards. 

5.  Hospital  building. 

6.  Railroad  underpass. 

7.  Chapel  and  assembly  hall. 

I  would  like  to  call  especial  attention  to  our  great  need  of 
a  chapel  and  assembly  hall.  We  have  requested  an  appropria- 
tion each  year  for  the  past  five  years  and  have  not  obtained 
as  yet  any  relief  from  our  present  overcrowding.  We  use  a 
sitting  room  in  our  women's  receiving  ward  for  all  gatherings, 
in  which  room  we  should,  as  a  matter  of  safety,  have  not  more 
than  250  people.  We  have,  including  employees,  nearly  1,000 
people,  and  it  can  at  once  be  seen  that  less  than  one  quarter 
can  attend.  In  addition,  we  should  have  some  suitable  place 
as  an  assembly  hall  for  our  employees.  We  are  3  miles  out  in 
the  country,  away  from  places  of  amusement,  and  it  is  only 
fair  to  the  employees  that  we  provide  a  proper  recreation 
building  for  them.  Suitable  living  accommodations  will  have 
more  to  do  with  the  contentment  of  our  employees  and  their 
length  of  service  than  anything  else  we  can  do  for  them. 
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The  building  for  disturbed  men  is  badly  needed.  We  re- 
quested last  year  two  buildings,  one  for  men  and  one  for 
women;  the  one  for  women  was  granted  with  the  understand- 
ing that  this  year  the  one  for  men  would  be  granted.  We  have 
no  suitable  place  in  which  to  care  for  men  when  they  are  dis- 
turbed, and  it  is  not  fair  to  the  other  patients  to  house  them 
in  the  same  building  in  which  there  are  180  others  as  at  present. 

We  are  temporarily  using  two  small  wooden  buildings  as 
hospital  buildings.  These  accommodate  16  of  each  sex,  which 
is  not  sufficient  for  our  present  needs,  and  other  provisions 
must  be  made  in  the  immediate  future.  The  building  of  a 
hospital  building  would  give  us  suitable  space  for  the  care  of 
50  sick  and  would  allow  us  to  use  the  present  hospital  build- 
ings for  employees.  They  are  well  adapted  for  this  purpose 
without  any  changes  being  made. 

The  need  of  a  laundry  building,  changes  in  our  heating  plant, 
and  verandas  on  our  receiving  wards,  have  been  reviewed  in 
former  reports  and  the  needs  are  each  year  more  pressing. 

The  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  in  running  through  our  land 
separates  335  acres  from  the  remainder.  The  only  way  that 
this  can  be  entered  is  through  a  "cow  pass"  beneath  the  rail- 
road, too  narrow  for  other  than  a  single  animal.  It  is  proposed 
to  enlarge  this,  making  an  underpass  sufficiently  large  to  allow 
wagons,  carriages,  etc.,  to  pass.  Such  enlargement  would  allow 
us  to  develop  land  now  isolated. 

Further  development  of  our  water  supply  has  been  studied 
by  our  consulting  engineer,  Mr.  H.  K.  Barrows,  who  has  sub- 
mitted a  report  and  recommendations.  These  have  been  con- 
sidered by  you  and  forwarded  to  the  Commission  on  Mental 
Diseases  for  such  action  as  they  believe  necessary.  In  general, 
this  report  advises  the  construction  of  additional  wells  in  the 
immediate  future,  with,  perhaps,  larger  cisterns  if  there  is 
proved  to  be  sufficient  water  at  the  present  source  of  supply. 
It  further  calls  attention  to  the  lack  of  suitable  water  supply 
and  fire  protection  at  the  Gardner  cottages,  at  present  supplied 
by  an  artesian  well  yielding  only  enough  water  for  domestic 
purposes.  There  is  practically  no  fire  protection,  and  this 
group  should  be  connected  with  our  main  supply. 

A  special  report  relative  to  the  development  of  the  colony 
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was  submitted  by  me  to  your  Board  early  in  the  year.  This 
has  been  duly  considered  and  presented  to  the  Commission  on 
Mental  Diseases  for  their  consideration. 


Religious  Seevices. 
Religious  services  have  been  held  as  follows:  Catholic  serv- 
ices, each  Sabbath,  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Father  Dolan; 
Protestant  services,  every  other  Sunday,  conducted  by  pastors 
of  Gardner  and  Westminster  in  turn;  Hebrew  services,  every 
second  week,  conducted  by  Rabbi  Robinson  of  Chelsea. 

Farm. 

March  1  of  this  year  Warren  L.  Ide,  head  farmer,  resigned 
to  accept  the  appointment  as  director  of  the  county  extension 
bureau  of  Bristol  County.  Mr.  Hilmer  S.  Nelson  has  been 
appointed  to  succeed  him  and  began  his  duties  April  1. 

Co-operating  in  the  country-wide  movement  to  enlarge  the 
production  of  our  farms,  we  have  endeavored  not  alone  to  in- 
crease our  production  but  to  enlarge  our  farm  for  the  pro- 
duction of  future  years.  It  is  fortunate  that  we  have  done 
so,  because  in  some  respects  the  crops  this  year  were  not  as 
good  as  in  previous  years,  and  with  the  usual  number  of  acres 
under  cultivation  our  products  would  not  have  been  sufficient. 
As  it  is  we  will  have  a  good  supply  of  all  vegetables  for  the 
coming  year.  It  may  be  noted  here  that  practically  from  the 
beginning  of  the  colony  we  have  raised  all  our  vegetables, 
increasing  the  production  each  year  to  meet  the  growing  de- 
mand. At  present,  with  a  population  of  1,000,  it  means,  of 
course,  the  raising  of  a  large  crop. 

While  the  products  of  our  farm  have  been  very  gratifying,, 
of  even  greater  importance  is  the  benefit  derived  by  the  patients, 
themselves.  As  outlined  in  previous  reports  we  have  to  do' 
largely  with  patients  who  have  suffered  a  loss  of  mind.  Such 
mind  as  has  been  destroyed  cannot  be  replaced.  It  is  our 
function  to  assist  in  normalizing  their  lives  and  to  stimulate 
what  mind  remains.  The  benefit  derived  is  easy  to  see.  Pa- 
tients, who  on  the  ward  would  be  idle,  seclusive,  noisy,  and, 
perhaps,    destructive,    are,    when    occupied,    especially    out    of 
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doors,  more  interested,  more  industrious,  less  destructive, 
agreeable,  and  develop  a  real  interest  in  their  work.  I  believe 
this  interest  is  seen  far  more  frequently  in  those  patients 
actually  engaged  in  producing  things  they  themselves  use  than 
in  general  occupations  which  do  not  result  in  immediate  benefit 
to  them. 

Continuing  our  effort  to  obtain  a  tubercular-free  herd  of 
cows  we  have  again  tested  the  herd  this  year  with  the  following 
result:  102  cows  and  oxen  were  tested,  16  reacted.  A  marked 
improvement  over  last  year  when  94  were  tested  and  34  reacted. 

The  industry  of  sheep  raising  has  been  further  developed  by 
Mr.  Bryant,  supervisor  at  the  Westminster  cottages.  This 
country  is  especially  adapted  to  sheep  raising,  providing  watch- 
ful care  is  given  the  sheep  to  prevent  damage  by  dogs.  It  also 
provides  an  interesting  occupation  for  several  men.  We  have 
at  present  73  sheep  and  have  killed  7  during  the  past  year  for 
table  use.  Four  hundred  and  sixty-two  pounds  of  wool  taken 
from  these  sheep  have  been  prepared  and  used  for  bed  puffs  for 
use  in  our  hospitals. 

In  order  to  further  the  knowledge  of  our  farm  supervisors, 
the  head  farmer  is  now  issuing  bulletins,  printed  on  our  own 
press,  on  subjects  which  are  of  peculiar  interest  to  our  own 
employees.  Thirteen  have  been  published  and  distributed  to 
date. 

Garden  plots  of  one-eighth  of  an  acre,  or  more,  were  offered 
to  every  married  employee  living  at  or  away  from  the  colony, 
and  more  took  advantage  of  this  offer  this  year  than  ever  before. 

An  inter-department  accounting  system  has  been  installed, 
having  special  reference  to  farm  accounting,  which  will  enable 
us  to  know  what  each  and  every  field  or  department  has  done, 
and  whether  or  not  at  a  profit.  This  system  also  extends  to 
certain  of  our  indoor  industries. 

The  Massachusetts  Fish  and  Game  Commission  has  willingly 
co-operated  with  us,  and  has  supplied  trout  fingerlings,  Mallard 
ducks  and  pheasants  to  be  liberated. 

So,  too,  has  the  Forestry  Commission  co-operated  and  given 
us  special  advice  and  assistance  in  the  control  of  gypsy,  brown- 
tail  moths  and  other  pests.  We  have  reforested  15  acres  of 
land  with  3,000  pine  seedlings  and  3,000  spruce  seedlings.

Recreation  and  Diversion. 

While  occupation  is  the  watchword  at  this  colony,  recreation 
and  diversion  have  also  occupied  a  prominent  part.  A  near-by 
grove  has  been  fitted  up  as  a  picnic  and  recreation  ground. 
Here  has  been  erected  a  dancing  pavilion,  equipped  with  a 
piano  and  roller  skates.  Swings,  hammocks,  etc.,  have  been 
placed  about.  To  this  grove  the  patients  go  on  pleasant  days, 
especially  on  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday,  where  they  en- 
gage in  various  pastimes  and  where  dinner  or  supper  is  served. 

During  the  colder  months  when  out-of-door  recreation  is  not 
possible,  dances  are  held  at  intervals.  Moving-picture  enter- 
tainments have  been  held  on  Sunday  evenings,  together  with 
the  following  entertainments:  The  Dietrics,  December  6; 
Sunday  afternoon  or  evening  song  service  with  stereopticon 
slides;  Loseffs  Quartette,  January  15;  Suwanee  River  Quartette, 
February  22;  the  Lotus  Quartette,  March  23;  Fred  Eldred, 
magician,  April  19;  Dramatic  Club,  June  1;  Lotus  Quartette, 
September  20;  Dramatic  Club,  November  29.  Letters  sent  to 
relatives    before    Christmas    resulted    in    their    sending    many

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presents.  Those  who  are  not  remembered  by  their  relatives 
receive  a  present  from  us  on  the  tree,  so  that  every  patient 
receives  a  present.  There  is  a  Christmas  tree  in  every  ward 
with  a  large  illuminated  tree  in  center  of  yard. 

Employees'  socials,  entertainments  and  dances  have  been 
held  at  regular  intervals,  which  socials  are  arranged  by  com- 
mittees appointed  by  themselves. 

The  third  annual  cattle  show  and  fair  was  held  on  September 

19  and  20.  September  19  was,  as  last  year,  patients'  day,  and 
September  20  was  open  to  the  general  public.  Both  days  were 
even  more  successful,  if  possible,  than  the  previous  years. 
We  all  look  forward  now  to  patients'  fair  day  as  the  biggest 
event  of  the  year,  while  the  general  public  are  looking  forward 
more  and  more  each  year  to  the  public  day.  This  has  created  a 
greater  interest  in  the  institution  and  the  work  it  is  attempting 
than  anything  else  that  has  been  done,  resulting  in  a  better  under- 
standing, which  in  turn  is  bound  to  result  in  a  greater  interest. 

The  women  officers  of  the  colony,  anxious  to  do  their  part, 
organized  earlier  in  the  year  into  the  Women's  League  for 
Soldiers'  Aid.  Their  aim  has  been  to  look  especially  after  the 
men  who  have  gone  from  here  and,  in  addition,  after  those 
men  who,  while  not  employed  at  the  colony,  have  enlisted  from 
this  vicinity.  To  each  man  who  has  enlisted  they  have  given 
a  service  kit  fully  equipped,  having  made  and  fitted  130  of 
these.  They  have  made  and  distributed  30  sweaters  and  have 
remembered  all  with  special  Christmas  packages.  To  raise 
money  for  this  they  have  arranged  a  series  of  entertainments, 
whist  parties,  etc.,  at  which  a  small  admission  fee  is  charged. 
I  believe,  as  do  the  members  of  the  league,  that  there  is  a 
special  opportunity  for  work  of  this  nature  in  addition  to  the 
large  though  more  general  effort  for  the  men  as  a  whole. 

Sixteen  monthly  or  weekly  magazines  are  taken  for  use  on 
the  wards. 

General. 

Again  this  year  we  set  our  clocks  ahead  one  hour  on  April 
22  and  returned  to  standard  time  again  on  September  1.  This 
daylight  saving  plan  works  out  especially  well  here  in  an  in- 
stitution isolated  as  we  are.  It  has  many  features  to  recom- 
mend it  for  wider  usage. 
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Lightning  struck  our  Bellevue  cottage  on  August  2,  doing 
considerable  damage.  The  Valley  house  annex  was  struck 
August  17  with  but  little  damage.  Fire  did  not  result  in  either 
instance. 

On  August  4  our  ice  house,  constructed  of  wood  and  located 
at  some  distance  from  other  buildings,  was  destroyed  by  fire 
of  unknown  origin.  Money  has  been  made  available  by  the 
Governor  and  Council,  and  a  new  ice  house  of  brick  construc- 
tion is  now  nearing  completion. 

This  fire  brings  to  our  attention  the  need  of  a  sufficient  water 
supply  and  fire  protection  for  the  colony.  Occurring,  as  it  did, 
at  a  season  of  the  year  when  the  roads  were  in  the  best  condi- 
tion, it  was  found  that  it  took  twenty-five  minutes  for  the  first 
chemical  from  Gardner  to  reach  the  fire  after  being  called, 
while  fifty  minutes  elapsed  before  the  steamer  arrived. 

Previous  to  this  year  we  purchased  our  electric  power  through 
the  summer  months  and  operated  our  own  generators  through 
the  winter  months.  The  power  company  having  named  a  more 
attractive  rate,  we  have  purchased  this  year  all  power,  and  this 
has  proved  a  very  satisfactory  arrangement,  especially  this 
year  when  it  is  so  difficult  to  obtain  coal. 

A  study  of  the  organization,  methods  of  conducting  business, 
etc.,  by  the  Supervisor  of  Administration  has  been  made  of  this 
institution  as  it  has  of  all  others  in  the  Commonwealth.  The 
final  reports  of  the  result  of  this  study  have  not  as  yet  been 
published. 

Of  the  several  special  appropriations  requested  last  year  the 
following  were  granted :  — 

Laundry  Machinery,  $5,000.  —  With  this  we  have  been  able 
to  purchase  only  two  machines,  a  tumbler  dryer  and  a  flat- 
work  ironer. 

Purchase  of  the  Gates  and  Gilligan  Property,  $3,500.  — The  Gates 
farm  was  purchased  on  September  1  and  is  shortly  to  be  opened 
as  the  Wachusett  cottage  and  will  accommodate  15  patients. 

The  building  for  disturbed  women  was  formally  opened 
November  14.  This  will  accommodate  10  disturbed  women, 
the  particular  object  of  a  small  building  of  this  kind  being  to 
give  real  medical  treatment  to  the  disturbed  rather  than  mere 
custody,  which  frequently  obtains  in  large  buildings. 
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From  our  maintenance  appropriation,  under  the  item  "re- 
pairs and  renewals,"  we  have  under  construction  the  following 
buildings:  a  barn  at  the  Valley  house;  a  barn  at  the  Gardner 
cottages;  a  piggery  at  the  Valley  house;  a  building  to  be  used 
as  a  pottery;  a  vegetable  storage  cellar  for  our  main  kitchen. 

Two  additional  tile  wells  have  been  added  to  increase  our 
water  supply.  A  recording  water  meter  was  installed  in  the 
pump  house  and  an  oil  extractor  installed  in  the  power  house.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony  have  the  honor  to 
present  their  sixteenth  annual  report. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  colony  has  been  substantially  sta- 
tionary in  its  population,  as  only  small  appropriations  have 
been  made  for  additional  accommodations.  Now  that  the  war 
is  over  we  would  suggest  that  further  buildings  be  erected,  not 
only  for  the  accommodation  of  more  patients,  but  for  the  better 
treatment  of  those  we  already  have. 

We  again  call  attention  to  the  large  area  of  substantially 
unused  land  separated  from  the  main  part  of  the  colony  by  the 
embankment  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad,  and  now  practically 
inaccessible.  The  existing  access  to  it  is  by  a  narrow  pass 
through  the  railroad  embankment,  originally  intended  for  the 
passage  of  cattle,  but  inadequate  for  wagons.  If  this  pass  were 
widened,  a  large  pastureland  well  adapted  for  the  raising  of 
cattle,  especially  sheep,  would  be  opened  up.  We  recommend 
an  appropriation  for  this  widening  which  can  now  be  economi- 
cally done  while  the  roadway  of  the  railway  is  being  widened 
for  a  three-track  road.  Plans  for  reception  of  patients  on  this 
tract  could  then  be  intelligently  made. 

Almost  alone  among  the  institutions  of  the  State,  the  Gard- 
ner Colony  has  no  hall  for  religious  services  and  the  entertain- 
ment of  patients  and  officers.  Such  meetings  as  we  have  now 
are  held  in  the  day  room  of  a  woman's  building,  where  only 
about  one-fifth  of  our  people  can  be  safely  seated.  We  again 
request  an  appropriation  for  a  chapel  and  recreation  building. 
It  is  sorely  needed. 
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The  main  "domestic"  building  has  long  been  overtaxed. 
The  laundry  is  run  as  a  continuous  performance,  and  in  the 
interests  of  economy  should  have  a  building  of  its  own. 

During  the  year  we  have  built  a  subway  from  the  heating 
plant  to  the  main  group  of  buildings  for  the  reception  of  steam 
pipes.  This  subway  should  be  extended  so  as  to  reach  all  the 
main  buildings  of  this  group,  as  we  feel  that  the  economies  in 
the  use  of  fuel,  due  to  a  more  thorough  insulation  of  the  piping 
in  this  subway,  will  soon  repay  the  initial  outlay. 

We  recommend  to  your  attention  and  to  that  of  the  Legis- 
lature the  satisfactory  results  upon  the  farm,  and  in  the  work- 
shop, of  the  labors  of  our  patients.  The  annual  fair  held  upon 
the  grounds  in  September  has  compared  favorably  with  the 
fairs  of  the  agricultural  associations  in  our  part  of  the  State, 
and  have  been  largely  attended  by  many,  all  well  pleased  with 
what  the  State  is  doing  at  this  colony.  We  extend  a  cordial 
invitation  to  visit  us  at  our  fair  next  fall. 

We  desire  again  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  services 
of  our  superintendent,  Dr.  Charles  E.  Thompson,  who  has  had 
a  particularly  trying  year  in  the  loss  of  his  force  of  medical 
assistants,  with  the  difficulty  under  war  conditions  of  securing 
competent  medical  aid.  While  we  have  shared  with  other  in- 
stitutions changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  staff  of  officers  and 
attendants,  we  have  suffered  less  than  others.  Our  better  for- 
tune is  due,  we  believe,  to  the  homelike  surroundings  we  have 
tried  to  give  our  employees.  We  trust  that  the  Legislature 
will  look  favorably  on  requests  for  appropriations  for  cottage 
houses  for  married  employees.  It  is  the  contented,  and  conse- 
quently loyal,  officer  that  makes  for  the  success  of  institution 
work.  We  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  recommendations 
of  the  superintendent  in  his  report,  which  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Commission  on  Mental  Diseases.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

Herewith  is  respectfully  presented  the  report  of  the  superin- 
tendent for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1918,  this  being  the 
sixteenth  annual  report  of  the  colony. 

That  part  of  this  report  which  deals  with  data  other  than 
financial  is  for  the  hospital  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1918. 

There  were  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  853  patients  under 
care,  of  whom  35  were  cared  for  in  families  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  colony.  During  the  year  35  have  been  admitted  by  transfer 
from  other  hospitals,  —  17  men  from  Worcester  State  Hospital, 
and  18  women  from  Northampton  State  Hospital.  There  have 
been  discharged  40,  as  follows:  10  to  other  hospitals;  16  have 
died;  12  discharged  as  improved;  2  as  unimproved.  There 
remain  at  the  end  of  the  year  848,  of  whom  41  are  in  family 
care.  Of  those  in  family  care,  13  are  self-supporting  and  28 
are  supported  by  the  State. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  and  employees  has  been 
good  except  for  the  epidemic  of  influenza  which  occurred  in 
October.  During  this  epidemic  nearly  200  cases  occurred  and 
12  deaths  resulted.  Only  a  very  strict  quarantine  and  serum 
inoculation  prevented  a  larger  number.  Doubt  has  often  been 
expressed  as  to  how  effective  a  quarantine  for  influenza  may  be. 
At  this  institution,  built  on  the  widely  detached  colony  plan,  it 
was  possible  to  quarantine  not  only  the  entire  colony,  but  each 
detached  colony,  with  the  result  that  in  those  colonies,  with 
one  exception,  in  which  cases  had  not  already  arisen  before  the 
quarantine  was  effective,  no  cases  occurred.  While  serum  in- 
oculation was  given  to  all  patients  and  those  employees  desir- 
ing it,  it  was  given  so  late  in  the  epidemic  that  there  is  room 
for  considerable  question  as  to  its  efficacy  here.  There  has 
been  one  case  of  mumps  and  several  cases  of  measles. 
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I  record  with  sincere  regret  the  death  of  Simon  G.  Harring- 
ton, who  had  been  supervisor  here  since  Oct.  8,  1902.  His 
death  occurred  suddenly  Oct.  17,  1918.  Mr.  George  Burgess, 
supervisor,  employed  at  the  colony  since  June  23,  1908,  died 
after  a  long  illness  on  Jan.  23,  1918.  Both  have  been  much 
missed  by  their  coworkers. 

Our  tailor,  Hyman  Woolf,  died  at  his  home  in  Gardner  Sep- 
tember 26  from  pneumonia  following  influenza. 

On  February  25  a  male  patient  died  from  strangulation  while 
at  the  dinner  table,  and  upon  post-mortem  examination  a  piece 
of  meat  was  found  lodged  in  the  trachea. 

On  February  12  a  woman  patient  died  at  the  Hey  wood  Me- 
morial Hospital  from  embolism,  immediately  following  an  op- 
eration for  carcinoma. 

Recreation. 

As  in  past  years  dances  for  patients  have  been  held  at  fre- 
quent intervals,  as  have  officers'  socials.  There  have  been  six 
entertainments  arranged  by  the  officers,  given  on  holidays. 
The  orchestra  of  previous  years  has  continued  to  give  weekly 
concerts  during  the  winter  months,  and  concerts  on  the  lawn 
during  the  summer  months. 

The  following  Lyceum  Bureau  entertainments  have  been 
given:  Musical  Trio,  Christmas,  1917;  Chicago  Entertainers, 
December  5;  Flora  Haviland,  January  24;  Craven  Family, 
February  19;    Floyd  Featherstone  Company,  March  4. 

Special  all-day  exercises  were  held  as  usual  on  July  4. 

The  annual  cattle  show  and  fair  was  held  September  10  and 
11,  —  September  10  for  patients  only,  September  11  for  the 
general  public.  .  The  net  proceeds  of  the  day,  amounting  to 
$482.06,  were  donated  to  the  Red  Cross,  Gardner  Chapter. 

The  trustees  of  the  Heywood  Memorial  Library  of  Gardner 
have  very  kindly  arranged  to  send  us  books  from  their  library 
weekly,  thus  giving  us  the  advantage  of  their  larger  collection 
of  books,  and  making  it  unnecessary  for  us  to  attempt  the 
equipment  of  a  larger  library  at  the  colony,  which,  if  done 
properly,  would  mean  constant  work  for  a  librarian  and  a  large 
expenditure  of  money. 
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Religious  Services. 
Protestant  services  have  been  held  bi-monthly,  Catholic  serv- 
ices weekly,  and  Hebrew  services  bi-monthly. 

Improvements. 

A  new  ice  house  provided  for  by  an  appropriation  of  1917 
has  been  completed  and  received  the  ice  harvest  of  the  past 
winter.  Our  ice  supply  in  the  future  will  be  much  more  satis- 
factory and-  more  easily  harvested,  as  we  have  this  year  built  a 
cement  bridge  and  raised  the  roadway  and  dam  2  feet,  making 
a  much  larger  pond. 

The  greenhouse  has  been  enlarged  to  double  its  former  size, 
although  still  small,  but  allows  for  the  changing  of  plants  for 
the  wards,  and  the  starting  of  early  plants  for  the  farm  in  a 
limited  way. 

Two  small  field  stone  piggeries  have  been  erected  at  the  Val- 
ley farm.     These  will  be  used  for  the  breeding  of  pigs. 

The  Gates  farm  has  been  purchased  by  an  appropriation 
granted  in  1917,  and  has  been  operated  throughout  the  year. 
It  is  now  known  as  the  Wachusett  cottage. 

The  building  under  development  as  a  pottery  has  had  in- 
stalled in  it  a  steam  heater  and  dryer,  and  at  this  plant  we  will 
be  able  to  dry  many  more  vegetables  than  in  the  past. 

The  "Gilligan"  place  has  been  purchased,  and  the  roadway 
planned  through  this  property  has  been  well  started. 

In  all  our  excavation  we  find  large  bowlders  or  solid  ledge, 
and  this  year  we  have  been  compelled  to  install  a  steam  drill, 
as  it  has  no  longer  been  possible  by  hand  drilling  to  keep  up 
the  large  amount  of  work  we  have  to  do  of  this  kind. 

A  barn  for  100  sheep  has  been  erected  at  the  Westminster 
cottages. 

Several  appropriations  for  special  work  were  requested  of  the 
Legislature  of  1918,  but  only  one  was  granted,  —  $5,000  for 
changes  in  heating  plant.  A  subway  has  been  constructed  from 
the  power  house  to  the  domestic  building,  which  will  contain 
the  steam  pipes,  electric  wires,  etc.  Covering  of  pipes  and  in- 
stalling new  pipes  under  this  appropriation  are  under  way. 
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A  50  by  50  foot  vegetable  cellar  at  the  receiving  group  is  still 
under  construction,  solid  ledge  having  been  encountered. 

A  smoking  house  and  clothing  room  are  under  construction 
at  the  Hillcrest  cottage. 

Our  telephone  system,  which  has  been  of  rather  rapid  growth, 
has  this  year  been  put  into  satisfactory  working  condition  by 
the  installation  of  a  cable  system. 

An  electric  dishwasher  has  been  installed  in  our  serving  room. 

Fuel. 

* 

The  difficulty  of  last  year  has  been  repeated  this  year  in  ob- 
taining a  proper  amount,  and  especially  a  satisfactory  quality, 
of  coal.  We  have  so  far  as  possible  burned  wood,  and  so  much 
has  been  burned  that  it  has  been  necessary  to  install  a  power 
saw,  as  patient  labor  could  no  longer  keep  ahead  of  the  demand. 

We  several  times  requested  bids  on  coal,  but  none  were  re- 
ceived. We  finally  installed  a  second  blower  in  our  boiler 
room,  and  have  burned  anthracite  screenings  mixed  with  a  small 
amount  of  semi-bituminous  coal. 

During  January  and  February  we  ran  our  own  engines  in 
order  to  assist  the  Gardner  Electric  Light  Company,  with  whom 
we  have  a  contract  for  power. 

A  study  of  our  plant  was  made  December  6  by  Engineer  E. 
C.  Brown,  a  representative  from  Fuel  Administrator  Storrow's 
office. 

Mr.  G.  R.  Wood,  representing  the  firm  of  Charles  H.  Tenney 
&  Co.,  made  an  investigation  of  our  heating  system  on  August 
2,  and  both  of  these  engineers  have  submitted  reports.  So  far 
as  our  finances  have  permitted,  we  have  been  carrying  out  their 
recommendations. 

In  our  maintenance  appropriation  for  1919  a  request  for  an 
appropriation  of  $9,737  is  recommended  by  the  Chas.  H.  Ten- 
ney Company,  and  is  for  pipe  covering,  weather  stripping  for 
windows  and  storm  porches,  which,  if  granted,  will  result  in  an 
estimated  saving  of  535f  gross  tons  of  coal, per  year.

Recommendations. 
The    following    recommendations    have    been    made    to    the 
Commission  on  Mental  Diseases:  — 

1.  Laundry  Building  and  Equipment.  —  Our  laundry  is  situ- 
ated at  present  in  a  part  of  our  domestic  building  badly  needed 
for  dining-room  space.  In  our  dining  room  we  at  present  are 
compelled  to  set  up  the  tables  twice  each  meal,  first  for  men 
and  again  for  women.  This  results  in  very  unsatisfactory 
service,  large  breakage  of  dishes,  longer  hours  for  employees, 
etc. 

2.  Building  for  Disturbed  Men.  —  In  1915  a  request  was  sub- 
mitted for  two  buildings  for  disturbed  patients,  one  for  men  and 
one  for  women.  The  one  for  women  was  granted,  with  the 
understanding  that  the  following  year  one  for  men  would  be 
granted,  which  was  not  done.  We  therefore  have  a  building  for 
disturbed  women,  but  none  for  men,  and  this  class  is  at  present 
cared  for  in  a  building  housing  170  men,  with  no  special  provi- 
sion for  the  disturbed. 

3.  Hospital  Building  for  75  Persons.  —  At  present  our  sick  are 
cared  for  in  two  small  wooden  buildings,  not  intended  for  hos- 
pitals, but  admirably  arranged  and  constructed  for  employees' 
use.  It  is  desired  to  use  these  buildings  for  employees,  and  care 
for  our  sick  in  a  proper,  fireproof  hospital  building. 

4.  Assembly  Hall.  —  Each  year  since  1913  we  have  renewed 
this  request.  The  room  we  now  have  for  religious  services,  for 
dances,  entertainments,  moving-picture  shows,  etc.,  is  the  sit- 
ting room  of  our  women's  ward,  which,  when  crowded  to  its 
capacity,  will  hold  only  one-fifth  of  our  number  of  people.  The 
colony  is  a  community  by  itself,  3  miles  from  the  nearest  town, 
with  no  electric  car  service,  and  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  we  have  a  suitable  meeting  hall  where  entertainments  of 
various  kinds  may  be  encouraged,  and  where  religious  services 
may  be  held.     I  believe  this  to  be  the  greatest  of  our  needs. 

5.  Verandas.  —  Verandas  on  two  receiving  wards  would  allow 
these  wards  to  accommodate  a  larger  number  of  patients,  and 
give  an  opportunity  to  get  them  out  of  doors  on  verandas. 

6.  Employees'  Cottage.  —  This  is  badly  needed,  and  should  be 
provided  for  at  once.     It  will,  however,  not  be  necessary  to 
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build  this  cottage  if  an-  appropriation  is  granted  for  a  hospital 
building. 

7.  Extension  to  Water  Supply.  - —  I  believe  this  should  receive 
special  study  by  competent  hydrographic  engineers,  looking 
towards  a  permanent  sufficient  supply. 

8.  Purchase  of  Land.  —  While  we  do  not  need  more  land  sim- 
ply for  acreage,  a  piece  of  land,  160  acres,  largely  surrounded 
by  colony  land,  is  now  in  the  market  at  a  small  price,  and  it 
is  believed  that  this  should  be  purchased.  It  contains  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  wood  and  good  building  sites  for  future 
buildings. 

9.  Railroad  Underpass.  —  Needed  so  as  to  make  accessible 
some  450  acres  of  land  which  at  present  is  detached  from  the 
rest  of  the  colony  land. 

I  submit  for  your  consideration  the  recommendation  that  the 
existing  law  be  so  amended  as  to  permit  us  to  receive  patients 
direct  from  their  homes  if  found  suitable  for  admission  to  the 
buildings  we  now  have.  This  might  well  be  with  the  approval 
of  the  Commission  on  Mental  Diseases  in  each  instance. 

Were  we  to  admit  such  cases  it  would  be  the  first  step  in 
carrying  out  the  adopted  policy  of  the  Board,  —  to  make  the 
colony  a  district  hospital. 

Future  Development.  / 

The  matter  of  the  future  development  of  the  colony  has  re- 
ceived special  study  by  the  Board,  and  recommendations  con- 
cerning it  have  been  made  to  the  Commission  on  Mental  Dis- 
eases.    This  I  would  like  to  review  briefly,  as  follows:  —  . 

The  colony  was  established  in  1902,  following  a  special  report 
and  study  made  by  the  State  Board  of  Insanity  to  the  Legis- 
lature of  1900.  It  was  planned  to  take  by  transfer  from  existing 
hospitals  the  quiet  dementing  insane,  and  to  provide  cottage 
life  for  them  by  carefully  systematized  and  supervised  indus- 
tries. During  the  early  years  of  development  the  patients 
transferred  to  us  were  of  the  described  colony  type,  but  with 
the  development  of  colonies  as  departments  of  other  hospitals, 
further  development  of  the  family-care  system,  and  markedly 
increased  and  increasing  development  of  industrial  training  in 
all  hospitals,  the  type  of  patient  transferred  to  us  in  later  years 
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has  changed  so  that  we  now  receive  more  and  more  cases  of 
terminal  dementia  of  the  formerly  known  "asylum  type,"  many 
of  whom  are  not  the  quiet  type,  but  are  subject  to  periods  of 
excitement,  are  destructive,  and,  as  a  whole,  a  class  not  as 
capable  of  development.  Our  buildings  were  not  constructed  for 
this  class,  and  it  has  been  frequently  necessary  to  request  that 
some  of  these  patients  be  transferred  again  to  other  hospitals 
suitable  for  their  care.  In  addition,  our  patients  are  becoming 
older,  more  infirm  and  less  able  to  pursue  the  occupations  for- 
merly engaged  in.  This  is  seen  in  the  increasing  number  of  those 
partially  incapacitated  and  needing  medical  care.  The  feeble- 
minded, and  those  feeble-minded  of  the  type  known  as  defec- 
tive delinquents,  have  been  transferred  to  us  from  time  to 
time,  although  no  buildings  have  been  erected  for  their  special 
care  and  training.  These  several  facts  were  considered,  and 
two  courses  of  procedure  presented  themselves:  first,  preserve 
the  colony  as  originally  described,  and  receive  by  transfer  only 
the  strictly  colony  cases,  although  some  might  be  of  the  mildly 
disturbed  type  cared  for  in  special  buildings  for  them,  remov- 
ing from  the  colony  from  time  to  time  the  aged,  the  infirm,  dis- 
turbed and  feeble-minded  to  other  hospitals;  or  second,  the 
gradual  development  of  the  colony  into  a  district  hospital  to 
care  for  all  types  of  cases  that  might  arise  in  this  district,  re- 
ceiving them  direct  rather  than  by  transfer. 

After  careful  consideration  your  Board  recommended  to  the 
Commission  on  Mental  Diseases  that  the  colony  can  best  serve 
this  community  by  a  gradual  development  into  a  hospital  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  district. 

Certain  buildings  of  a  type  different  than  those  we  now  have 
will  from  time  to  time  be  necessary,  but  I  believe  that  with 
the  equipment  we  now  have  we  can  begin  to  receive  at  least 
some  of  the  patients  who,  or  whose  relatives,  now  desire  that 
they  come  to  the  colony  for  treatment.  I  therefore  recommend 
a  change  in  the  existing  law  as  outlined  above. 

Medical  Staff. 
Dr.    Harlan   L.    Paine,   assistant    superintendent   here   since 
March  15,  1914,  resigned  on  October  19  to  accept  a  position  as 
assistant  to  the  director  of  the  Commission  on  Mental  Diseases. 
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Dr.  J.  L.  McAuslan,  senior  assistant  physician,  was  given  a 
leave  of  absence  from  August  1,  and  accepted  a  commission  as 
first  lieutenant  in  the  Medical  Reserve  Corps  of  the  army.  He 
is  now  stationed  at  the  Government  Hospital  at  Washington, 
D.  C. 

Dr.  Florence  H.  Tresilian  was  appointed  assistant  physician 
August  20. 

I  would  like  to  call  your  especial  attention  to  the  interest 
shown  and  the  hard  work  done  by  Dr.  Brownell  and  Dr. 
Tresilian  during  our  shortage  of  physicians  on  account  of  the 
war,  and  especially  during  the  epidemic  of  influenza. 

Dr.  George  A.  Lundberg,  Jefferson  Medical  College,  acted  as 
interne  from  May  31  to  Sept.  18,  1918. 

Dr.  E.  W.  Carroll,  dentist,  of  Gardner,  has  continued  as 
dentist  at  the  colony,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  his  associate 
has  been  in  the  medical  service  of  the  army  he  has  not  been 
able  to  give  us  as  much  time  as  formerly. 

My  recommendation  now  to  you  is  that  we  appoint  a  resi- 
dent dentist  who  will  give  his  entire  time  to  the  work  of  the 
colony. 

Dr.  A.  F.  Lowell  of  Gardner  has  continued  to  act  as  our  con- 
sulting surgeon,  and  has  performed  two  operations  at  the  Hey- 
wood  Hospital,  one  for  carcinoma  and  one  for  removal  of  uterus; 
four  for  hernia  and  two  for  appendicitis  at  the  colony. 

Your  Board  granted  me  a  leave  of  absence  for  the  month  of 
June  to  do  some 'field  work  in  Louisiana  for  the  National  Com- 
mittee on  Mental  Hygiene.  The  study  was  made  as  they  de- 
sired and  a  report  submitted  to  them. 


War  Service. 
Fourteen  of  our  employees  have  enlisted  in  the  National 
Army.  More  have  stood  ready  to  do  so,  but  have  recognized 
the  importance  of  the  work  of  the  carrying  on  of  this  institution 
and  have  not  entered  the  service  but  have  done  very  special 
war  service  here.  One  hundred  joined  the  Red  Cross  for  1918. 
The  Third  Liberty  Loan  contribution  was  $5,000;  the  Fourth 
Liberty  Loan,  $5,700,  The  Gardner  War  Chest  subscription 
was  $1,336,  the  Halifax  Relief  fund,  $165,  and  $482  was  con- 
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tributed  to  the  Gardner  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross.  In  addi- 
tion, the  Woman's  League  for  Soldiers'  Aid  has  raised  the  sum 
of  $526.49,  of  which  $85  was  donated  to  the  Gardner  War 
Chest  Association  for  Y.  M.  C.  A.  work.  The  balance  of  the 
money  raised  by  the  Woman's  League  was  used  in  part  in  pur- 
chasing materials  for  toilet  kits,  which  were  given,  completely 
equipped,  to  145  boys.  Many  sweaters,  scarfs,  helmets,  wristers 
and  socks  were  knitted  by  the  members  and  given  to  the  boys. 
The  correspondence  committee  of  the  League  sent  upwards  of 
500  letters,  post  cards  and  newspapers,  in  addition  to  numerous 
packages  at  Christmas  and  other  times,  containing  cakes, 
cookies,  candy,  gum,  cigars,  tobacco,  cigarettes,  etc. 

Hours  of  Labor. 

Much  discussion  is  going  on  at  the  present  time  throughout 
the  country  relative  to  hours  of  labor.  At  this  time  may  I  call 
attention  to  the  hours  of  labor  of  those  on  our  "ward  service." 
They  now  work  sixty  hours,  with  one  day  off  duty,  each  week 
in  an  occupation  that  is  particularly  trying.  I  believe  much 
better  service  would  result  if  a  forty-eight  hour  week  with  one 
day  off  could  be  eventually  adopted. 

This  must  receive  serious  and  early  attention  if  a  forty-eight 
hour  week  is  adopted  in  industrial  enterprises. 

Occupation. 
The  various  occupations  engaged  in  as  outlined  in  previous 
reports  have  been  continued  and  somewhat  extended  this  year 
in  spite  of  the  prevailing  difficult  labor  situation.  We  have 
continued  to  make  all  articles  of  clothing,  and  have  made  all 
knitted  underwear  and  blankets  for  patients.  A  second  power 
loom  has  recently  been  installed  on  which  we  will  make  our 
cloth  for  overalls,  jumpers,  etc.  Our  weaving  department  has 
reached  a  point  where  a  better  output  is  desirable,  and  we  have 
recently  engaged  Mr.  Stephen  Smith,  in  charge  of  cotton  and 
weaving  at  the  Lowell  Textile  School,  to  have  general  oversight 
of  our  weaving  department. 
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Farm. 

As  in  past  years  the  production  of  the  farm  has  been  suffi- 
cient to  meet  our  needs  for  the  entire  year,  with  the  exception 
of  hay  and  grain  for  the  dairy,  much  of  which  had  to  be  pur- 
chased. The  amount  of  tillable  land  is  increasing  each  year, 
and  it  is  only  a  question  of  a  short  time  now  when  we  will  be 
able  to  raise  our  hay  as  well  as  our  vegetables. 

Until  recently  each  colony  has  had  its  own  herd  of  cows  and 
produced  its  own  milk,  but  we  are  now  producing  milk  entirely 
at  one  central  barn,  and  distributing  it  from  there,  keeping  only 
the  dry  cows  at  the  detached  colonies. 

Mr.  Hilmer  S.  Nelson,  head  farmer  since  April  1,  1917,  re- 
signed Aug.  26,  1918,  to  enter  the  artillery  branch  of  the  army 
service.  Mr.  Myron  L.  Marr,  supervisor,  has  been  promoted 
to  fill  this  vacancy. 

We  purchased  100  cars  of  manure  from  Camp  Devens,  which 
is  a  larger  amount  than  in  any  one  previous  year,  but  it  seems 
necessary  to  purchase  a  considerable  amount  of  manure  each 
year  in  order  to  build  up  these  formerly  run-out  or  abandoned 
farms. 

Fifty  young  pigs,  over  and  above  those  raised,  were  pur- 
chased this  year  in  order  to  assist  in  the  total  food  production. 

Poultry,  because  of  frequent  changes  of  supervisors,  has  not 
been  as  successful  as  in  former  years,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it 
will  not  be  necessary  to  purchase  either  eggs  or  poultry.  This 
branch  of  the  farm  will  be  stimulated  another  spring. 

A  registered  Percheron  stallion  has  been  purchased,  and  we 
plan  to  do  considerable  in  the  way  of  raising  horses  here,  and 
in  stimulating  the  raising  of  horses  in  this  community.  The 
same  applies  to  a  registered  Holstein  bull.  It  is  expected  that 
our  farm  will  encourage  the  surrounding  farmers  by  cooperat- 
ing in  such  ways  as  this. 

Each  year  one-eighth  acre  plots  of  land  are  given  to  those 
married  men  who  do  not  board  at  the  colony.  This  year  this 
was  extended,  and  lots  one-half  this  size  were  given  to  each 
and  every  employee  who  cared  to  till  the  same,  with  the 
privilege  of  sending  to  any  dependent  at  home  what  was  raised 
thereon. 
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A  demonstration  of  sheep  shearing  was  held  June  4,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  the  Worcester  County  Farm  Bureau. 

Three  years  ago  we  began  to  test  our  herd  for  tuberculosis, 
and  since  then  have  tested  them  each  year  with  the  following 
results:  in  1916,  94  were  tested,  34  reacted,  3  were  unfit  for 
food;  in  1917,  102  were  tested,  16  reacted,  while  2  were  unfit  for 
food;  in  1918,  59  were  tested,  7  reacted,  while  2  were  unfit  for 
food.  Our  experience  in  testing  has  been  that,  while  quite  a  few 
of  the  cattle  who  react  are  found  to  be  only  slightly  infected, 
some  are  infected  sufficiently  to  be  unfit  for  food,  and  there  is 
no  way  of  telling  in  advance  what  the  degree  of  infection  is. 
We  are  of  the  opinion  that  we  should  continue  to  test  our  herd 
and  obtain  as  near  as  possible  a  tubercular-free  herd,  although 
we  may  find  that  it  is  rather  expensive  to  do  this.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony  have  the  honor  to 
present  the  seventeenth  annual  report. 

The  number  of  patients  has  not  changed  materially  during 
the  year  as  no  new  buildings  have  been  completed  and  occupied. 

House  Bill  No.  393  having  become  a  law  now  enables  the 
court  to  commit  patients  directly  to  the  institution  with  the 
result  that  the  State  colony  has  received  since  June  1,  1919,  the 
date  the  bill  was  made  operative  by  the  Department  of  Mental 
Diseases,  4  voluntary  patients,  3  temporary-care  patients,  and 
19  patients  committed  by  the  court  in  the  regular  way.  This  is 
proving  very  satisfactory  both  to  the  community  about  us  and 
to  the  staff  of  the  institution.  Clinics  held  by  the  staff  in  Fitch- 
burg  and  Athol  are  more  useful  now  that  the  patients  may  be 
taken  to  the  institution  for  further  study  when  it  is  desirable 
so  to  do. 

We  regret  to  report  the  resignation  of  our  chairman,  Edmund 
A.  Whitman,  a  member  of  the  Board  from  the  beginning.  The 
following  is  taken  from  the  records  of  our  secretary:  — 

Whereas,  Edmund  A.  Whitman,  Esq.,  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony,  has  resigned  as  a  member  of  the 
Board;  and 

Whereas,  Mr.  Whitman  has  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
since  the  establishment  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony  and  for  twelve 
years  chairman  of  the  Board;  now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony,  that 
by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Whitman  the  Commonwealth  has  lost  an  effi- 
cient officer  and  the  Gardner  State  Colony  a  loyal  and  earnest  friend; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony  regret  the 
severance  of  the  pleasant  relations  which  have  always  existed  between 
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the  late  chairman  and  the  Board,  and  convey  to  him  in  this  action  their 
appreciation  of  his  services  to  the  colony  and  their  good  wishes  for  his 
future;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  spread  on  the  records  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  and  a  copy  sent  by  the  secretary  to  Mr.  Whitman. 

Gahdneb,  Aug.  8,  1919. 

To  this  vacancy  there  has  been  appointed  Mr.  Thomas  R.  P 
Gibb  of  Belmont. 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  in  the  improvements 
which  are  going  on  in  the  institution.  The  new  work  author- 
ized by  the  last  Legislature  has  been  advanced  as  far  as  the 
weather  would  allow. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  we  record  a  full  quota  of  officers  and 
attendants. 

Crops  from  the  farm  have  been  abundant;  the  herd  is  in 
good  condition,  and  the  institution,  as  a  whole,  is  in  a  highly 
satisfactory  state. 

Our  patients  do  wear  out  many  shoes  and  much  clothing  but 
they  do  not  do  this  in  vain.  Any  one  can  see  for  himself  if  he 
will  take  the  pains  to  visit  .the  many  groups  of  various  sizes 
domiciled  in  the  outlying  districts. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State 
Colony  held  Friday,  Aug.  8,  1919,  the  question  of  needed  addi- 
tional buildings  for  the  coming  year  was  considered,  and  it  was 
voted  to  submit  the  following  list  to  the  Commission  on  Mental 
Diseases  for  their  favorable  consideration:  — 

1.  Hospital  building. 

2.  Laundry  building. 

3.  Extension  to  water  supply. 

4.  Additional  cow  barn  at  Belcher  Cottage. 

5.  Additional  buildings  for  patients  as  follows :  — 

(a)  Colony  group  for  50  or  100  men,  situated  between  the  Valley  Farm 
and  the  Westminster  Cottages,  in  a  location  where  approximately  50 
acres  of  land  are  awaiting  intensive  cultivation. 

(b)  Women's  cottages  for  50  patients,  to  allow  for  the  care  of  men 
entirely  at  the  Gardner  Cottages  where  50  men  and  50  women  are  now 
housed.  Men  can  be  used  at  this  group  much  more  advantageously  than 
can  women  because  of  the  large  farm  attached. 

6.  If  no  hospital  building  is  granted  one  or  two  employees'  cottages 
should  be  erected. 
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We  take  this  occasion  once  more  to  express  our  entire  con- 
fidence in  our  able  and  genial  superintendent,  Charles  E. 
Thompson,  and  in  our  minds  give  him  full  credit  for  the  high 
morale  of  the  State  colony  and  right  spirit  shown  between 
patients,  attendants  and  officers  of  the  institution.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  oj  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

I  respectfully  present  herewith  the  seventeenth  annual  report 
of  the  superintendent  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony.  The  hos- 
pital year  and  all  matters  relating  thereto  ends  September  30, 
and  all  matters  relating  to  finances  are  for  the  financial  year 
ending  Nov.  30,  1919. 

Immediately  following  the  text  of  this  report  will  be  found 
tables  shewing  in  condensed  form  the  activities  of  the  indus- 
trial departments;  on  page  28  will  be  found  the  treasurer's 
report;  beginning  en  page  35  will  be  found  statistical  tables 
relating  to  movement  of  mental  diseases  of  the  patients. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  colony  in  1900  and  the  recep- 
tion of  the  patients  in  1902,  all  such  patients  have  been  re- 
ceived by  transfer  authorized  by  the  Commission  on  Mental 
Diseases.  Chapter  49,  General  Acts  of  1919,  amended  the  law 
to  permit  the  reception  of  patients  directly  from  their  homes, 
this  being  the  first  step  towards  making  the  colony  a  district 
hospital.    This  act  is  as  follows:  — 

Section  1.  The  commission  on  mental  diseases  may  establish  a 
district  for  the  Gardner  State  Colony  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  section  twenty-eight  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  four  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  and  any  justice  of  a  police,  district  or  munic- 
ipal court  within  such  district,  may,  when  so  authorized  by  the  commis- 
sion, commit  to  the  said  state  colony  any  insane  person  residing  or  being 
within  his  jurisdiction  who,  in  his  opinion,  is  a  proper  subject  for  its 
treatment  or  custody.  But  no  such  person  shall  be  so  committed  unless 
all  the  laws  applicable  to  the  commitment  of  an  insane  person  have  been 
complied  with.  The  said  justices,  when  so  authorized,  may  also  commit 
persons  to  the  said  state  colony  for  observation,  under  the  provisions  of 
section  forty-three  of  said  chapter  five  hundred  and  four  in  order  to 
determine  their  mental  condition. 

Section  2.  The  superintendent  of  the  said  state  colony  may,  when 
so  authorized  by  the  said  commission,  receive  persons  from  its  district 
who  are  certified  by  two  physicians  to  be  violently  insane,  or  in  other 
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emergency  under  the  provisions  of  section  forty-two  of  said  chapter  five 
hundred  and  four.  He  may  also,  when  so  authorized,  receive  voluntary 
patients  under  the  provisions  of  section  forty-five  of  said  chapter,  and 
persons  for  temporary  care  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  three  hundred 
and  ninety-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven  as  amended 
by  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-four  of  the  General  Acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  fifteen.     [Approved  March  26,  1919. 

As  provided  in  this  act  the  Commission  on  Mental  Diseases 
established  the  district  for  the  Gardner  State  Colony  and  de- 
clared the  act  to  be  in  operation  from  June  1,  1919. 

We  began  the  year  with  848  patients.  There  have  been  ad- 
mitted during  the  year  96;  79  of  these  by  transfer  from  other 
hospitals  and  17  by  direct  admission.  There  have  been  59  dis- 
charged or  died  and  there  remain  at  the  end  of  the  year  885. 
We  have  continued  the  policy  of  boarding  out  suitable  patients, 
and  the  daily  average  number  of  these  so  boarded  has  been  42. 
We  end  the  year  with  47  boarded  out,  22  of  whom  have  been 
made  self-supporting  but  under  our  supervision.  It  is  of  in- 
terest to  note  that  the  first  private  patients  were  received  this 
year. 

I  believe  an  important  step  forward  was  made  in  changing 
the  law  permitting  commitments,  feeling  that  the  time  had 
arrived  when  the  colony  had  become  so  organized  that  it  could 
serve  in  a  much  better  way  the  community  in  which  it  is 
situated.  We  have  always  assisted  in  every  way  possible  mem- 
bers of  the  community  requiring  advice  for  proper  care  of 
relatives,  and  we  many  times  were  requested  to  receive  pa- 
tients here  for  treatment.  We  have  always  striven  to  enlist 
the  co-operation,  interest  and  good  will  of  the  community  in 
which  we  are  situated,  and  it  is  a  source  of  gratification  that 
where  hospital  treatment  is  necessary,  relatives  request  that 
they  be  committed  to  us,  actuated,  no  doubt,  largely  by  their 
desire  to  have  their  friends  and  relatives  near  home  and  easy 
of  access  for  visitation.  The  beneficial  effect  of  direct  admis- 
sions is  clearly  seen  in  our  medical  staff  and  the  staff  of  officers 
whose  interest  has  increased  materially  in  these  more  recent 
cases.  This  is  very  natural  and  because  of  it  the  result  should 
be  a  material  benefit  to  the  patients. 
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The  influenza  epidemic  mentioned  in  my  last  annual  report 
continued  but  with  continuing  lesser  severity  into  the  begin- 
ning of  1919,  and  12  of  the  41  deaths  were  due  directly  to  in- 
fluenza. In  September,  1919,  the  year  following  the  outbreak 
of  the  real  epidemic,  cases  of  apparent  mild  influenza  were  seen, 
but  were  not  materially  different  from  the  ordinary  colds. 
Other  than  this  epidemic,  there  has  been  no  outbreak  Nof  con- 
tagious or  infectious  diseases  and  the  general  health  of  our 
people  has  been  good,  except  that  each  year  sees  an  additional 
number  of  the  elderly  and  infirm  patients  less  able  to  be  em- 
ployed and  more  in  need  of  infirmary  and  hospital  care. 

This  is  naturally  to  be  expected  and  will  be  noticed  more  and 
more  each  year  inasmuch  as  during  the  first  ten  years  of  the 
colony's  history  patients  transferred  to  us  were  largely  between 
the  ages  of  twenty  and  fifty.  The  colony  has  now  been  in 
operation  seventeen  years,  and  the  number  of  infirm  and  sick 
will  very  markedly  increase  in  numbers,  and  this  should  be 
foreseen  and  provision  made  for  their  proper  care,  especially 
buildings  for  the  sick.  In  those  admitted,  the  number  of  aged 
and  infirm  is  also  noticeable.  Of  the  17  admitted,  9  are  over 
fifty  years  of  age  and  5  over  sixty. 

The  monthly  clinics  held  in  Fitchburg  and  Athol  have  been 
continued,  and  during  the  year  we  have  seen  at  the  clinics  or 
in  consultation  58  persons  requesting  advice.  It  is  important, 
we  believe,  to  hold  and  continue  clinics  of  this  kind,  but  we 
believe  our  best  work  for  the  community  is  in  seeing  individual 
cases  when  called  upon,  which  we  are  ever  ready  to  do  without 
expense  to  the  patient  or  relatives,  believing  that  the  work  of  a 
hospital  of  this  kind  does  not  begin  and  end  at  the  front  door 
but  extends  out  in  many  different  directions  into  the  com- 
munity. Even  though  the  detail  work  necessary  at  the  hos- 
pital is  ever  on  the  increase,  it  seems  to  me  that  this  extension 
work  into  the  community  is  even  of  greater  importance. 

One  of  the  most  effective  methods  of  reaching  the  public  and 
enlisting  their  interest  and  co-operation  in  the  hospital  work 
has  been  the  holding  each  fall  of  our 
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Cattle  Show  and  Fair. 
This  has  been  the  means  of  bringing  more  interested  visitors 
to  the  hospital  than  anything  else  we  have  done  or  could  have 
done.  In  September  last  was  held  our  fifth  annual  fair,  a  two- 
day  event,  the  first  day  for  the  patients  only  and  the  second 
day  for  the  public.  On  public  day  there  were  upward  of  3,000 
people  who  were  permitted  to  visit  every  part  of  the  hospital 
and  special  features  prepared  for  them.  This  is  becoming  each 
year  a  larger  task,  but  it  is  one  in  which  every  officer  and 
every  employee  of  the  institution  enters  with  much  enthusiasm, 
and  it  is  only  by  this  active  co-operation  and  splendid  spirit 
of  working  for  the  institution  that  the  fair  can  be  successfully 
conducted.  The  educational  effect  upon  our  visitors  is,  I  be- 
lieve, far-reaching.  A  great  many  of  them  would  not  ever 
interest  themselves  or  visit  a  State  hospital  unless  attracted  to 
it  in  some  such  way  as  this,  but  once  having  visited  they  obtain 
a  different  understanding  of  what  the  Commonwealth  is  doing 
for  its  defectives.  A  small  admission  charge  is  made  and  this 
money  is  used  for  entertainment  for  the  patients  during  the 
winter  months.  "Fair  Day"  has  become  the  most  interesting 
day  of  the  year  for  our  own  people  and  that  portion  of  the 
thinking  public  whose  interest  we  are  anxious  to  enlist. 

Occupation. 
Occupation  for  treatment  for  patients  for  which  the  colony 
was  established  has  been  continued  and  somewhat  added  to 
during  the  past  year.  All  vegetables,  milk,  eggs,  poultry,  pork, 
etc.,  have  been  raised  on  the  farm,  none  of  these  having  been 
purchased.  Development  of  additional  land  on  which  to  raise 
more  hay  for  stock  has  been  continued.  The  following  con-

The  inside  industries  have  been  continued.  All  clothing, 
both  for  men  and  women,  has  been  made.  No  wearing  ap- 
parel, except  heavy  felts  and  rubbers  worn  by  men  in  winter, 
has  been  purchased.  All  cloth  for  overalls,  jumpers,  shirts, 
towels  and  underwear  has  been  woven  on  looms.  A  new  in- 
dustry recently  started  is  the  weaving  of  bedspreads.  We  be- 
lieve that  the  industries  from  which  the  patients  themselves 
receive  direct  benefit  are  the  best,  and  for  the  Commonwealth 
the  most  economical;  and  our  special  effort  has  been  to  con- 
tinue the  development  of  the  productive  occupations,  while  at 
the  same  time  various  arts  and  crafts  instruction  has  been 
given,  and  a  large  number  of  finished  articles  sold  to  persons 
who  visit  the  institution  and  wish  to  purchase.  The  receipts 
from  such  sales  during  the  year  have  amounted  to  $1,465.25. 
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The  direct  benefit  to  patients  from  occupation  is  the  effect 
it  has  upon  their  daily  lives,  making  them  more  contented, 
more  quiet,  more  easily  and  economically  cared  for;  and  by 
continued  application  and  a  centering  of  interest  upon  their 
work,  a  gradual  putting  behind  of  their  natural  ideas  and  beliefs 
necessary  before  their  re-establishment  in  their  home  environ- 
ment. The  adjusting  of  an  unbalanced  mind  so  that  the  pa- 
tient may  again  return  home  and  become  self-supporting  is  the 
most  important  thing  to  be  hoped  for,  inasmuch  as  the  great 
majority  of  our  patients  have  lost  a  part  of  their  mental  ac- 
tivity and  one  cannot  expect  to  replace  brain  cells  once  de- 
stroyed. Many  will  be  able  to  adjust  themselves  to  their  hos- 
pital environment,  become  efficient  and  productive  workers, 
but  will  not  mentally  recover  sufficiently  to  return  home.  In 
fact  the  larger  proportion  of  our  patients  will  be  of  this  type. 
Many  of  our  patients  have  been  in  hospitals  for  years  and  will 
of  necessity  continue  to  remain  under  care. 

Medical. 

Dr.  James  L.  McAuslan,  on  leave  of  absence  from  Aug.  1, 
1918,  for  service  with  the  Army  Medical  Corps,  returned  to 
duty  December  31.  He  resigned  February  28  to  accept  a 
position  at  the  Grafton  State  Hospital. 

Milman  Pease,  M.D.,  began  his  services  April  2,  1919. 

Walter  D.  Berry,  M.D.,  was  a  member  of  the  staff  from  Dec. 
20,  1918,  to  March  17,  1919. 

DeEtte  Brownell,  M.D.,  formerly  assistant  physician,  resigned 
May  31,  1919. 

Ransom  A.  Greene,  M.D.,  was  appointed  assistant  superin- 
tendent July  24,  1919. 

Leon  A.  Duval,  M.D.,  was  appointed  assistant  physician 
July  31. 

We  now  have  a  full  staff  for  the  first  time  in  more  than  two 
years. 

A.  F.  Lowell,  M.D.,  Gardner,  has  continued  to  act  as  consult- 
ing surgeon  and  operated  as  necessity  arose.  I  desire  to  express 
my  full  appreciation  of  the  willing  services  he  has  rendered, 
many  times  at  a  real  sacrifice. 

Dr.  H.  VanBesselar  has  done  the  dental  work  of  the  institu- 
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tion  since  March  18,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Milman  Pease,  nurse.  A 
very  creditable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  this  depart- 
ment. 

The  Northern  Worcester  District  Dental  Association  had  a 
meeting  here  Dec.  5,  1918. 

The  Worcester  North  District  Medical  Society  met  here 
July  10. 

Mrs.  Marjorie  Rossy,  formerly  assistant  psychologist  at  the 
Psychopathic  Hospital,  Boston,  did  special  work  in  examina- 
tion of  patients  from  April  7  to  August  1,  when  she  resigned 
to  accept  a  position  to  do  special  psychological  work  in  an  in- 
dustrial line. 

All  patients  and  employees  have  been  given  the  typhoid 
inoculation.  One-half  of  the  patients  have  been  given  the 
pneumonia  immunization  by  the  National  Public  Health  Serv- 
ice. At  the  present  time  all  patients  are  being  vaccinated 
against  smallpox. 

Geneeal. 

The  unsettled  conditions  existing  during  the  past  two  years 
throughout  the  world  has  had  its  effects  upon  obtaining  em- 
ployees when  vacancies  occurred  and  retaining  them  when 
obtained,  but  our  difficulty  has  been  less  than  might  reason- 
ably have  been  expected.  It  has  been  only  rarely  necessary 
to  resort  to  an  employment  bureau,  and  the  shortage  has  not 
been  marked  at  any  time. 

The  "turnover"  has  been  2.24,  there  having  been  employed 
during  the  year  354  different  persons  to  fill  158  positions,  as 
compared  with  2.46  in  1918  and  2.12  in  1917.  An  analysis  of 
this  shows  that  by  far  the  greater  number  of  changes  occurred 
in  a  small  number  of  positions,  notably  male  attendants,  es- 
pecially those  engaged  to  direct  patients  in  outdoor  employ- 
ment. 

One  of  the  largest  items  of  maintenance  expense  is  salaries 
and  wages,  and  inasmuch  as  there  has  been  no  marked  short- 
age of  employees  and  as  wages  have  also  been  considerably 
increased,  both  have  had  an  influence  in  increasing  the  per 
capita  cost,  which  this  year  is  $6.50  per  week,  the  highest  it 
has  ever  been.  Wages  alone  have  not  been  responsible  for  this 
increase  and  increasing  cost,  for  in  every  direction  one  is  con- 
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fronted  with  higher  prices  and  relatively  poor  qualities,  and 
while  the  tendency  all  the  while  is  to  improve  the  general  care 
and  treatment  of  the  insane  and  other  classes,  this  cannot  be 
done  without  material  increase  in  the  cost. 

Although  we  have  retained  most  of  those  officers  occupying 
positions  of  responsibility,  there  has  been  noticed  a  quite  gen- 
eral condition  of  nervous  overtire  showing  itself,  not  in  lack  of 
desire  to  do  and  a  wish  to  co-operate  in  order  to  obtain  better 
results,  but  an  inability  to  concentrate  on  their  work,  to  be 
contented,  to  correct  or  overlook  small  difficulties,  but  rather 
to  be  unsettled  by  daily  difficulties  which  formerly  were  easily 
corrected.  This  is  noticed  not  so  much  in  those  who  have  been 
in  military  and  allied  services  of  the  country  as  in  those  who 
have  carried  on  the  necessary  work  during  the  war  period.  I 
believe  this  to  be  a  condition  seen  in  many  activities  and  not 
peculiar  to  hospital  work,  except  that  it  may  be  more  marked 
in  hospital  work  because  of  its  nature,  wdiich  requires  close 
association  with  nervous  patients,  lack  of  outside  interests,  long 
hours  and  relatively  low  pay.  Higher  wages,  shorter  hours  and 
improved  living  conditions  will  do  much  to  improve  the  courage 
of  our  officers,  but  beyond  these  things,  I  believe,  a  readjust- 
ment of  nervous  systems,  overtaxed  by  the  uncertainties  and 
worries  of  the  past  two  years,  is  necessary. 

Diversion  and  Recreation. 
Dances  for  the  patients  have  been  held  during  the  winter 
months.  A  motion-picture  machine  was  purchased  early  in  the 
year  and  motion  pictures  shown  weekly  through  the  winter.  A 
recital  was  given  December  7  by  Prof.  Edward  Brigham.  A 
Christmas  entertainment  was  given  by  local  talent;  also  at 
Christmas  time  exercises  and  Christmas  trees  are  held  in  each 
ward,  with  an  electrically  illuminated  Christmas  tree  in  the 
center  of  the  yard.  July  4  an  entertainment  was  given  by 
Herbert  Clark  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  evening  by  Scott 
and  Baird,  comedians.  There  was  a  minstrel  show  by  the 
Sabine  Rebecca  Lodge  of  Gardner  October  31.  The  annual 
fair  and  cattle  show  was  held  on  September  12  and  13.

New  Construction  and  Improvements. 

Appropriation  was  made  by  the  General  Court  for  a  recrea- 
tion building  and  chapel.  Open  to  competitive  bidding,  all  bids 
exceeded  the  appropriation  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  begin 
construction  with  our  own  force,  believing  it  can  be  built  by 
us  within  the  appropriation. 

Appropriation  was  made  for  a  building  for  disturbed  men. 
Bids  received  for  this  building  were  in  excess  of  the  appropria- 
tion and  we  will  construct  it  with  our  own  force. 

Appropriation  was  made  for  a  railroad  underpass,  but  the 
bids  received  all  exceeded  the  appropriation  and  the  work  must 
wait  until  prices  drop  or  a  larger  appropriation  be  made. 

A  large  amount  of  pipe  covering  has  been  done  and  material 
is  on  hand  for  doing  still  more. 

The  subway  connecting  the  power  house  with  our  receiving 
wards,  laundry  and  industrial  building  has  been  completed,  as 
has  also  a  hot-water  room  at  the  power  house. 

Repairs  upon  the  women's  industrial  building,  injured  by  fire, 
have  been  completed. 

A  new  piggery  at  the  Valley  Farm  is  nearing  completion. 

A  sheep  barn,  20  by  70  feet,  is  practically  finished. 

The  dairy  barn  at  the  Valley  Farm  is  now  occupied. 
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An  extension  to  the  greenhouse  has  been  made,  doubling  its 
former  size. 

Improvements  have  been  made  at  the  Seaver  Cottage  by 
adding  a  veranda  and  porch. 

One  officers'  bungalow  has  been  occupied  and  another  is  in 
process  of  construction. 

Work  has  been  continued  upon  our  telephone  system  and 
now  practically  all  outside  wires  within  a  mile  have  been  re- 
placed by  cable,  with  a  marked  improvement  in  service. 

A  dish  washer  has  been  installed  at  our  main  dining  room. 

New  Thomas  rocking  grates  have  been  installed  under  four 
boilers  at  the  power  house. 

Guards  about  the  laundry  machines  and  an  additional  ironer 
have  been  added  to  the  laundry. 

Extensions  requested  for  1920. 

1.  Hospital  Building.  —  This  is  badly  needed  and  the  time 
is  rapidly  approaching  when  we  will  be  unable  to  give  proper 
hospital  care  to  the  number  of  infirm  and  sick  patients. 

2.  Laundry  Building.  —  Badly  needed  and  several  times  re- 
quested. This  will  give  us  better  laundry  facilities  which  are 
needed,  and  in  addition  will  give  us  larger  dining-room  space 
which  is  needed  very  much. 

3.  Extension  to  Water  Supply.  — ■  This  is  now  receiving  study 
by  a  hydrographic  engineer. 

4.  An  Additional  Cotv  Barn  at  the  Belcher  Cottage.  —  Needed 
to  care  for  the  milch  cows  cared  for  at  the  barn. 

5.  A  Group  for  50  Male  Patients.  —  For  increasing  numbers. 

6.  A  Group  for  50  Female  Patients.  —  This  last  to  provide  for 
the  transfer  of  50  women  at  the  present  Gardner  Cottage  group 
to  the  new  building,  allowing  for  men  at  the  Gardner  Cottages 
where  farming  operations  need  them  greatly. 

Additional  room  for  employees  is  needed  as  every  room  is 
occupied  at  the  present  time  and  carpenters  are  sleeping  in  the 
lumber  storage  room  of  the  carpenter  shop.  If  a  hospital 
building  is  granted,  additional  space  in  our  present  temporary 
hospitals  may  be  used  for  employees  to  special  advantage. 

An  appropriation  has  not  been  requested  for  apparatus  for 
our  boiler  plant.     We  have  no  way  at  present  of  determining 
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the  flue  gas  temperature,  or  determining  temperature  of  the 
feed  water,  and  various  special  instruments  which  make  a 
heating  plant  more  economical  are  indicated. 

In  closing  I  am  glad  again  to  have  this  opportunity  to  ex- 
press my  gratitude  to  the  Board  for  the  continued  support  and 
encouragement  of  every  member.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

We  have  the  honor  to  present  the  eighteenth  annual  report 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

The  personnel  of  the  Board  remains  the  same  as  at  the  time 
of  our  last  report. 

While  we  have  had  the  same  difficulty  as  other  hospitals  in 
retaining  officers  and  employees,  we  have  noted  a  gradual  im- 
provement in  the  situation  during  1920,  due,  we  believe,  to 
the  higher  wages  now  paid.  We  feel  encouraged  at  the  high 
grade  of  our  employees,  but  it  is  still  a  difficult  problem  to 
secure  in  the  numbers  needed  that  high  type  of  person  so 
essential  to  the  proper  care  of  the  mentally  ill. 

Much  has  been  said  as  to  the  need  of  obtaining  and  retain- 
ing those  persons  who  are  especially  adapted  by  education, 
tact  and  kindness  for  this  work,  and  of  the  method  of  retain- 
ing such  persons  in  our  employ  when  we  have  them  through 
good  housing,  considerate  treatment,  food  and  the  like,  but 
little  really  has  been  done  either  this  year  or  any  year  to  carry 
out  these  ideas.  We  have  fortunately  had  a  few  buildings  in 
which  suitable  living  conditions  have  been  offered,  but  they 
are  not  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  people  employed,  and 
we  believe  this  coming  year  a  real  effort  should  be  made  to 
provide  suitable  housing,  especially  at  an  institution  located 
like  this,  three  miles  from  any  community.  Surely  those 
whom  we  would  like  to  see  continue  in  the  work  should  be 
pleasantly  and  comfortably  housed,  and  we  believe  that  this, 
more  than  anything  else  we  can  do,  will  serve  to  elevate  the 
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standard  of  employees.  This  hospital  is  a  community  by  it- 
self, and  as  such  must  have  provisions  for  the  employees  sim- 
ilar to  those  furnished  in  industrial  lines.  This  can  be  done 
through  appropriations  of  relatively  small  amounts  of  money, 
and  will  unquestionably  show  its  reflection  in  the  better  care 
of  patients. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  not  a  single  vacant  room  for 
employees  that  should  be  added.  We  respectfully  urge  that 
our  request .  for  a  hospital  building  be  granted  this  year  in 
order  that  two  small  cottages  now  used  for  hospitals  may  be 
used  for  employees.  These  buildings  were  never  intended  for 
use  as  hospitals,  are  ill  adapted  to  this  purpose,  and  we  cannot 
urge  too  strongly  the  granting  of  an  appropriation  for  a  hospi- 
tal building.  It  is  one  of  the  tools  the  institution  needs.  This 
would  do  two  things,  —  provide  hospital  facilities,  and  free  two 
buildings  for  employees'  dwellings. 

When  this  institution  was  established  occupational  treatment 
was  the  prime  object,  and  patients  were  admitted  who  were 
on  the  average  forty  to  forty-five  years  of  age.  From  the 
beginning  occupational  treatment  has  been  actively  pushed, 
and  all  during  the  earlier  years  practically  every  patient  here 
was  kept  busy.  During  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  an 
increasing  number  of  sick  and  infirm,  and  those  who  formerly 
were  active  workers  and  well  are  now  becoming  feeble,  so  that 
special  buildings  are  needed  for  their  care.  This  having  been 
the  home  of  these  patients,  in  the  development  of  which  they 
have  had  an  active  part,  we  believe  they  should  be  cared  for 
here  in  the  days  of  their  infirmity,  and  urge  an  appropriation 
for  a  hospital  building  in  which  proper  medical  and  surgical 
care  can  be  given,  both  to  patients  and  employees. 

Need  of  a  Plan  of  Development. 

When  the  colony  was  started  in  1902  the  plan  of  develop- 
ment provided  for  the  addition  of  at  least  one  colony  group 
each  year,  which  program  was  followed  for  several  years.  In 
recent  years  no  special  plan  of  development  has  been  followed, 
and  no  new  colony  group  erected  since  1912,  except  two  small 
buildings  for  ten  patients  each  for  special  treatment. 
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We  believe  the  time  has  come  when  we  can  add  other  colony 
groups  to  help  care  for  the  increasing  numbers  and  without 
materially  increasing  the  overhead  cost  of  operating.  We  have 
already  arrived  at  a  stage  where  certain  officers  are  necessary 
for  the  proper  management  of  an  institution  of  the  present 
size  of  this  one,  and  there  would  be  no  need  of  increasing 
materially  these  employees  to  care  for  a  much  larger  number 
of  patients.  In  other  words,  we  have  an  organization  already 
which  could  economically  look  after  a  larger  institution. 

We  have  1,800  acres  of  land  upon  which  are  situated  many 
splendid  building  sites,  the  roads  have  largely  been  rebuilt, 
water  mains  have  been  laid,  electric  lights  and  telephone  cir- 
cuit installed,  and  the  development  of  the  institution  brought 
to  the  point  where  further  extensions  to  provide  for  numbers 
can  very  easily  and  economically  be  made.  In  our  building 
operations  the  patients  themselves  assist  largely  in  the  exca- 
vation, the  carrying  and  placing  of  materials,  and  actually  assist 
the  mechanics  in  their  work,  so  that  it  appears  to  us  that  we 
should  be  able  to  erect  other  colony  buildings  at  as  low,  or 
even  a  lower,  cost  than  they  can  be  done  at  most  hospitals. 

In  1919,  by  legislative  enactment,  the  colony  was  permitted 
to  receive  cases  by  direct  commitment  rather  than  by  trans- 
fer. Since  then  the  hospital  feature  has  been  gradually  de- 
veloping to  a  point  where  special  hospital  facilities  should  be 
provided. 

We  have  made  the  following  recommendations  for  special 
appropriations  this  year,  and  look  upon  each  request  as  very 
essential :  — 

1.  Hospital  for  75  Patients. — Requested  in  1919  and  again 
in  1920.  The  need  of  this  now  is  more  urgent  than  ever.  We 
have  no  suitable  hospital,  and  the  amount  of  medical  and 
surgical  hospital  work  is  annually  increasing. 

2.  Laundry  Building.  —  At  present  the  laundry  is  located  in 
the  basement  of  our  domestic  building  which  is  improperly 
arranged  for  the  machinery  now  there,  and  the  space  occupied 
by  it  is  badly  needed  for  dining-room  space.  At  present  there 
is  not  room  in  the  dining  room  to  seat  all  patients  together  at 
one  meal.     The  tables  have  to  be  set  up  twice  each  meal,  re- 
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suiting  in  poor   service,   long   hours  for   employees   and  poor 
economy.     This  request  has  been  made  each  year  since  1915. 

3.  Machine  Shop,  Addition  to  Power  House.  —  We  have  no 
machine  shop  and  one  is  badly  needed. 

4.  Barn  at  Belcher  Cottage.  —  At  present  there  is  not  suit- 
able room  for  the  milch  cows  we  have,  and  it  is  not  possible 
to  separate  the  tubercular  cows  who  have  reacted  from  the 
healthy  cows.  Space  is  also  needed  for  wagons,  carriages,  tools 
and  hay  storage. 

5.  Employees'  Cottage.  —  An  additional  employees'  cottage 
similar  to  those  we  now  have  is  needed,  but  if  a  hospital  build- 
ing is  granted,  then  the  present  hospital  cottages  may  be  used 
for  employees. 

6.  Additional  Water  Supply.  —  This  should  receive  study 
and  further  development  to  increase  the  amount  of  water. 

7.  Group  for  50  Male  Patients.  —  In  one  location  we  have 
approximately  75  acres  of  land  which  could  be  very  rapidly 
brought  under  intensive  cultivation  if  a  group  of  patients  were 
located  in  the  vicinity.  The  character  of  the  land  is  such 
that  such  a  group  by  comparatively  little  work  could  raise 
large  crops,  but  it  is  located  at  such  a  distance  from  anyexist- 
ing  building  that  we  cannot  do  more  than  remove  the  natural 
growth  of  hay  from  it. 

8.  Group  for  50  Female  Patients.  —  This  would  provide  for 
an  additional  number  of  patients  and  result  in  better  classifi- 
cation, permitting  men  to  occupy  a  cottage  previously  occupied 
by  women,  but  where  men  could  work  to  special  advantage 
on  the  farm. 

The  farm  has  produced  all  the  vegetables,  milk,  eggs  and 
poultry  used. 

The  assembly  hall  and  chapel  is  nearing  completion.  The 
building  for  disturbed  patients  is  also  nearly  finished. 

The  pass  under  the  railroad  has  been  built.  It  has  opened 
up  400  acres  of  land  beyond  the  track. 

The  work  of  the  hospital  staff  outside  the  hospital,  in  the  com- 
munity, has  grown  considerably,  and  is  proving  to  be  a  real  help 
to  the  community  and  to  the  hospital.  Now  that  we  are  an  ad- 
mitting hospital  the  work  for  the  medical  staff  is  bound  to  be 
more  interesting,  and  reflects  itself  in  better  care  of  patients. 
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We  now  purchase  electric  power  under  a  contract  of  1912 
for  ten  years.  A  study  should  be  made  to  determine  whether 
another  contract  should  be  entered  into. 

We  wish  to  renew  our  confidence  in  our  affable,  energetic 
and  able  superintendent,  Dr.  Charles  E.  Thompson.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

The  eighteenth  annual  report  of  the  superintendent  and 
treasurer  is  respectfully  submitted  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
November  30  and  the  hospital  year  ending  September  30. 

Those  to  whom  the  nature  and  work  of  the  colony  is  not 
familiar  should  bear  in  mind  for  a  better  understanding  of  this 
report  that  the  colony  was  established  by  the  Commonwealth 
in  1902,  to  see  what  progress  could  be  made  in  a  widely  scat- 
tered colony  hospital  through  occupational  treatment.  It  had 
transferred  to  it  from  other  hospitals  for  some  years  a  more 
able-bodied  type  of  chronic  patients.  In  1919  the  law  was 
amended,  and  since  June  1  of  that  year  a  district  comprising 
18  towns  and  cities,  with  a  total  population  of  upward  of 
100,000  people,  has  been  assigned,  from  which  patients  now 
come  under  the  same  forms  of  admission  and  commitment  as 
obtain  in  other  State  hospitals. 

The  colony  as  developed  is  a  community  by  itself,  2\  miles 
distant  from  the  towns  of  Gardner,  Westminster  and  Ash- 
burnham,  upon  1,800  acres  of  typical  New  England  land. 
Upon  this  tract  has  been  erected  a  central  so-called  receiving 
group  and  10  widely  scattered  colonies,  which  vary  in  size 
from  one  caring  for  13  patients  to  others  providing  for  100. 
There  are  several  providing  for  from  30  to  40  patients.  There 
are  now  under  care  868  patients  and  a  complement  of  168  em- 
ployees. There  has  also  been  developed  a  family-care  system, 
by  which  50  are  cared  for  in  families  in  surrounding  towns, 
the  object  being  to  provide  home  life  for  the  more  quiet  and 
chronic  type  of  patient,  and  a  way  in  which  those  who  are 
recovering  or  who  have  reached  a  stationary  mental  condition 
may  be  placed  in  order  to  demonstrate  their  ability  to  readapt 
themselves  to  community  environment.  At  the  present  time 
nearly  one-half  of  those  in  family  care  are  self-supporting. 

By  far  the  larger  number  of  our  patients  will  need  always 
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to  remain  under  care  and  supervision,  but  under  conditions 
in  which  they  can  assist  in  their  own  care  and  support.  This 
can  be  done  much  easier  in  a  colony-planned  hospital  than 
in  hospitals  constructed  as  formerly,  closely  connected  and 
with  limited  opportunities  for  employment. 

Movement  of  Population. 

On  Oct.  1,  1919,  there  were  under  care  885.  In  the  twelve 
months  following  89  were  admitted,  —  56  by  direct  admission, 
31  by  transfer,  2  for  temporary  care.  The  ages  of  those  ad- 
mitted for  the  first  time  were:  20  under  fifty,  28  over  fifty, 
10  over  sixty,  and  9  over  seventy  years  of  age.  There  have 
been  discharged  79,  —  25  as  recovered  and  improved;  11  as. 
not  improved;  and  39  have  died.  Of  those  who  died,  18  were 
under  fifty,  21  over  fifty,  16  over  sixty-five,  and  9  over  seventy 
years  of  age.  The  complete  statistical  tables  may  be  found 
on  page  35. 

Health. 

The  general  health  of  our  people  has  been  good,  but  each 
year  we  have  an  increasing  number  becoming  infirm  and  in- 
capacitated for  work.  Remembering  that  during  the  earlier 
years  of  the  colony  the  ages  of  those  transferred  here  averaged 
45,  it  will  be  understood  that  these  patients  are  nearing  the 
end  of  their  active  days,  and  from  now  on  better  infirmary  and 
hospital  accommodations  will  be  necessary. 

There  were  3  cases  of  measles  and  1  of  mumps.  Influenza, 
generally  prevalent  the  year  before,  this  year  appeared  at  2 
colonies  which  had  previously  escaped  it  under  the  then  strict 
quarantine  adopted.  The  disease  this  year  was  not  as  severe 
as  in  1919,  but  cases  of  pneumonia  were  more  frequent.  One- 
half  of  our  number  were  treated  with  anti-pneumonia  serum 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Public  Health,  the  re- 
maining number  was  reserved  as  a  control.  We  have  seen  no 
beneficial  results  from  this  treatment. 

Our  entire  number,  including  officers,  were  vaccinated  against 
smallpox  upon  recommendation  of  the  Department  of  Mental 
Diseases;  91.2  per  cent  "took."  This  clearly  demonstrates 
the  danger  in  omitting  vaccination,  and  has  been  made  a 
routine  procedure  just  as  is  typhoid  immunization. 
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Clinics  and  Consultations. 

The  work  of  the  out-patient  department  shows  a  gradual 
increase  each  year.  Eighteen  clinics  have  been  held  in  Fitch- 
burg,  Athol  and  Orange.  At  these  clinics  75  different  per- 
sons have  been  seen  for  consultation.  Seventeen  different 
cases  have  been  seen  in  their  homes;  3  in  other  hospitals;  2 
at  the  request  of  courts  for  determination  of  their  sanity;  69 
have  been  seen  for  the  determination  of  mental  age,  and  of 
these,  45  were  found  to  be  feeble-minded,  needing  special  care, 
and  24  were  backward  only.  Of  all  persons  seen  in  consulta- 
tion, 99,  the  diagnosis  made  was  feeble-minded,  55;  retarded 
less  than  three  years,  8;  insane,  12;  not  insane  or  feeble- 
minded, 3;    other  conditions,  21. 

Dentistry. 

In  the  first  years,  and  until  the  war  conditions  made  it  im- 
possible, we  had  the  services  of  a  dentist  part  time.  In  April, 
1920,  Walter  M.  Frizzell,  D.M.D.,  was  appointed  resident 
dentist,  and  a  graduate  nurse  was  appointed  full  time  to  assist 
him.  The  following  table  shows  work  accomplished  since  his 
appointment  (seven  months) :  —

There  is  need  in  a  hospital  like  this  for  a  large  amount  of 
dental  work  for  those  who  have  been  mentally  ill  for  a  long 
period,  as  well  as  those  who  have  been  recently  admitted. 
The  teeth  of  both  are  usually  found  to  be  in  a  very  bad  con- 
dition. The  important  thing  in  hospital  practice  is  to  pre- 
serve as  much  tooth  structure  and  masticating  surface  as 
possible,  because  so  many  of  our  patients  are  not  able  to  wear 
plates.  Where  plates  are  indicated  we  endeavor  to  have  the 
relatives  of  the  patient  supply  the  same,  as  the  cost  to  the 
State  in  large  numbers  would  be  great,  especially  as  frequent 
breakage  occurs.  Where  relatives  are  unable  to  furnish  plates 
they  are  furnished  by  the  hospital. 

Medical  Staff. 

Dr.  Milman  Pease  resigned  Jan.  21,  1920,  to  enter  private 
practice. 

Dr.  Florence  H.  Tresilian  resigned  April  10,  later  accepting 
appointment  to  the  staff  of  the  Westborough  State  Hospital. 

Walter  M.  Frizzell,  D.M.D.,  was  appointed  April  26. 

Penelope  Flett,  M.D.,  formerly  of  the  Reformatory  for 
Women,  Sherborn,  was  appointed  assistant  physician  April  12. 

Ransom  A.  Greene,  M.D.,  resigned  June  15,  1920,  to  accept 
an  appointment  on  the  staff  of  the  Danvers  State  Hospital. 

Winfred  Overholser,  M.D.,  formerly  on  the  staff  of  the 
Westborough  State  Hospital,  was  appointed  assistant  superin- 
tendent September  1. 

Association  Meetings. 

The  following  association  meetings  have  been  held  at  the 
colony  during  the  year:  the  Worcester  North  District  Medical 
Society,  July  6;  the  Wachusett  Valley  Nurses  Association, 
June  10;  the  Association  of  Stewards,  July  20;  the  Association 
of  Assistant  Physicians,  September  18. 
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Delegates  have  been  sent  to  the  New  England  Society  of 
Psychiatry  and  to  the  meetings  of  the  Association  of  Assistant 
Physicians,  to  the  National  Association  of  Dentists,  and  to 
the  course  for  institution  head  farmers  at  the  Amherst  Agri- 
cultural College.

As  this  was  the  prime  object  in  establishing  this  institution, 
so  has  it  been  the  one  thing  before  us  this  year  as  in  previous 
years.  While  much  has  been  done  in  the  branch  of  the  so- 
called  arts  and  crafts,  and  the  interest  that  develops  in  the 
patients  been  beneficial  to  those  engaged  therein,  our  par- 
ticular effort  has  been  to  raise,  make  and  produce  those  articles 
that  we  would  otherwise  be  compelled  to  purchase  or  go  with- 
out. We  have  continued  to  raise  all  our  vegetables,  milk, 
poultry,  eggs,  pork  and  a  considerable  amount  of  beef.  We 
make  all  clothing,  both  outer  and  under,  including  shoes, 
stockings,  caps,  etc.  We  have  developed  our  weaving  industry, 
started  in  previous  years,  to  the  point  that  we  are  now  making 
all  overalling  and  shirting  materia],  have  made  for  two  years 
all  of  our  blankets  for  patients,  and  this  year  have  made 
blankets  for  our  employees  from  our  own  wool.  In  addition 
we  are  weaving  all  bedspreads.  I  would  refer  you  to  page  22 
for  the  complete  list  of  articles  which  have  been  sufficient  for 
our  needs.  Labor  and  materials  have  been  high,  and  the  cost 
of  production  necessarily  high,  the  gain  being  shown  in  the 
mind  occupied. 

Personnel. 

In  the  filling  of  vacancies  when  they  occur,  and  in  the  keep- 
ing of  our  personnel,  I  believe  we  have  reason  to  feel  grateful, 
but  it  is  generally  understood  that  in  all  hospitals  it  is  difficult 
to  get  the  high  type  of  persons  desired  in  caring  for  the  men- 
tally ill.  We  desire  those  who  by  training,  by  tact  and  good 
judgment  are  fitted  and  wish  to  be  of  real  help  to  those  less 
fortunate.  We  may  talk  of  these  qualifications,  but  as  we 
look  about  and  analyse  average  people  these  qualifications  are, 
hard  to  get,  especially  at  the  wages  hospitals,  as  a  rule,  pay. 
Yet  it  does  not  seem  to  be  so  much  a  matter  of  pay  at  the 
present  time  as  of  suitable  housing.  While  it  seems  natural 
for  every  one  to  want  higher  wages  than  they  are  now  receiv- 
ing, we  find  that  good  food  and  good  housing  do  more  to  keep 
them  contented  than  higher  wages.  We  try  to  have  our  food 
satisfactory,  but  our  housing  conditions,  while  good  so  far  as 
they  go,  are  not  adequate  to  take  care  of  our  numbers,  and 
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it  is  at  the  present  moment  impossible  to  add  certain  badly 
needed  employees,  as  every  room  we  now  have  is  filled.  As 
all  can  see  better  housing  is  necessary,  it  does  seem  that  we 
should  be  given  some  relief,  especially  as  so  much  of  the  work 
on  construction  here  is  done  with  the  assistance  of  patient 
labor,  and  the  relative  cost  of  construction  small.  We  ask 
only  for  simple  one-story  cottage  buildings  which  we  will  de- 
sign and  erect  ourselves.  I  would  again  urge,  as  I  have  before, 
that  further  provisions  be  made.  We  are  two  and  one-half 
miles  from  any  village,  and  there  is  no  way  that  housing  can 
be  provided  unless  we  provide  it. 

Recreation  and  Diversion. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  occurring  under  this 
heading  was  our  annual  cattle  show  and  fair,  the  sixth,  held 
on  September  17  for  patients  and  on  September  18  for  the 
public.  On  public  day  there  were  over  4,000  people  present, 
and  from  the  continued  patronage  of  those  who  have  been 
here  in  previous  years,  we  feel  encouraged  to  believe  that  the 
fair  is  a  real  help,  not  only  to  the  colony,  but  to  the  members 
of  the  surrounding  community,  inasmuch  as  at  least  once  a 
year  they  come  and  inspect  the  institution  and  learn  of  its 
methods,  see  something  of  the  results,  and,  I  believe,  go  away 
with  a  feeling  about  State  hospitals  changed.  This  fair  has 
grown  to  a  point  where  it  requires  the  greatest  effort  of  every 
employee  and  interested  patient,  but  we  are  assured  that  the 
efforts  are  appreciated  and  the  results  obtained  valuable.  With 
the  receipts  of  the  year  before,  motion  picture  entertainments 
were  provided  on  fifteen  evenings  from  the  fair  fund,  while 
this  year  the  flying  horses  which  have  been  previously  hired 
have  now  been  purchased,  which  will  guarantee  our  having 
them  in  the  future,  as  well  as  their  use  on  other  days  than 
fair  days. 

There  have  been  fifteen  dances  for  patients  and  18  socials 
for  employees  arranged  by  their  own  committees.  New  Year's 
now  being  a  holiday  has  been  the  occasion  for  the  largest  of 
our  employees'  socials,  and  this  year  took  the  form  of  a  mas- 
querade ball  and  midnight  collation  with  special  features. 
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Christmas  Day  and  July  4  are  two  special  days  for  patients, 
having  been  celebrated  by  all-day  programs. 

A  hurdy-gurdy  has  been  purchased  for  use  about  our  out- 
lying colonies. 

The  orchestra  has  been  continued  and  enlarged,  and  at 
the  present  time  a  brass  band  is  making  very  favorable 
progress. 

Graphophone  concerts,  through  the  courtesy  of  George  J. 
Carroll,  Gardner,  have  been  furnished  at  intervals. 

Sleigh  rides  are  enjoyed  through  the  winter,  and  a  comfort- 
able pung,  seating  24,  has  been  purchased. 

Special  entertainers  have  given  entertainments  through  the 
year.  Jordan  Trio  on  December  25;  Harrell  on  February  22; 
James  Thrasher  on  April  8;  William  Foote  and  Beatrice 
Henderson  on  July  4;  Edward  Brigham  on  December  11;  S. 
Thompson  Blood  on  September  17,  and  a  balloon  ascension  on 
September  17. 

Additional  graphophones  have  been  purchased,  so  that  now 
each  department  has  its  own  graphophone  with  a  circulating 
library  of  records. 

We  are  especially  indebted  to  the  Heywood  Memorial 
Library  for  the  use  of  library  books,  700  in  number.

Construction. 

The  assembly  building,  appropriation  for  which  was  granted 
in  1919,  is  nearing  completion,  and  we  should  be  able  to  oc- 
cupy it  in  March. 

The  building  for  disturbed  men  is  also  nearing  completion, 
and  should  be  ready  by  April. 

An  underpass  under  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  has  been 
constructed  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Mental 
Diseases. 

An  appropriation  has  been  made  for  extension  to  water 
supply  to  the  Gardner  Cottages.  High  prices  have  been  en- 
countered and  a  delay  in  receiving  pipe,  but  this  work  will 
undoubtedly  be  completed  this  winter. 

An  additional  sheep  barn  has  been  constructed  at  the  West- 
minster Cottage  group. 

Extensions  and  Improvements  recommended. 

I  have  studied  with  your  Board  our  special  needs.  These 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Mental  Diseases 
for  their  consideration,  and  I  will  simply  list  those  here  with 
a  word  as  to  each. 

1.  Hospital  for  75. —  We  have  no  hospital  accommodations 
at  present,  but  are  using  two  small  buildings,  ill  adapted  to 
the  purpose,  and  intended  for  other  simpler  uses.  Our  medical 
and  surgical  work  is  rapidly  increasing  in  amount,  and  by  the 
time  this  building  is  ready,  if  provided  this  year,  it  will  im- 
mediately be  filled. 

2.  Laundry  Building.  —  Requested  several  times,  and  the 
reasons  are  the  same:  the  need  of  better  laundry  facilities 
and  better  dining-room  accommodations  by  extending  the  din- 
ing room  into  the  present  laundry  space. 

3.  Employees'  Cottages. — Needed;  and  if  the  employees  we 
should  have  are  employed,  cottages  must  be  provided.  If  a 
hospital  building  is  provided  the  employees'  cottages  need  not 
be. 
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4.  Verandas  on  Wards.  —  These  verandas  we  would  con- 
struct ourselves  on  our  men's  and  women's  wards  to  allow 
for  outside  sleeping  porches.  More  patients  would  be  ac- 
commodated thereby. 

5.  Additional  Water  Supply.  —  This  has  been  under  study 
for  some  time,  and  should  be  enlarged  this  year. 

6.  Machine  Shop.  —  We  have  no  machine  shop  at  the  present 
time,  and  our  power  house  is  crowded  with  pipe,  pipe  covering, 
motors  and  fittings,  both  engineering  and  electrical,  for  which 
there  is  no  proper  space. 

7.  Group  for  50  Male  Patients.  —  This  is  especially  needed, 
as  one  piece  of  land  is  just  waiting  for  50  men  to  develop  it, 
when  it  is  sure  to  raise  tremendous  crops,  and  which  cannot 
be  handled  from  any  group  we  now  have. 

8.  Group  for  50  Female  Patients.  —  This  would  provide  in 
part  for  the  increasing  number  under  care,  and  would  allow 
us  to  reclassify  our  patients  and  place  more  men  on  one  farm 
where  they  are  needed. 

9.  The  question  of  renewing  our  contract  with  the  Gardner 
Electric  Light  Company  should  receive  special  study.  The 
ten-year  contract  which  we  are  now  operating  under  expires 
in  1922.  It  is  possible  that  a  larger  generator  will  have  to  be 
installed  if  in  the  future  we  are  to  generate  current. 

For  the  continued  support  and  encouragement  of  every 
member  of  your  Board  I  am  glad  to  embrace  this  opportunity 
to  express  my  gratitude.

TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

We  have  the  honor  to  present  the  nineteenth  annual  report 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

The  physical  plant,  while  insufficient  in  many  essential  par- 
ticulars, is  being  maintained  in  good  condition  and  used  to  the 
limit  of  its  capacity.  There  is  not  an  idle  building,  empty 
room  or  piece  of  unused  equipment  in  the  colony. 

An  assembly  hall  and  recreation  building,  providing  a  large 
assembly  room  with  stage  and  moving-picture  booth,  a  bowling 
alley,  men's  smoking  room,  lounge  and  kitchen  facilities,  has 
been  completed  during  the  year  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$40,000,  including  furnishings  and  connecting  the  building  by 
subway  construction  to  the  central  heating  plant.  All  the  work 
of  erecting  this  building  was  performed  by  our  own  mechanics, 
assisted  by  patients'  labor.  The  bricks  for  the  interior  wall 
lining  were  made  by  our  own  labor  on  the  premises.  The  cost 
of  construction  was  less  than  the  lowest  independent  contract 
bid  received  on  open  bidding.  The  successful  and  economical 
construction  of  this  building  demonstrates  that  we  are  able  to 
build  such  other  buildings  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  needed 
at  the  colony  at  a  substantial  saving  to  the  Commonwealth. 
The  addition  of  this  building  to  our  equipment  fills  a  long-felt 
want.  It  provides  for  suitable  recreation  facilities,  a  place  for 
religious  worship,  and  removes  from  the  infirmary  buildings 
activities  which  were  neither  suitable  nor  proper  to  be  conducted 
therein. 

Our  present  building  accommodations  are  taxed  to  capacity, 
and  the  institution  can  neither  grow  nor  function  properly 
without  immediate  additions. 
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As  pointed  out  in  our  last  annual  report,  we  believe  the  time 
has  come  when  we  can  add  other  colony  groups  to  care  for  in- 
creasing numbers  without  materially  adding  to  the  overhead 
cost  of  operation.  We  have  already  arrived  at  a  stage  where 
certain  additional  officers  are  necessary  for  the  proper  manage- 
ment of  the  institution,  but  there  would  be  no  need  of  ma- 
terially increasing  the  number  of  employees  to  care  for  a  much 
larger  number  of  patients. 

The  colony  has  1,800  acres  of  land  upon  which  are  many 
splendid  building  sites.  The  roads  have  largely  been  rebuilt; 
water  mains  have  been  laid;  electric  lights  and  telephone 
circuits  installed;  and  the  development  of  the  institution 
brought  to  the  point  where  further  extensions  to  provide  for 
larger  numbers  can  very  easily  and  economically  be  made. 

The  colony  is  now  a  receiving  hospital  by  direct  commitment 
as  well  as  by  transfer  from  other  insane  institutions.  The  re- 
ceiving hospital  feature  has  developed  to  a  point  where  special 
facilities  should  be  provided  to  properly  treat  acute  patients 
who  are  directly  committed  to  it. 

To  properly  perform  the  work  the  colony  is  now  called  upon 
to  do,  and  provide  for  its  growth,  certain  essential  buildings 
should  be  constructed. 

We  make  the  following  recommendations  for  special  appro- 
priations: — 

1.  Hospital  for  75  Patients. — Requested  in  1919,  1920  and 
1921.  The  hospital  facilities  of  the  institution  for  surgical  and 
medical  treatment  of  both  inmates  and  employees  consist  of 
two  small  wooden  cottages  having  accommodations  for  18 
people  each.  At  present,  because  of  lack  of  room  elsewhere, 
we  are  obliged  to  house  eight  employees  in  these  buildings  as 
well  as  the  sick.  This  necessity  exposes  the  sick  to  the  dis- 
turbance and  noise  of  persons  going  in  and  out,  and  compels 
the  employees  to  live  under  unattractive  and  restrictive  con- 
ditions. The  buildings  are  not  fireproof  or  sanitary,  and  are 
wholly  unsuited  to  provide  the  proper  surgical  or  medical 
facilities  required  for  a  population  of  nearly  1,100  people.  We 
have  plans  for  a  hospital  with  a  capacity  of  75  patients,  with 
proper  surgical,  medical  and  laboratory  equipment.  To  this 
should  be  added  a  ward  for  the  treatment  of  acute  cases  which 
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now  come  to  us  direct.  With  such  a  hospital  we  could  care  for 
all  our  sick,  the  acute  cases,  the  dental  and  laboratory  work, 
greatly  enlarge  and  improve  the  work  of  the  medical  staff,  and 
furnish  training  for  nurses  and  attendants.  The  cottages  now 
used  for  hospital  purposes  could  then  be  used  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  16  employees.  At  present  we  are  seven  employees 
short  of  our  quota  because  we  have  no  place  to  put  them,  and 
eight  others  are  forced  to  travel  to  and  fro  between  the  colony 
and  Gardner.  We  cannot  continue  short  handed  much  longer, 
or  expect  employees  to  stay  with  us  who  have  to  travel  six 
miles  to  work  or  sleep  in  a  hospital.  The  building  of  the  hos- 
pital would  solve  two  problems,  —  hospital  accommodations 
and  employees'  quarters. 

2.  Alteration  of  Infirmary  Buildings.  —  We  have  two  in- 
firmary buildings,  one  for  men,  the  other  for  women,  each 
having  accommodations  for  175  persons.  These  buildings  are 
filled  to  capacity.  As  at  present  arranged,  no  proper  classifica- 
tion of  patients  can  be  made.  The  noisy,  nervous,  excited,  un- 
tidy and  depressed  all  mingle  together  in  the  common  rooms. 
The  construction  of  the  buildings  is  such  that  at  very  little  ex- 
pense they  could  each  be  divided  into  three  wards  affording 
opportunity  for  classification  of  patients,  with  a  consequent  im- 
provement in  the  care  and  treatment  of  all.  Such  a  division  of 
these  buildings  would  require  the  construction  of  two  separate 
toilet  and  bath  additions  to  each  building.  We  also  recom- 
mend the  construction  of  a  screened  veranda  on  each  building, 
which  will  improve  its  appearance  and  afford  opportunity  for 
open-air  treatment.  The  adoption  of  this  recommendation  will 
greatly  improve  the  scientific  care  and  treatment  of  those  of  our 
patients  who  need  it  the  most. 

3.  Superintendent's  House.  —  The  superintendent  of  the 
colony  now  lives  in  rooms  on  the  second  floor  of  the  three- 
storied  administration  building.  On  the  ground  floor  are  the 
offices  of  administration,  records,  clerical  forces  and  reception 
rooms.  The  third  floor  is  used  as  sleeping  rooms  for  the  at- 
tendants and  employees  of  both  the  day  and  night  forces.  The 
rooms  now  occupied  by  the  superintendent  could  be  used  for 
other  needed  purposes  if  he  was  housed  elsewhere.  The  quar- 
ters  of  the   superintendent   are   noisy   and  inconvenient,    and 
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their  arrangement  interferes  with  the  enjoyment  of  the  privacy 
and  quiet  home  life  to  which  he  and  his  family  are  entitled. 

4.  Laundry  Building.  —  Its  present  location  is  in  the  base- 
ment of  our  domestic  building.  The  domestic  building  was 
originally  planned  to  seat  180  people  at  meals.  It  is  now  called 
on  to  accommodate  340,  which  means  setting  up  and  clearing 
off  the  tables  six  times  per  day.  The  presence  of  the  laundry  in 
this  building  brings  with  it  the  constant  dampness  and  excessive 
heat  of  such  a  plant,  while  the  laundry  work  is  performed  under 
poor  conditions  as  to  light  and  sanitation.  We  recommend  the 
construction  of  a  laundry  building  for  the  machinery  and  work 
of  this  department,  and  thus  provide  in  the  domestic  building 
the  additional  place  needed  for  the  preparation  of  food  and  its 
proper  and  economical  service. 

5.  Employees'  Cottages.  ■ — ■  Additional  employees'  cottages  sim- 
ilar to  those  we  now  have  are  sadly  needed  unless  the  requests 
for  the  hospital  building  and  superintendent's  house  are  granted. 
If  the  hospital  is  built,  then  the  present  hospital  cottages  can 
be  used  for  employees. 

6.  Machine  Shop.  —  We  have  no  machine  shop  except  a  little 
space  in  the  power  house,  and  such  a  shop  is  sadly  needed. 

7.  Barn  at  Belcher  Cottage.  —  As  reported  last  year  a  new 
barn  should  be  constructed  at  the  Belcher  Cottage  to  provide 
for  the  increase  of  our  herd  and  assist  in  the  elimination  of 
tuberculosis.  Added  barn  space  is  also  needed  for  the  housing 
of  farm  machinery. 

8.  Two  New  Group  Buildings.  —  We  have  a  sufficient  amount 
of  land  which  could  rapidly  be  brought  under  cultivation  if  new 
groups  of  patients  were  located  upon  it.  Two  group  buildings, 
one  for  50  male,  and  one  for  50  female,  patients,  would  permit 
a  better  classification  and  better  all-round  work  at  the  institu- 
tion. 

9.  Additional  Water  Supply.  —  Within  the  year  the  Gardner 
Cottages  have  been  added  to  our  water  system,  and  in  the 
event  of  a  drought  we  do  not  believe  that  the  water  supply 
will  be  adequate  to  furnish  water  for  domestic  use  and  fire  pro- 
tection. We  recommend  that  a  study  be  made  of  our  water 
supply  with  a  view  to  developing  and  increasing  it. 

We  especially  urge  the  very  great  need  of  the  following  new 
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buildings,  above  recommended,  namely:  hospital,  alteration  of 
infirmary  buildings,  superintendent's  house  and  laundry.  The 
construction  and  alteration  of  these  buildings  would  do  much 
to  relieve  the  congestion  in  the  administration  and  domestic 
buildings;  provide  sadly  needed  quarters  for  employees;  furnish 
adequate  hospital  facilities  for  the  sick  and  acute  cases;  and 
work  a  decided  improvement  in  the  care  and  treatment  of 
patients. 

The  record  of  the  year's  work,  detailed  in  the  report  of  the 
superintendent,  shows  a  satisfactory  record  of  service  to  the 
immediate  community  at  the  colony  and  a  gratifying  contribu- 
tion of  service  to  the  district  which  it  serves. 

We  commend  the  loyal  and  efficient  work  of  our  devoted 
superintendent,  Dr.  Charles  E.  Thompson,  of  the  staff  and  of 
the  employees  of  the  colony.  It  is  due  to  their  loyal  and  de- 
voted service  that  we  are  able  to  report  so  satisfactory  a  con- 
dition at  the  Gardner  State  Colony,  handicapped  as  we  are  by 
insufficient  equipment.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

I  respectfully  present  herewith  the  nineteenth  annual  report 
of  the  superintendent  and  treasurer  for  the  hospital  year  ending 
September  30  and  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30. 

Movement  of  Population. 
The  census  on  Sept.  30,  1920,  was  as  follows:  526  men  and 
369  women,  —  a  total  of  895.  Received  during  the  year:  47 
men  and  33  women,  —  a  total  of  80.  Of  these,  37  were  ad- 
mitted for  the  first  time,  11  were  readmitted,  and  32  trans- 
ferred from*  other  hospitals.  The  number  cared  for  during  the 
year  was  573  men  and  402  women,  —  a  total  of  975.  There 
have  been  discharged  during  the  year  24  men  and  17  women,  — 
a  total  of  41;  and  there  have  been  removed  by  death  22  men 
and  14  women,  —  a  total  of  36.  There  remain,  therefore,  on 
Sept.  30,  1921,  527  men  and  371  women,  —  a  total  of  898. 

Family  Care  Department. 
On  Sept.  30,  1920,  there  were  51  residing  in  families  under 
our  care.  During  the  year  38  have  been  placed  in  families  and 
42  returned,  so  that  on  Sept.  30,  1921,  we  have  placed  in 
families  5  men,  and  42  women,  —  a  total  of  47.  Of  these,  14 
have  been  made  self-supporting. 

Out-patient  Work. 
We  have  continued  to  hold  a  clinic  monthly  in  Fitchburg, 
meeting  also  in  consultation  without  charge  those  needing  ad- 
vice. It  is  gratifying  to  report  an  increasing  amount  of  this 
work;  108  different  persons  have  been  given  advice  and  treat- 
ment recommended  during  the  year.  From  the  beginning  of  the 
colony  we  have  believed  that  it  should  become  a  hospital  in 
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fact  for  the  district,  co-operating  in  every  possible  way  with 
the  community,  and  ready  at  all  times  to  meet  the  demands 
made  upon  it.  We  are  pleased  to  note  an  increasing  confidence 
in  the  hospital,  and  have  noticed  the  changing  attitude  of  the 
public  toward  this,  a  type,  a  kind  of  hospital  for  which  people 
in  years  past  have  had  more  or  less  dread.  Every  effort  is 
being  made  to  make  the  people  of  the  district  understand  that 
it  is  their  hospital  in  which  they  must  take  an  interest,  and  to 
which  those  who  need  care  should  come  early  and  willingly,  not 
a  hospital  operated  by  the  State,  with  no  connection  whatever 
with  the  district,  and  in  which  the  people  of  the  district  should 
have  no  interest. 

General  Health. 

There  has  been  no  outbreak  of  any  contagious  disease  during 
the  year,  and  the  general  health  of  both  officers  and  patients 
has  been  good.  It  is  well  known  that  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  are  reasonably  numerous  in  State  hospitals  of  this 
kind,  and  of  those  who  died  during  the  year,  13  have  died  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  We  have  no  facilities  for  isolating  the 
active  cases  of  tuberculosis.  It  is  important  that  this  should  be 
done  in  the  very  near  future. 

All  new  arrivals,  both  patients  and  officers,  are  vaccinated  as 
a  preventive  against  smallpox,  and  inoculated  with  anti-typhoid 
serum  which  is  repeated  every  second  year.  We  have  been 
fortunate  in  having  had  but  one  case  of  typhoid  fever  since  the 
colony  was  opened  in  1902. 

Two  years  ago  one-half  of  our  patients  were  given  anti- 
pneumococcus  serum,  the  other  half  being  retained  as  a  control. 
Neither  that  year  nor  since  have  we  seen  results  from  this 
serum  treatment,  beneficial  or  otherwise. 

Dentistry. 
Walter  M.  Frizzell,  D.M.D.,  assisted  by  a  graduate  nurse, 
gives  entire  time  to  work  in  dentistry.     The  following  table 
shows  the  amount  of  work  done  during  the  year :  — ■

Medical  Staff. 

Penelope  Flett,  M.D.,  resigned  on  June  25,  1921,  from  the 
position  of  assistant. 

Maver  M.  Lee,  M.D.,  was  appointed  junior  assistant  July 
24,  1921,  leaving  Oct.  1,  1921,  to  return  to  New  York. 

Winfred  Overholser,  M.D.,  assistant  superintendent,  trans- 
ferred to  assistant  superintendent  of  the  Medfield  State  Hos- 
pital, terminated  his  services  Oct.  8,  1921. 

The  vacancy  in  the  position  of  assistant  superintendent  was 
filled  by  the  appointment  of  Arthur  N.  Ball,  M.D.,  formerly 
senior  assistant  at  the  Northampton  State  Hospital,  who 
assumed  his  duties  Nov.  3,  1921. 

The  position  made  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Lee  has 
been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  John  A.  Holland,  M.D.,  who 
began  his  work  Nov.  15,  1921. 

Although  changes  on  the  medical  staff  have  occurred  with 
considerable  frequency,  it  is  undoubtedly  desirable  to  advance 
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physicians  as  rapidly  as  consistent  with  good  work.  It  is  not 
generally  known  among  practicing  physicians,  or  those  recently 
graduated  from  the*medical  schools,  what  a  fertile  field  for  their 
activity  is  offered  in  our  State  hospitals.  Were  it  generally 
understood  there  would  be  no  shortage  at  any  time.  It  is  only 
a  question  of  time  when  physicians  will  come  to  realize  this. 

A.  F.  Lowell,  M.D.,  of  Gardner,  consulting  surgeon,  has 
continued  to  do  our  surgical  work  as  needed;  18  major  opera- 
tions have  been  done  by  him  during  the  year.  Although  the 
two  buildings  now  used  for  hospitals  are  entirely  unsuited  for 
the  purpose,  it  has  been  necessary  to  install  a  sterilizing  equip- 
ment therein,  and  now  for  the  first  time  we  are  able  to  do 
major  surgical  operations  under  strict  aseptic  conditions. 

Taking  of  finger  prints  has  for  some  years  been  considered, 
especially  in  connection  with  criminals,  but  in  my  opinion  it  is 
bound  to  be  used  in  many  other  fields,  and  for  the  purposes  of 
identification  we  have  installed  a  finger-printing  outfit,  and  all 
patients  now  have  records  kept  of  their  finger  prints.  Under 
certain  conditions  we  believe  these  may  prove  of  value. 

Occupational  Therapy. 

Our  interest  has  been  continued  in  worth-while  occupations, 
particularly  adapted  to  the  class  and  type  of  patients  under 
our  care.  Considering  the  type  of  patient,  it  is  far  better  that 
they  should  be  occupied  in  producing  articles  from  which  they 
will  receive  benefit,  rather  than  to  concentrate  our  whole  energy 
on  so-called  arts  and  crafts.  Much  work  has  been  accomplished 
in  the  division  of  arts  and  crafts  for  those  for  whom  it  is  par- 
ticularly suited.  I  have  outlined  in  previous  reports  that  all 
vegetables,  milk,  eggs,  poultry  and  pork  are  produced  on  our 
farm,  not  purchased,  and  all  clothing,  shoes  and  articles  of 
wearing  apparel  are  made  in  our  industrial  rooms.  The  cannery 
has  been  developed  this  year,  and  the  farm  has  produced  much 
for  this  department. 

As  time  goes  on  we  notice  a  larger  number  of  old  and  infirm 
patients  requiring  infirmary  or  hospital  care.  There  is  need  of 
greater  interest  in  the  lesser  industries  in  our  infirmaries,  which 
will  increase  undoubtedly  in  size  each  year.  With  this  in  mind, 
instruction  has  been  given  three  days  each  week  during  the 
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winter  and  spring  months  to  nurses  and  attendants,  who  from 
now  on  will  be  expected  to  assist  the  occupational  therapist 
even  more  than  we  have  in  the  past.  t 

A  meeting  of  the  departments  of  the  occupational  therapists 
of  the  various  Massachusetts  State  hospitals  was  held  at  the 
colony  May  19. 

An  exhibit  of  arts  and  crafts  was  sent  to  the  Barre  Agri- 
cultural Fair  September  29  and  30,  and  a  live-stock  exhibit  to 
the  Gardner  Fair  September  15. 

Diversion. 

Sixteen  dances  for  patients  have  been  held,  and  17  socials 
and  dances  for  employees.  There  have  been  7  stereopticon 
lectures  and  17  motion  picture  entertainments.  Christmas  and 
Fourth  of  July  have  been  suitably  observed  and  the  following 
entertainments  held:  "The  Boyds,"  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ernst  Henri 
Boyd,  December  25;  New  Year's  parties  December  31  and 
January  1;  ventriloquist  and  juggling  act  February  22;  a  male 
quartette  February  27;  minstrel  show  January  1;  song  recital 
by  Miss  Florence  G.  Hanscom,  May  20;  a  band  concert 
assisted  by  tenor  soloist  May  30;  a  May  party  May  8;  a  band 
concert  with  soloist  and  reader  July  4.  The  seventh  annual 
fair  and  cattle  show  was  held  September  9  and  10.  There  were 
approximately  3,500  visitors  on  the  public  day.  The  merry-go- 
round  purchased  by  the  employees  from  the  proceeds  of  the  fair 
has  been  much  enjoyed  by  the  patients. 

We  have  received  during  the  year  22  subscriptions  to  non- 
medical magazines  for  use  on  the  wards.  The  Heywood  Me- 
morial Library  of  Gardner  has  continued  to  send  us  books  for 
circulation  free  of  charge.  This  makes  rather  unnecessary  the 
building  up  of  a  library  at  the  colony. 

Our  orchestra  and  band  have  furnished  music  on  all  special 
occasions  during  the  year. 

The  Farm. 
Under  the  direction  of  head  farmer  Myron  L.  Marr  the  opera- 
tion of  the  farm  activities  has  been  more  satisfactory  than  in 
any  previous  year.     There  have  been  under  cultivation  323 
acres,  as  follows:    garden,  50  acres;    field  crops,  85;    upland 
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hay,  70;  meadow,  100;  orchard  and  small  fruits,  18.  There 
have  been  made  ready  for  cultivation  130  acres.  In  the  tables 
following  you  will  find  the  farm  report  in  detail :  —

Under  the  supervision  of  E.  J.  Forristall,  the  farm  expert  of 
the  Department  of  Mental  Diseases,  potato  tuber  unit  work 
has  been  done  this  year.  This  will  prove  of  greater  interest  in 
years  to  follow,  when  seed  from  these  special  units  will  be 
studied  closely. 

At  the  cannery  there  were  canned:  blueberries,  740  gallons; 
tomatoes,  1,457  gallons;  beans,  1,310  gallons;  corn,  2,027 
quarts.  In  addition  to  this,  canning  is  done  at  all  kitchen  de- 
partments, as  shown  on  page  26. 

The  propagation  of  bees  has  been  continued  with  great  value 
to  crops,  and  550  pounds  of  honey  produced. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  tuberculosis  is  prevalent  in  our  herd 
of  cows,  a  pasteurizer  has  been  installed  which  required  also  the 
construction  of  a  boiler  house  and  the  installation  of  a  high- 
pressure  boiler.     All  milk  is  now  pasteurized. 

Centralization  of  poultry  and  poultry  houses  has  been  con- 
tinued and  with  a  greater  profit,  but  has  removed  a  desirable 
industry  from  our  colony  groups. 

For  the  past  three  years  we  have  been  building  up  a  flock  of 
sheep.  We  now  have  218  sheep  and  lambs,  which  produced 
1,100  pounds  of  wool  and  1,107  pounds  of  lamb  for  food.  With 
our  available  pasturage  sheep  raising  ought  to  show  a  good  re- 
turn. 
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A  "12-20"  Hyder  tractor  has  been  purchased  in  place  of  the 
smaller  "9-16"  Hyder  used  previously. 

The  ice  storm  of  November  27  and  28  prevailing  throughout 
Massachusetts  did  much  damage  to  our  young  shade  and 
orchard  trees. 

The  table  following  will  show  the  amount  of  lumber  cut,  and 
the  next  table  the  amount  of  grading  and  road  work. 

At  the  sawmill  there  were  cut  and  sawed  50,000  feet  of 
lumber.

Supplies. 

For  a  number  of  years  practically  all  supplies  of  every  kind 
have  been  purchased  on  proposals  sent  out  to  those  who  wish 
to  bid,  each  month.  There  has  been  an  increasing  number  of 
articles  purchased  in  combination  with  other  hospitals,  a  system 
which  is  extending  to  a  majority  of  the  major  supplies  used  at 
our  hospitals.  No  purchases  of  any  considerable  amount  are 
made  without  competitive  bids.  As  can  be  readily  imagined, 
co-operative  purchases  of  thirteen  hospitals  are  so  large  that 
all  the  benefits  of  large  purchases  are  obtained  by  such  combi- 
nation. 

Improvements. 

Two  hundred  feet  of  subway  extension  for  steam  and  electric 
lines  were  completed. 

The  assembly  and  recreation  building,  under  construction  last 
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year,  has  been  completed,  and  furnishes  us  a  place  for  entertain- 
ment and  recreation  such  as  we  have  never  had  before.  In  this 
new  building  the  basement  has  been  fitted  up  as  a  rest,  lounging 
and  reading  room  for  the  employees,  with  bowling  alleys,  pool 
tables,  smoke  room,  lunch  and  candy  counter,  and  has  already 
shown  that  it  is  going  to  do  very  much  indeed  toward  better 
contentment  of  our  people.  The  hall  upstairs  will  seat  500, 
whereas  before  the  largest  room  we  have  had  in  which  to 
gather  has  been  a  ward  sitting  room.  In  this  assembly  room 
we  will  now  be  able  to  have  entertainments  and  religious 
services  for  as  many  as  care  to  gather  together.  Instruction, 
games,  drills  and  exercises  will  be  carried  on  here  under  medical 
supervision. 

A  building  for  disturbed  men,  under  construction  last  year, 
is  nearing  completion. 

The  appropriation  for  extension  of  a  6-inch  water  main  to 
the  Gardner  Cottages  proved  insufficient,  and  on  Jan.  5,  1921, 
the  contractor  turned  the  work  over  to  us  to  finish,  with  1,015 
feet  of  trench  not  dug,  400  feet  one-half  dug,  and  2,150  feet  of 
pipe  to  place  and  lay.  This  work  has  been  carried  through  to 
completion  with  our  own  force. 

An  employee's  bungalow  has  been  completed  and  is  occupied 
by  our  chief  engineer  and  family. 

A  piggery  for  breeding  purposes,  60  feet  in  length,  has  been 
completed,  and  a  similar  one  is  now  under  construction,  which, 
owing  to  the  weather,  will  not  be  completed  this  year. 

A  vegetable  storage  cellar  at  the  receiving  group  has  been 
completed  to  the  point  of  putting  on  the  roof  which  cannot  be 
done  at  this  time  of  the  year. 

The  new  paint  shop  has  been  completed  and  is  now  occupied. 

Special  Appropriations  recommended. 

The  following  special  recommendations  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Department  of  Mental  Diseases :  — 

1.  Hospital  for  75.  —  I  cannot  urge  too  strongly  the  need  of 
such  a  building.  We  are  now  using  two  wooden  buildings  built 
for  an  entirely  different  purpose,  fire  traps,  housing  only  18 
each,  and  in  these,  because  of  shortage  in  other  buildings,  are 
housed  8  employees,  a  place  in  which  employees  should  never 
be  permitted  to  live.    At  the  present  time  we  have  no  suitable 
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building  to  which  new  cases  can  be  admitted,  in  which  cases  a 
suitable  hospital  atmosphere  is  so  essential.  I  feel  so  strongly 
that  this  building  should  be  constructed  without  delay  that  I 
would  urge  that  if  necessary  no  other  construction  of  any  kind 
be  attempted  this  year,  but  that  we  have  this  hospital  building. 

2.  A  Laundry  Building.  —  This  has  been  advocated  for 
several  years.  The  laundry  now  takes  up  space  badly  needed 
for  dining  rooms.  The  mangle  and  dryers  are  in  rooms  in 
which  it  is  not  at  all  suitable  that  men  should  work,  because  of 
the  intense  heat  and  lack  of  ventilation.  System  in  our  laundry 
is  decidedly  lacking,  and  will  be  until  larger  space  allows  for 
marking,  sorting  and  distribution. 

3.  Machine  Shop  Addition.  —  At  present  the  mechanics  have 
no  place  in  which  to  keep  their  tools  or  stock  except  the  room 
intended  for  an  engine  room,  which  room  will  be  needed  if  a 
new  generator  is  installed. 

4.  Farm  Barn  at  Belcher  Cottage.  —  Our  herd  has  increased 
in  size  to  a  point  where  we  have  insufficient  room  for  them. 
The  problem  of  segregating  the  young  stock  from  the  rest  of 
the  cattle  also  requires  still  more  room,  and  only  temporarily 
can  we  provide  for  them  at  outlying  cottage  barns.  In  such  a 
barn  a  dairy  should  be  provided. 

5.  Employees'  Cottage.  —  We  now  have  three  cottages  for  em- 
ployees, each  housing  12.  In  our  quota  of  employees  are 
allowed  some  five  that  we  cannot  employ,  as  we  have  no  living 
rooms  for  them.  In  addition,  several  live  in  Gardner  and  work 
at  the  colony  and  return  to  Gardner  at  night.  An  employees' 
cottage  is  badly  needed.  If  the  hospital  building  is  provided, 
then  the  two  buildings  used  as  hospitals  could  be  used  as  em- 
ployees' cottages  and  this  item  omitted. 

6.  Water  Supply.  —  As  our  supply  is  limited  at  its  source, 
some  very  definite  provision  should  be  made  this  year,  either 
in  the  way  of  obtaining  a  new  source,  or  purchasing  from  the 
town  of  Ashburnham.     Something  should  be  done. 

7.  Group  for  50  Male  Patients.  —  Recommended  if  increase  in 
numbers  makes  it  necessary  to  provide  further  accommodations. 
A  building  of  the  cottage  type  can  be  constructed  here  at  a 
very  nominal  cost. 

8.  Group  for  50  Female  Patients.  —  Our  organization  permits 
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of  extension  at  this  time  without  materially  increasing  the 
number  of  employees  other  than  attendants.  The  size  of  the 
tract  of  land  here  will  permit  growth  to  an  institution  several 
times  the  size  of  the  present  one,  with  attendant  lowering  of 
administrative  costs. 

Improvements  recommended. 

1.  Fabricated  steel  towers  to  carry  our  electric  and  telephone 
wires  across  the  Fitchburg  Division  Railroad  are  demanded  by 
the  railroad  company.  We  now  have  wires  crossing  on  wooden 
poles  in  three  places,  and  it  is  not  considered  safe. 

2.  Electric  Power.  —  We  have  had  a  contract  with  the  Con- 
necticut River  Power  Company  for  the  past  ten  years.  This 
expires  in  1922,  and  either  should  be  renewed,  or  a  larger 
generator  installed  in  our  power  plant. 

3.  The  road  to  Gardner,  2|  miles  in  length,  being  in  bad 
condition,  should  be  remade,  the  State  and  town  to  divide  the 
cost  equally. 

4.  Extension  at  the  source  of  our  water  supply  should  be 
made  or  provision  made  for  the  purchase  of  water.  At  the 
present  time  there  is  not  enough  water  at  the  source  as  de- 
veloped to  supply  our  needs  during  dry  periods. 

5.  Subway  work  should  be  continued  to  provide  for  renewing 
steam,  water  and  electric  lines. 

6.  A  brick  or  stone  garage  for  housing  cars  of  the  State 
should  be  erected,  as  they  are  now  housed  in  a  wooden  building 
which  is  a  decidedly  improper  place  because  of  the  danger  of  fire. 

7.  The  water  pipe  line  for  general  and  fire  service  should  be 
extended  at  the  receiving  group,  at  the  Gardner  Cottage  group, 
and  at  the  Wachusett  Cottage. 

8.  Verandas  and  additional  toilet  facilities  on  our  men's  and 
women's  infirmaries  should  be  provided.  At  the  present  time 
we  have  large  numbers  of  patients  in  these  two  buildings  of  all 
classes,  —  those  acutely  ill  who  have  just  come  for  treatment, 
those  who  are  disturbed,  the  demented  and  untidy  and  those 
who  are  recovering.  A  mixture  of  so  many  classes  should  not 
be  allowed  to  continue.  These  buildings,  however,  are  so  con- 
structed that  with  toilet  facilities  and  verandas,  at  only  a 
moderate  expense,  classification  could  more  easily  be  carried  out.

Nothing  in  my 
opinion  serves  more  to  insure  the  welfare  of  the  patients  in- 
trusted to  a  superintendent's  care  than  a  true  spirit  of  co- 
operation among  the  employees,  into  whose  immediate  care 
they  are  placed.  Co-operation  appears  to  be  the  aim  of  our 
officers  and  employees,  and  I  urge  upon  them  that  every  effort 
be  made  to  further  this  spirit. 

To  the  Trustees  I  cannot  adequately  express  my  appreciation 
of  their  support  and  assistance.  The  co-operation  seen  among 
the  employees  has  always  received  its  inspiration  from  the 
Board  of  Trustees.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  The  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

We  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  twentieth  annual  report  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

The  construction  of  a  new  hospital  to  accommodate  75  patients,  and  a  new 
laundry  building,  was  authorized  this  year.  The  work  of  erecting  these  buildings 
was  commenced  during  the  summer  months,  has  progressed  satisfactorily,  and 
these  units  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  before  the  end  of  1923. 

Provision  was  also  made  for  extension  of  the  water  supply,  and  authority  granted 
to  the  Department  of  Mental  Diseases  to  acquire  additional  water  supply  by  right 
of  eminent  domain. 

The  completion  of  the  construction  of  the  hospital  building  will  release  two 
cottages  for  use  as  employees'  quarters,  and  the  construction  of  the  laundry  build- 
ing will  permit  the  enlargement  of  facilities  for  preparing  and  serving  food  in  the 
domestic  building,  a  part  of  which  is  now  occupied  by  the  laundry. 

The  immediate  need  at  the  Gardner  State  Colony  is  the  alteration  of  some  of 
our  older  buildings  and  the  erection  of  new  ones  so  that  we  may  work  out  a  proper 
classification  of  the  patients  committed  to  our  care,  with  a  consequent  improve- 
ment in  the  treatment  we  are  able  to  give  to  those  who  are  sent  to  us  from  other 
institutions  and  are  admitted  here  by  direct  commitment. 

The  time  has  come  when  we  can  add  other  colony  groups  to  care  for  a  larger 
number  of  patients  without  material  addition  to  the  cost  of  operation.  Certain 
officers  are  now  necessary  for  the  proper  management  of  the  institution,  and  there 
would  be  no  need  of  materially  increasing  the  number  of  employees  to  care  for  a 
much  larger  number  of  patients,  providing  we  had  the  proper  building  facilities 
for  so  doing. 

The  colony  is  now  a  receiving  hospital  for  direct  commitment,  and  the  time  will 
shortly  come  when  a  receiving  unit  will  have  to  be  constructed  in  order  to  pro- 
vide proper  treatment  for  acute  patients  who  come  to  us  by  direct  commitment. 

To  properly  perform  the  work  of  the  colony,  both  as  a  transfer  institution  and  a 
receiving  hospital,  certain  buildings  should  be  constructed,  and  we  make  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations  for  special  appropriations :  — 

1.  Alteration  of  Infirmary  Buildings.  —  We  have  two  infirmary  buildings,  one  for 
men,  the  other  for  women,  each  having  accommodations  for  175  persons.  The 
buildings  are  filled  to  capacity.  As  at  present  arranged,  no  proper  classification  of 
patients  can  be  made.  The  noisy,  nervous,  excited,  untidy  and  depressed  all  mingle 
together  in  the  common  rooms.  The  construction  of  the  buildings  is  such  that  at 
very  little  expense  they  could  each  be  divided  into  three  wards  affording  oppor- 
tunity for  classification  of  patients  with  a  consequent  improvement  in  the  care 
and  treatment  of  all.  Such  a  division  of  these  buildings  would  require  the  con- 
struction of  two  separate  toilet  and  bath  additions  to  each  building.  We  also 
recommend  the  construction  of  a  closed  veranda  on  each  building,  which  will  im- 
prove its  appearance  and  afford  opportunity  for  open-air  treatment.    The  adop- 
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tion  of  this  recommendation  will  greatly  improve  the  scientific  care  and  treatment 
of  those  of  our  patients  who  need  it  the  most. 

2.  Superintendent's  House.  —  The  superintendent  of  the  colony  now  lives  in 
rooms  on  the  second  floor  of  the  three-storied  administration  building.  On  the 
ground  floor  are  the  offices  of  administration,  records,  clerical  forces  and  reception 
rooms.  The  third  floor  is  used  as  sleeping  rooms  for  attendants  and  employees  of 
both  the  day  and  night  forces.  The  rooms  now  occupied  by  the  superintendent 
could  be  used  for  other  needed  purposes  if  he  was  housed  elsewhere.  The  quarters 
of  the  superintendent  are  noisy  and  inconvenient,  and  their  arrangement  inter- 
feres with  the  enjoyment  of  the  privacy  and  quiet  home  life  to  which  he  and  his 
family  are  entitled. 

3.  New  Road  to  the  City  of  Gardner.  —  There  is  but  one  highway  connection 
between  the  colony  and  the  city  of  Gardner,  over  which  passes  the  greater  portion 
of  the  traffic  to  and  from  the  colony.  In  the  spring  and  fall  months  the  present 
road  is  almost  impassable.  A  great  many  of  the  mechanics  working  on  construction 
at  the  colony  have  to  use  this  road  to  go  to  and  from  their  work.  The  condition 
of  this  highway  has  been  a  great  detriment  to  us  in  securing  proper  labor  supply 
and  in  communicating  with  the  city  of  Gardner.  In  the  event  of  a  fire,  which  our 
own  fire-fighting  apparatus  could  not  handle,  it  would  be  almost  impossible  for  the 
fire  department  of  the  city  of  Gardner  to  give  any  assistance  because  of  the  con- 
dition of  this  road  at  certain  times.  We  recommend  an  appropriation  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  road,  on  the  basis  of  one-half  the  sum  to  be  furnished  by  the 
State,  and  the  other  half  by  the  city  of  Gardner;  construction  to  be  done  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Division  of  Highways. 

4.  Changes  in  Present  Domestic  Building.  —  The  construction  of  the  new  laun- 
dry building  will  remove  from  the  domestic  building  the  laundry  now  housed 
therein.  When  that  has  been  accomplished  the  domestic  building  should  be  re- 
arranged to  provide  better  bakery,  kitchen  and  dining-room  facilities.  The 
changes  contemplated  would  require  the  services  of  an  architect  and  the  installa- 
tion of  some  new  equipment.  Practically  no  new  equipment  has  been  added  to 
this  building  since  it  was  first  occupied  in  1904. 

5.  Additional  Buildings  for  Semi-disturbed  Patients.  —  We  recommend  the  con- 
struction of  two  additional  buildings  accommodating  75  each  for  semi-disturbed 
patients.  The  changes  in  the  infirmary  buildings  recommended  above  will  not 
solve  the  whole  of  the  disturbed  patient  problem.  The  buildings  here  recommended 
would  afford  facilities  for  classification  and  special  treatment  for  violent  and 
markedly  disturbed  patients,  who  in  our  opinion  can  receive  more  attentive  treat- 
ment by  such  housing. 

6.  One  Additional  Building  for  Ten  Disturbed  Patients  Similar  to  Ones  we  now 
have,  but  with  Single  Rooms  instead  of  Open-day  and  Dormitory  Space.  —  This  build- 
ing could  be  constructed  by  us  and  the  sendees  of  an  architect  would  not  be  re- 
quired. 

7.  Dairy  Barn,  including  Hay,  Wagon  and  Tool  Storage.  —  Our  present  barn 
space  is  cramped,  and  we  are  now  obliged  to  tie  up  young  stock  in  the  barn  back 
of  cows  on  both  sides.  The  entire  herd  of  stock  has  reacted  to  tubercular  test,  and 
if  we  are  to  have  a  clean  herd,  it  becomes  necessary  to  separate  those  who  react 
from  those  who  do  not.  Under  present  conditions  we  cannot  make  this  separation. 
We  moreover  have  not  sufficient  space  to  cover  wagons  and  farm  tools  from  the 
weather.  Such  a  barn  could  be  constructed  by  our  own  labor  without  the  assist- 
ance of  an  architect. 

8.  New  Colony  Group.  —  A  new  colony  group  for  25  to  50  men  should  be  con- 
structed and  located  near  the  present  pumping  station.  The  work  of  these  men 
would  be  concentrated  on  ditching,  draining  and  bringing  under  cultivation  many 
acres  of  lowland  which  should  become  the  most  productive  garden  area  of  the 
colony.  The  reclamation  of  this  land  would  be  mostly  labor.  The  building  should 
be  the  simple,  open  dormitory  and  day  room  type  of  wood  construction.  Plans  we 
already  have  could  be  modified  to  suit  this  construction  without  the  aid  of  an 
architect. 
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9.  Small  Barn  at  Wachusett  Cottage.  —  Parts  of  the  barn  at  this  cottage  at  present 
have  fallen  down  and  have  been  removed.  The  present  barn  will  not  last  very 
much  longer,  and  provision  for  the  construction  of  a  new  one  should  be  made. 

Of  the  foregoing  recommendations  we  desire  to  lay  special  emphasis  upon  the 
alteration  of  the  old  dormitories,  the  reconstruction  of  the  domestic  building,  the 
construction  of  the  superintendent's  house,  the  building  of  a  new  road  to  Gardner, 
and  the  construction  of  a  new  barn  at  the  Belcher  Cottage.  It  seems  to  us  that 
these  are  problems  which  require  immediate  attention,  and  the  other  recommenda- 
tions delayed  if  delay  is  necessary. 

The  present  physical  plant  of  the  hospital  is  in  good  condition  and  is  being  main- 
tained so  that  the  maximum  amount  of  service  may  be  rendered. 

We  commend  the  loyal  and  efficient  work  of  our  devoted  superintendent,  Dr. 
Charles  E.  Thompson,  of  the  staff,  and  of  the  employees  of  the  colony.  It  is  due  to 
their  loyal  and  devoted  service  that  we  are  able  to  report  a  satisfactory  condition 
of  the  Gardner  State  Colony.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

Respectfully  submitted  herewith  is  the  twentieth  annual  report  of  the  super- 
intendent for  the  hospital  year  ending  September  30  and  the  fiscal  year  ending 
Nov.  30,  1922. 

Changes  in  Population. 

On  Sept.  30,  1921,  there  were  under  care  528  men  and  372  women,  —  a  total  of 
900.  During  the  year  there  were  admitted,  by  first  admission,  69;  by  readmission, 
8;  by  transfer  from  other  hospitals,  49,  making  a  total  received  during  the  year  of 
126.  There  have  been  discharged  during  the  year  102,  as  follows:  as  recovered,  7; 
as  improved,  19;  as  not  improved,  7;  as  not  insane,  12;  transferred  to  other  hos- 
pitals, 6;  died,  37.  There  remained  Sept.  30,  1922,  under  care,  924;  of  these,  545 
are  men  and  379  are  women. 

Averages. 

The  daily  average  number  under  care  in  the  colony  during  the  hospital  year  has 
been  842:  the  number  in  family  care,  46.  The  daily  average  number  under  care 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30  is  890.  The  total  cost  for  maintenance  for 
these  was  $303,119.94,  so  with  a  gross  per  capita  cost  of  $6.54  per  week,  deducting 
all  institution  receipts  of  $7,773.40,  the  net  per  capita  cost  is  $6.26  per  week.  The 
gross  per  capita,  cost  of  $6.54  per  week  per  person  may  be  compared  with  $6.84  in 
1921,  $7.22  in  1920,  and  $6.50  in  1919.  These  may  be  compared  with  the  average 
per  capita  cost  of  ten  years  ago  of  $3.81. 

Out-Patient  Service. 

Believing  strongly  in  the  value  of  an  out-patient  service  of  a  hospital  (of  what- 
ever nature)  to  the  community  in  which  it  is  located,  our  medical  staff  has  willingly 
and  at  every  call  given  of  their  services  and  without  charge.  The  district  this  hos- 
pital serves  is  largely  a  rural  one  some  25  miles  in  breadth  and  50  miles  in  length. 
The  consequence  is  that  this  consultation  service  is  rendered  with  far  greater  diffi- 
culty than  would  be  the  case  in  a  more  compact  community.  Because  of  the  fact 
that  it  is  a  rural  community,  we  believe  that  the  need  of  extending  our  out-patient 
work  is  greater  than  it  would  be  in  a  larger  community,  because  of  the  greater 
difficulty  in  obtaining  services  of  consultants. 

A  regular  monthly  clinic  has  been  held,  as  in  years  past,  in  Fitchburg.  Sixty- 
six  different  individuals  have  been  seen  in  consultation,  16  at  the  Fitchburg  clinic, 
10  at  the  colony  by  appointment  and  40  at  their  homes.  The  recommendations 
made  in  these  66  cases  were:  commitment  as  mentally  ill,  15;  admission  to  the 
School  for  the  Feeble-minded,  7;  home  care  with  medical  treatment,  3;  social 
supervision  without  hospital  treatment,  13;  medical  treatment  at  general  hos- 
pitals, 10;  for  diagnosis  only,  10;  care  at  almshouse  rather  than  hospital,  2;  change 
in  occupation,  1;  further  study  necessary,  5. 
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School  Clinics. 

For  the  establishing  of  the  mental  ages  of  those  children  who  are  markedly  re- 
tarded in  public  school,  classes  have  been  held  in  Fitchburg,  Athol,  Gardner  and 
Winchendon.  The  total  number  examined  during  the  year  was  134.  Of  these,  97 
were  found  to  be  three  or  more  years  retarded.  Recommendations  in  all  cases  are 
made  to  the  local  school  superintendent  and  to  the  State  Departments  of  Education 
and  Mental  Diseases. 

We  have  at  all  times  during  this  and  previous  years  endeavored  to  serve  both 
at  the  colony  and  in  the  community,  and  it  seems  to  us  that  a  growing  spirit  of 
co-operation  is  the  happy  though  expected  outcome.  We  have  always  believed 
strongly  that  this  is  only  as  it  should  be,  and  the  result  is  a  development  of  a  greater 
confidence,  a  gradual  changing  of  a  sense  of  dread  of  mental  disease  and  hopeless- 
ness. Public  opinion  is  changing,  and  it  is  more  and  more  generally  understood 
that  when  mental  diseases  are  encountered  something  definite  can  be  done  about 
it  looking  toward  prevention,  perhaps  with  proper  supervision  in  their  homes,  or 
to  better  care  if  hospital  care  is  indicated.  Although  the  old  dread  still  exists  it  is 
certainly  seen  that  people  universally  are  now  seeking  earlier  advice  and  treatment. 

General  Health. 

No  outbreak  of  anj'-  contagious  diseases  has  occurred  during  the  year,  and  the 
general  health  of  both  patients  and  officers  has  been  good.  Of  the  37  who  died 
during  the  year,  11  died  of  tuberculosis,  10  of  these  from  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs. 
I  would  like  again  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  have  no  building  in  which 
segregation  of  the  tubercular  may  be  practiced,  and  I  believe  that  such  provision 
should  be  made  in  the  near  future.  We  continue  to  vaccinate  all  new  arrivals 
against  smallpox  and  inoculate  with  anti-typhoid  serum,  and  have  had  no  out- 
break of  either  disease. 

Family  Care. 

On  Sept.  30,  1921,  we  had  in  family  care  47.  There  have  been  placed  in  this  de- 
partment during  the  year  39,  and  34  have  been  returned  to  the  colony.  We  had 
remaining  in  families  Sept.  30,  1922,  8  men  and  44  women,  a  total  of  52.  Of  these, 
10  are  self-supporting,  and  board  is  paid  for  42.  Those  in  family  care  are  ordi- 
narily beyond  middle  age,  of  the  quiet  or  chronic  type,  who  would  seem  to  benefit 
more  from  home  surroundings  than  continued  hospital  care.  We  believe,  how- 
ever, that  the  family-care  department  can  be  enlarged  and  organized  to  include 
more  recent  cases  of  whatever  age,  provided  sufficient  supervision  is  given.  With 
such  supervision  we  believe  that  recovery  in  some  cases  can  be  hastened  and  an 
earlier  return  made  to  their  homes  and  occupations.  This  would  require  a  skilled 
person  who  could  give  considerable  time  to  it,  and  we  hope  to  employ  such  a  person 
within  a  short  time,  combining  this  work  with  certain  social  service  work. 


Dentistry. 

Walter  M.  Frizzell,  D.M.D.,  resident  dentist,  with  the  aid  of  a  full-time  graduate 
nurse,  has  accomplished  the  following :  —

During  April  and  May  Dr.  Frizzell  attended  Columbia  University  Post  Gradu- 
ate School. 

Medical. 

Leon  A.  Duval,  M.D.,  senior  assistant  physician  since  July  31,  1919,  resigned 
Dec.  31,  1921,  to  become  senior  assistant  physician  at  the  Worcester  State  Hos- 
pital. To  fill  this  vacancy  Lonnie  0.  Farrar,  M.D.,  formerly  of  the  Bridgewater 
State  Hospital,  was  appointed  on  March  1,  1922. 

"National  Hospital  Day,"  Majr  12,  was  fittingly  observed  in  our  new  assembly 
building.  The  Worcester  North  District  Medical  Society  met  with  us  by  invita- 
tion, together  with  superintendents,  teachers,  social  workers,  etc.,  interested  in  the 
subject  of  backward  children.  A  comprehensive  program  was  arranged;  125  were 
present. 

A.  F.  Lowell,  M.D.,  of  Gardner,  consulting  surgeon,  has  continued  to  do  our 
major  surgical  work.  He  has  performed  30  surgical  operations,  19  of  which  were 
abdominal. 

Occupational  Therapy 

Has  been  carefully  prescribed  for  those  in  the  acute  and  convalescent  period, 
while  the  established  industries  have  been  used  in  the  more  chronic.  This  essen- 
tially means  graded  work  for  those  temporarily  handicapped  as  a  means  of  restor- 
ing self-confidence,  courage  and  initiative.  Occupation  is  used  for  those  under 
continued  care  whose  complete  restoration  to  health  cannot  be  expected.  Various 
forms  of  handicraft  are  used  primarily  for  the  manual  processes  involved  for  espe- 
cially the  early  and  the  convalescent  cases  who  are  not  ready  for  the  more  manual 
forms  of  occupation.  The  four  principles  involved  when  handicrafts  are  used  in 
therapy  are:  (1)  it  must  be  easily  learned;  (2)  the  task  must  be  one  quickly  com- 
pleted; (3)  adaptability  to  the  limitations  of  the  individual;  (4)  so  far  as  possible 
the  product  should  be  worth  while.  When  these  principles  are  borne  in  mind, 
occupation  is  a  strictly  medical  procedure  as  applied  to  the  sick  and  convalescent, 
and  is  at  once  the  most  valuable  that  a  hospital  for  the  mentally  sick  possesses. 
This  frequently  takes  the  early  form  of  diversional  occupation,  and  this  is  readily 
the  most  important  step  in  treatment  taken  perhaps  long  before  more  complex 
training.  Although  most  valuable  in  the  more  recent  cases  admitted,  it  is  fre- 
quently quite  as  valuable  in  the  more  chronic  type  of  patient.  It  is  the  means  to 
but  not  the  desired  end,  and  usually  leads  to  the  taking  up  of  more  productive 
handicrafts. 

It  is  our  universal  rule  that,  within  safe  limits,  every  newly  admitted  patient  is 
given  educational  or  diversional  tasks  under  the  direction  of  the  attending  physician 
and  the  supervision  of  occupational  therapists  as  soon  as  possible,  usually  the  day 
following  admission. 

An  exhibit  room  containing  numerous  finished  articles  of  all  crafts  assists  ma- 
terially in  this.  Patients  are  invited  to  visit  and  leisurely  inspect  this  exhibit,  and 
usually,  perhaps  after  several  visits,  indicate  where  their  greatest  interest  lies, 
and  it  frequently  results  in  their  requesting  that  they  be  permitted  to  take  up  a 
task  which  has  made  its  appeal.  The  starting  point  is  usually  the  most  difficult 
one.  Once  an  interest  has  been  aroused  it  is  not  difficult  to  continue  this  interest 
and  to  guide  it  into  creative  and  useful  channels  leading  to  curative  ones.    The 
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number  of  patients  started  in  this  way  during  the  past  year  has  served  to  stimulate 
still  greater  interest  among  the  physicians  and  therapists. 

Quite  as  important  as  the  solution  of  the  first  suitable  occupation  is  the  develop- 
ment of  an  atmosphere  of  industry.  We  have  found  that  an  atmosphere  of  occu- 
pation for  all,  graded  to  fit  the  individual  patient,  is  the  greatest  stimulant  of  all. 
If  a  patient  is  admitted  to  a  ward  where  quiet  and  indolence  is  all  that  is  expected 
he  will  become  at  least  indolent  though  not  always  quiet,  while  if,  on  the  contrary, 
he  is  admitted  to  an  atmosphere  of  industry  and  interest,  he  will  expect  and  desire 
to  be  industrious,  and  henceforth  be  interested  both  in  the  program  and  tasks  of  the 
day  and  in  his  own  improvement.  Occupation  is  not  a  cure-all  for  mental  disease 
any  more  than  any  remedy  known  to  medical  science  can  be,  but  the  creative  and 
productive  interest  it  stimulates  is  frequently  just  the  stimulus  needed  to  assist  in 
bringing  about  improvement  in  mental  health  or  to  aid  in  preventing  further 
mental  deterioration,  for  who  can  deny  that  associating  with  the  unoccupied,  the 
indolent,  the  disturbed  and  noisy  does  not  tend  to  augment  these  tendencies  in 
others,  sane  or  sick? 

The  majority  of  patients  admitted,  however,  are  not  permanently  cured,  so  that 
the  field  of  work  in  a  hospital  such  as  this  is  to  encourage  occupation,  and,  as  far 
as  possible,  worth-while  industry.  For  those  whose  permanent  recovery  cannot 
be  expected,  our  aim  is  to  guide  them  into  productive  occupation  that  they  may 
enjoy  the  fruits  of  their  own  labor  and  assist  in  their  own  support.  It  is  because 
the  majority  here  fall  into  the  continued  care  group  that  we  have  developed  the 
productive  occupation  beyond  the  usual  bedside  and  strictly  hospital  types. 

The  two  industrial  buildings  have  been  busily  engaged  throughout  the  year 
with  a  daily  average  number  occupied  of  125.  Here  have  been  made  all  clothing, 
outer  and  under,  for  both  men  and  women,  all  stockings  and  underwear,  woven 
and  made  up;  shirting,  toweling  and  denim,  woven  and  made  into  garments;  all 
boots,  shoes  and  slippers  have  been  made;  all  furniture,  except  beds;  all  mat- 
tresses, pillows  and  pads;  all  mats  and  small  rugs;  all  interdepartment  and  office 
forms  of  printing,  etc. 

The  out-of-door  industries  have  continued  as  formerly;  all  vegetables  used 
throughout  the  year  are  raised;  all  pork,  poultry,  eggs  and  milk  are  produced. 
The  following  table  gives  an  outline  of  activities  other  than  immediately  produc- 
tive on  the  farm  and  grounds :  —

More  construction  and  repair  work  has  been  done  this  year  than  ever,  and  a 
larger  number  of  patients  employed.  The  chief  new  construction  this  year  has  been 
a  laundry  building,  750  linear  feet  of  subway  and  sidewalk,  and  miscellaneous  farm 
buildings. 
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Diversion. 

A  motion  picture  entertainment  has  been  held  each  week  during  the  winter 
months.  Dances  have  been  held.  There  have  been  6  stereopticon  lectures. 
Bowling  has  been  the  most  popular  form  of  diversion,  and  a  bowling  tournament 
through  the  winter  months  developed  much  interest  and  friendly  rivalry.  _  En- 
tertainments with  special  talent  have  been  arranged  as  formerly  on  all  holidays. 
The  Eighth  Annual  Cattle  Show  and  Fair  was  held  September  10  and  11.  On 
September  10,  Public  Day,  there  were  approximately  5,000  visitors  on  the  grounds 
and  through  the  buildings.  This  annual  fair  is  the  largest  thing  we  do  in  the  way 
of  creating  interest  in  the  hospital  and  encouraging  visitation.  On  September  11 
was  held  Patients'  Fair  Day,  which  was  the  best  and  largest  day  they  have  ever 
had.  They  look  forward  to  this  and  make  plans  throughout  the  entire  year,  but 
co-operation  in  making  the  public  day  a  success  seems  to  occupy  their  attention 
more  than  planning  for  their  own  fair  day.  It  goes  without  saying  that  the  arrang- 
ing of  and  holding  this  fair  has  become  a  large  undertaking  for  our  officers,  and 
they  should  be  given  great  credit  for  their  enthusiasm  in  continuing  it. 

Construction. 

An  appropriation  for  the  construction  of  a  75-bed  hospital  for  the  sick  and  surgi- 
cal having  been  made,  bids  were  solicited  and  opened  April  13.  C.  H.  Cunningham 
&  Son  Company  of  Lynn,  being  the  lowest  bidder,  received  the  contract.  Con- 
struction was  started  May  9,  and  this  building  is  now  nearing  completion  and 
should  be  occupied  in  April,  1923.  This  building  will  give  us  badly  needed  hos- 
pital facilities,  and  will  help  materially  in  the  classification  of  patients. 

An  appropriation  was  made  for  the  laundry  building,  which  has  been  constructed 
by  our  own  labor.  This  building  is  now  nearing  completion  and  will  be  occupied 
in  February,  1923. 

The  assembly  building  and  chapel  under  construction  last  year  was  finished 
in  December  and  dedicated  December  24.  This  building  fills  a  much-needed  place 
in  our  community.  It  provides  for  a  general  assembly  hall  for  entertainment, 
recreation  room  for  employees,  and  is  open  at  all  times. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  linear  yards  of  subway  and  sidewalk  have  been  con- 
structed and  the  equipment  is  nearing  completion.  When  fully  equipped  all  build- 
ings in  the  central  group  will  be  connected  by  subway  with  the  power  hpuse. 

Two  steel  towers  have  been  erected  to  carry  high-tension  electric  wires  across  the 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  tracks,  taking  the  place  of  three  crossovers  previously 
used. 

Under  construction  and  nearly  completed  is  a  bungalow  for  employees,  two 
piggeries,  ice  house,  vegetable  cellar  and  installation  of  circulating  hot-water  sys- 
tem.    These  will  all  be  in  use  in  1923. 

Appropriation  was  made  by  the  last  Legislature  for  an  extension  of  water  supply. 
This  subject  has  received  study,  but  construction  has  not  yet  been  started. 

A  14-acre  lot  of  land  owned  by  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  surrounded  by 
land  of  the  colony  has  been  purchased.  This  was  necessary  before  the  erection  of 
the  above-mentioned  fabricated  steel  towers.

Recommendations. 

Following  is  a  list  of  recommendations  for  special  appropriations  made  by  your 
Board  to  the  Department  of  Mental  Diseases  for  1923,  and  reasons  for  the  same:  — 

1.  Alterations  in  the  Men's  and  Women's  Infirmaries.  —  At  the  present  time  all  classes 
of  cases,  the  semi-disturbed  and  the  continued  care  cases,  the  more  recent  and  recover- 
able, are  together  in  the  entire  building.  This  condition  is  one  which  is  unfair  to  each 
class,  and  certainly  is  not  conducive  to  the  best  treatment,  care  or  to  recovery. 

2.  Changes  in  the  Present  Domestic  Building.  —  The  present  building  was  constructed 
at  the  time  when  our  population  was  very  much  smaller  than  at  present,  and  allows 
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now  the  feeding  of  but  one  sex  at  one  time.  Changes  suggested  will  also  provide  addi- 
tional kitchen  space,  and  for  one  section  of  the  bakery  which  is  now  located  in  part  of 
the  kitchen. 

3.  Two  Buildings  for  the  Semi-disturbed.  —  Each  of  these  buildings  will  house  75 
patients  of  the  type  who  are  at  times  mildly  agitated,  confused,  destructive  and  clothed 
with  difficulty.  At  the  present  time  these  patients  are  distributed  to  other  buildings 
with  the  more  quiet  types,  which  is  distinctly  disadvantageous  to  all  types. 

4.  An  Additional  Building  for  the  Disturbed.  —  This  building,  similar  to  the  two  we 
now  have,  would  care  for  10  disturbed  patients,  and  would  provide  single  rooms  in 
place  of  open  dormitories. 

5.  Dairy  Barn.  —  We  are  making  a  special  effort  to  produce  a  tubercular-free  herd, 
and  real  progress  is  being  made.  The  barn  becomes  necessary  because  of  the  increasing 
size  of  the  institution,  therefore  an  increase  in  number  of  the  herd. 

6.  A  Colony  Group  for  35  or  50  Men.  —  I  believe  the  colony  idea  should  be  continued 
and  a  colony  added  every  year  or  two.  This  particular  colony  would  be  located  in  a 
position  very  advantageous  to  bring  under  cultivation  approximately  50  acres  of  splen- 
did land  which  cannot  now  be  operated  at  the  distance  it  is  from  our  present  buildings. 

7.  Barn  at  Wachusett  Cottage.  —  A  small  inexpensive  barn  is  needed  here  to  house  a 
pair  of  oxen,  a  horse  and  farm  tools. 

8.  Road  to  the  City  of  Gardner.  —  This  road  is  impassable  at  certain  periods  of  the 
year  and  should  be  rebuilt,  either  by  appropriation  for  the  purpose  or  co-operating  with 
the  city,  the  expense  to  be  shared. 

9.  Generator  for  Power  House.  —  The  institution  has  grown  to  a  size  where  the  pres- 
ent units  could  not  carry  the  load.  If  power  is  to  be  purchased  it  would  take  care  of  the 
situation  for  the  present,  but  not  for  long.  In  any  event,  in  the  near  future  a  generator 
would  be  needed  larger  than  the  present  one. 

10.  House  for  Superintendent.  —  Recommended  for  some  years. 

All  of  these  are  indicated  and  recommended  in  accordance  with  the  definite  plan 
of  development  for  the  colony.

Officees  and  Employees. 

The  number  of  changes  in  our  force  of  employees  has  been  rather  larger  in  1922 
than  in  1921,  due  particularly  to  a  considerable  number  of  changes  in  the  minor 
positions,  notably  attendants  on  the  wards.  It  has  been  noted  more  than  ever 
before  that  there  is  an  uneasiness  among  young  people  who  take  up  hospital  work, 
which  leads  to  change  of  employment  before  they  have  continued  long  enough  in 
the  service  to  really  learn  the  work  or  to  definitely  decide  that  it  is  or  is  not  the 
work  for  them  to  do.  The  matter  of  pay,  while  of  influence  in  some  cases,  does  not 
seem  to  be  the  reason  for  so  many  changes;  it  seems  to  be  more  that  other  positions 
are  easy  to  obtain,  but  in  many  cases  the  young  people  have  not  arrived  at  an  age 
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when  planning  for  the  future  seems  to  be  of  importance.  It  seems  to  be  a  fact  that 
those  who  take  up  hospital  work  with  a  desire  to  advance,  and  perhaps  save  some 
money,  do  continue  in  this  work  long  enough  at  least  to  make  them  of  definite  value 
to  the  hospital.  A  goodly  proportion  remain  in  hospital  work  if  they  at  first  remain 
long  enough  to  see  the  advantages  of  permanent  positions,  care  in  case  of  sickness, 
for  advancement,  etc.  There  have  been  comparatively  few  changes  in  the  list  of 
officers  who  have  held  higher  positions  and  who  have  remained  with  us  long  enough 
to  recognize  these  advantages.  At  no  time  during  the  year  has  there  been  a  de- 
cided shortage  of  employees.  There  has  been,  practically  at  all  times,  a  waiting 
list  of  applicants.  Every  effort  should  be  made  and  will  be  made  to  make  the  num- 
ber of  changes  as  small  as  possible. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  wish  to  express  to  you  as  a  Board,  and  to  each  member 
individually,  my  appreciation  of  the  full  support  and  encouragement  which  you 
have  at  all  times  given,  and  to  thank  my  assistants  in  all  departments  of  the  colony 
for  that  continued  active  co-operation  which  has  always  characterized  the  work, of 
the  officers  of  the  colony.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

"We  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  twenty-first  annual  report  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  met  with  an  irreparable  loss.  Dr.  Herbert 
B.  Howard,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  died  suddenly  at  Lynchburg,  Virginia, 
March  6,  1923,  in  the  sixty-eighth  year  of  his  age.  Dr.  Howard  had  been 
connected  with  the  public  and  private  institutions  of  Massachusetts  nearly  the 
whole  of  his  life  since  graduation  from  the  Medical  School.  He  had  been 
Superintendent  of  the  State  Infirmary  at  Tewksbury,  the  Resident  Physician 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  superintendent  of  the  Peter  Bent 
Brigham  Hospital,  member  and  Chairman  of  the  State  Board  of  Insanity,  and 
Chairman  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

Dr.  Howard  had  been  connected  with  the  work  of  the  State  Colony  from  the 
very  inception  of  the  plan  for  its  foundation.  He  was  largely  concerned  in 
selecting  the  site  of  the  Colony,  the  separate  parcels  of  which  were  bonded 
and  later  purchased  by  Mr.  George  1ST.  Harwood,  of  our  Board.  Dr.  Howard's 
wisdom  and  great  experience  has  been  given  freely  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  in  many  directions,  but  the  outstanding  proof  of  it  is  this  fine 
institution  at  Gardner.  The  Trustees  wish  to  record  their  grief  and  sense  of 
very  great  loss  in  Dr.  Howard's  death. 

Dr.  Frederic  A.  Washburn  has  been  appointed  by  Governor  Channing 
H.  Cox  to  the  vacant  place  on  the  Board. 

During  the  year  our  new  Hospital  has  been  completed  and  open  for  patients. 
It  is  a  most  valuable  unit  of  our  buildings.  It  has  already  been  a  great  relief 
and  comfort  to  our  patients  and  officers.  The  new  laundry,  Avhich  has  also 
been  completed  and  is  in  use,  proves  very  satisfactory.  A  considerable  section 
of  new  road  between  the  Colony  and  the  City  of  Gardner  has  been  built  by 
cooperation  between  the  City  and  the  Institution.  The  occupation  of  the  new 
laundry  has  made  it  possible  for  us  to  start  the  changes  in  the  domestic 
building.  These  are  well  under  way  and  we  should  soon  have  our  enlarged 
kitchen,  bakery  and  dining  rooms.  *- 

The  Colony  has  had  a  very  trying  time  this  Summer  and  Fall  because  of  lack 
of  water.  There  has  been  risk  from  fire,  and  the  supply  at  one  time  was  so 
low  that  the  necessary  economy  in  the  use  of  water  endangered  the  comfort 
and  health  of  the  patients.  The  ordinary  supply  of  water  of  the  Colony  is 
insufficient  and  in  time  of  drought  this  is  reduced  to  an  alarming  degree.  The 
Trustees  have  called  attention  to  this  matter  in  their  annual  reports  of  1920 
and  1921,  and  have  repeatedly  urged  the  situation  upon  the  central  authorities 
in  additional  communications.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  there  will  be  no 
failure  to  provide  the  necessary  connection  with  the  Gardner  or  Ashburnham 
water  supply  this  coming  Spring. 

The  Trustees  have  been  watching  with  interest  the  continual  lessening  of  their 
functions  and  authority  and  the  constant  growth  and  centralization  of  power 
in  the  hands  of  Department  Officials  in  Boston.  They  think  this  procedure 
has  reached  the  place  where  for  the  good  of  the  Institution  and  the  well  being 
of  the  patients,  a  halt  should  be  called  and  probably  some  of  the  steps 
retraced.  The  Trustees  are  convinced  that  if  they  had  had  their  old  time 
authority,  the  Gardner  State  Colony  would  have  been  spared  its  recent  trying 
experience  with  lack  of  water  and  that  other  needs  would  have  been  met  with 
no  greater  expense  to  the  Commonwealth  than  under  the  present  method.  The 
Trustees  are  in  cordial  sympathy  with  the  effort  toward  economy  and  standardi- 
zation of  procedure  in  the  State  Institutions  but  believe  this  could  be  accom- 
plished with  greater  efficiency  by  development  of  the  old  organization.     The  re- 
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quirements  of  the  present  system  have  multiplied  several  times  the  office  work 
of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

The  Trustees  recommend  to  your  attention  the  following  list  of  needs: 

1."  Adequate  water  supply. 

2.  Two  buildings  for  the  semi-disturbed. 

3.  A  superintendent's  house. 

4.  Two  buildings  for  the  disturbed. 

5.  A  dairy  barn. 

6.  One  or  more  colony  groups. 

7.  A  fire  proof  garage  and  fire  station  with  apparatus. 

Next  to  an  adequate  water  supply  the  most  pressing  of  these  needs  is  the 
second  on  our  list.  It  is  very  important  for  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  our 
patients  that  this  request  should  be  granted.  The  colony  now  has  an  Infirmary 
building  for  men  and  one  for  women,  holding  about  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  patients  each.  Patients  committed  directly  from  their  homes  to  the 
Gardner  State  Colony,  of  whatever  type  they  may  be,  must  be  taken  into  these 
buildings.  Patients  transferred  by  other  hospitals  are  admitted  here  until 
study  enables  us  to  classify  them.  In  addition,  patients  in  our  Colony  groups 
who  become  for  one  reason  or  another  unsuitable  for  the  colonies  must  be  cared 
for  in  these  Infirmary  buildings.  The  aged  and  the  infirm  must  be  housed  here. 
We  have  here,  then,  all  types  from  the  quiet  recoverable  kind  to  the  chronic 
disturbed  type.  The  aged  and  infirm  and  less  troublesome  patients  should  not  be 
kept  in  the  same  building  with  the  semi-disturbed  patients.  It  is  not  fair 
to  them  so  to  do.  It  is  for  these  reasons  that  we  earnestly  recommend  that  we 
be  granted  the  second  of  these  requests.  If  it  is  impossible  to  give  both 
buildings  at  the  same  time,  at  least,  let  us  have  one  during  the  coming  year. 

The  other  needs  on  our  list  are  important,  but  none  compare  in  urgency 
to  the  two  needs  just  stated. 

The  Superintendent's  house  is  needed.  Our  Superintendent,  Dr.  Charles 
E.  Thompson,  has  been  with  us  many  years.  We  recognize  that  the  value  of 
his  services  to  the  Commonwealth  is  very  great.  He  should  be  adequately 
housed  so  that  he  may  to  a  degree  get  away  in  his  hours  off  duty  from  the 
harassing  and  distressing  scenes  which  cannot  be  entirely  separated  from  his 
position.  A  comfortable  house,  a  little  way  from  the  Infirmary  buildings  would 
be  a  great  boon,  and  would  in  the  end  repay  the  Commonwealth,  by  making 
the  position  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony  more  desirable.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

It  again  is  my  privilege  to  submit  to  you  my  report  as  Superintendent  which  is 
the  twenty-first  annual  report  of  the  Colony.  The  statistical  data  is  for  the 
hospital  year  ending  Sept.  30,  while  the  financial  report  which  follows  is  for 
the  financial  year  of  the  Commonwealth  which  ends  Nov.  30,  1923. 

In  submitting  this  report  of  the  year  I  would  review  briefly  the  general 
development  of  the  Colony  thus  far,  considering  the  purposes  and  expectations 
expressed  at  the  time  its  origin  was  conceived  by  the  Commission  appointed  in 
1898  to  consider  the  state-wide  problem  of  the  care  of  the  mentally  ill  and 
defective  in  Massachusetts  which  leads  to  a  consideration  of  the  development 
which  followed  during  the  ensuing  years  since  its  establishment  in  1900,  and 
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its  opening  in  1902  to  the  present  year  to  a  review  of  the  work  of  the  present 
year  and  a  statement  as  to  future  development. 

This  review  has  repeatedly  suggested  itself  to  me  because  of  the  death  of 
our  Chairman,  Dr.  Herbert  B.  Howard  which  occurred  on  March  6.  It  is  well 
to  note  that  Dr.  Howard  more  than  any  other,  early  saw  the  advantages  of  a 
Colony,  and  not  only  urged  this  as  a  member  of  the  Commission  appointed  in 
1898,  but  eventually  selected  the  site  upon  which  our  Colony  was  built.  Dr. 
Howard's  interests  were  state-wide,  but  as  keen  as  any  was  his  interest  in  the 
Gardner  Colony.  I  have  never  known  a  better  informed  hospital  executive. 
One  never  gave  more  willingly  of  his  knowledge  and  broad  experience  than  he. 
The  State  has  lost  a  citizen  and  hospital  administrator  of  the  highest  type, 
the  Colony  the  benefit  of  his  association  and  wise  council,  while  those  of  us 
who  knew  him  best  feel  that  we  have  lost  one  of  the  best  of  friends. 

The  Colony  System 

as  recommended  by  the  Commission  in  1898,  very  clearly  stated  in  considerable 
detail  the  needs  of  the  State  at  large,  the  Colony  system  being  recommended 
as  merely  one  part  of  the  program.  The  full  report  shows  in  the  light  of 
subsequent  state-wide  development,  the  keen  insight  the  members  of  this 
committee  had  and  the  mapping  out  of  a  plan  of  meeting  these  needs  shows 
after  these  years  their  depth  of  knowledge,  insight  and  foresight. 

That  part  of  their  report  which  dealt  with  Colony  care  pertained  largely 
to  the  establishment  of  this  institution  and  our  subsequent  development  haa 
closely  approximated  the  original  conception. 

The  Development 

from  1902  to  1907  consisted  of  the  construction  of  a  central  administrative 
group  of  buildings,  two  of  which  were  for  the  reception  of  patients,  and  two 
colony  groups  from  which  farms  were  to  be  developed.  From  1907  to  the 
present  year  eight  additional  colony  homes  or  groups  have  been  added  in 
which  are  housed  those  patients,  who,  as  a  rule,  are  quiet,  but  who  will  need 
continued  hospital  care.  About  these  farms  have  been  developed,  or  within 
them  occupation  has  been  encouraged.  Occupational  buildings  have  been 
erected  and  from  time  to  time  cottages  for  the  housing  of  employees.  Such 
buildings  have  been  erected  by  our  own  labor. 

Previous  to  1919  patients  were  received,  by  transfer  only,  from  other  hospitals, 
but  in  addition  to  this  the  Colony  is  now  a  reception  hospital  for  its  pre« 
scribed  district,  and  this  year  has  received  approximately  the  same  number  by 
direct  admission  as  by  transfer.  The  reception  of  patients  direct  from  their 
homes  has  served  materially  to  stimulate  the  interest  in  the  general  medical 
service  without  lessening  of  interest  in  those  patients  suffering  from  a  more 
chronic  type  of  mental  illness,  indeed,  I  believe  it  is  helped  by  it. 

In  1923  building  extensions  have  been  as  follows:  1.  A  separate  laundry 
building  for  which  an  appropriation  became  available  in  1921,  was  completed, 
and  is  in  use.  2.  A  hospital  building  accommodating  seventy-five  ill  and  surgical 
cases  has  been  completed  and  was  immediately  filled  to  capacity.  3.  A  connect- 
ing tunnel  extending  from  the  Power  House  to  the  Laundry  and  Hospital  and 
connections  have  been  made  with  all  buildings  in  the  receiving  group.  4.  The 
Domestic  Building  constructed  in  1904  is  now  undergoing  re-construction  to 
provide  for  increased  numbers  of  patients  and  employees.  This  work  will  be 
completed  this  winter.  5.  An  employees'  cottage  is  nearing  completion.  6.  Mis- 
cellaneous small  farm  buildings,  several  in  number,  have  been  completed  or  are 
under  construction.  7.  The  road  to  Gardner  has,  in  part,  been  re-built.  8.  The 
water  supply  has  been  improved  by  the  construction  of  wells  of  larger  capacity, 
a,  new  pump  and  storage  tank. 

Progress  Made 

however,  must  be  measured  not  by  buildings  but  rather  by  what  we  have  been 
able  to  accomplish  in  behalf  of  and  through  our  patients. 

Occupation  as  treatment  was  one  of  the  principal  reasons  for  the  establish- 
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ment  of  this  Colony.  From  the  first  this  has  been  our  chief  interest  that  the 
individual  patient  might  benefit  thereby,  and  that  all  might  benefit  from  the 
result  of  their  combined  efforts.  Productive  occupations  for  adults  have  always, 
with  us,  aroused  greater  interest  than  sense  or  senseless  training.  Making 
something  to  be  used  (as  cloth,  clothing,  furniture,  etc.,  raising  farm  products) 
are  normal  occupations  and  are  of  the  same  and  frequently  greater  value  to  our 
patients  than  to  those  persons  in  the  community  who  are  regularly  engaged  in 
these  constructive  efforts.  In  addition  to  our  industries  and  occupations  of 
previous  years,  we  have  added  weaving  of  sheeting,  making  of  games,  toys, 
puzzles,  etc.  Sheep  raising  has  been  stimulated  and  from  this  we  are  now 
receiving  creditable  returns  in  meat  and  wool.  We  have  made  from  the  wool 
our  blankets,  sweaters,  shawls,  mittens,  etc.  Co-operating  with  the  Department 
of  Mental  Diseases  printing  has  been  further  developed.  A  larger  room  has 
been  set  aside  for  this,  two  larger  presses  installed  and  we  are  undertaking 
to  do  all  printing  for  the  fifteen  hospitals  under  the  Department.  Pottery  has 
a  special  appeal  for  many  and  this  is  being  developed  along  practical  lines. 

Mention  is  especially  made  of  creative  occupations  from  which  the  Colony  and 
the  individual  benefits  directly  and  indirectly  for  the  reason  that  we  believe 
so  strongly  in  this.  Diversional  and  invalid  occupations,  do,  however,  occupy 
an  important  place  in  treatment  and  have  been  utilized  as  formerly. 

Cures  directly  resulting  from  any  occupation  or  diversion  are  not  easily  ob- 
tained and  should  not  be  rashly  claimed.  It  is  not  easy  to  demonstrate 
improvements  in  those  whose  disease  tends  to  progressive  deterioration  as 
directly  and  only  due  to  occupational  treatment.  Improvement  seen  is  fre- 
quently the  result  of  a  number  of  methods  of  treatment  all  of  which  have  been 
beneficial.  It  is,  nevertheless,  clear  that  individuals  who  are  regularly  occupied 
and  whose  interests  are  stimulated  have  less  tendency  to  indulge  in  abnormal 
activities,  are  more  normal  in  their  behavior  and  personal  care  and  are  better 
physically.  It  is,  therefore,  only  fair  to  claim  that  the  deteriorating  agencies, 
so  little  understood,  must  be  thereby  to  a  degree  counteracted. 

The  Future 

development  of  the  Colony  in  order  that  it  may  become,  in  fact,  a  district 
hospital  serving  in  full  the  needs  of  the  district,  but  still  retain  Colony 
features,  would  seem  to  require  extension  in  two  directions:  A.  Provision 
should  be  made  for  proper  classification  of  those  we  now  have  and  those  who  are 
to  be  admitted.     B.     Extension  of  the  Colony  plan  for  additional  numbers. 

A.  At  present  those  who  are  admitted  are  of  necessity  received  in  the 
hospital  building  intended  for  the  sick  or  in  the  Infirmaries  in  which  classifi- 
cation is  already  unsatisfactory.  Two  buildings  for  those  requiring  special 
treatment  because  of  their  active  mental  condition  would  remove  from  the 
Infirmaries  those  who  now  serve  to  disturb  those  recently  admitted,  the  infirm, 
and  the  otherwise  quiet.  If  this  provision  were  made  the  present  Infirmary 
buildings  would  serve  as  such,  but  to  them  could  be  admitted  the  new  patient 
of  the  quiet  type.  Eventually,  a  reception  service  should  be  provided  equipped 
for  the  treatment  of  acute  mental  illnesses  of  all  types,  thus  allowing  the 
Infirmary  buildings  to  accommodate  only  the  infirm,  the  number  of  which  is 
steadily  increasing. 

Two  additional  buildings  accommodating  ten  each,  similar  to  two  we  now 
have  would  permit  of  proper  treatment  of  the  acutely  disturbed.  It  is  not 
fair  to  any  type  of  patient  that  they  be  cared  for  in  the  Infirmary  buildings 
as  classified  at  present. 

B.  Additional  Colonies.  —  The  simple  comparatively  inexpensive  type  of 
Colony  buildings  we  now  have  serve  admirably  for  the  care  of  the  quiet 
continued  care  cases.  As  the  need  of  the  State  for  greater  accommodation  of 
numbers  demands  it,  other  Colony  buildings  may  very  readily  be  added  at  a  low 
cost  and  without  appreciably  increasing  the  general  official  organization.  The 
ultimate  number  of  such  colonies  would  be  limited  only  by  the  need  of  additional 
provision,  not  by  lack  of  suitable  building  sites. 
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Present  Needs 

deemed  very  necessary  at  this  time,  requiring  new  construction,  have  already 
been  submitted  to  you  for  your  consideration  and  are  as  follows :  1.  Water 
Supply.  2.  Two  buildings  for  the  semi-disturbed.  3.  Two  buildings  for  the 
disturbed  with  subway  connections.  4.  Dairy  barn.  5.  Superintendent's  house. 
6.  Colony  groups.     7.  Fireproof  Garage  and  Fire  Station  with  apparatus. 

1.  Adequate  water  supply  is  obtained  at  present  from  driven  wells  and 
pumped  to  a  storage  tank  from  which^  all  buildings  are  supplied.  The  supply 
is  limited  and  this  year  proved  entirely  inadequate.  For  many  weeks  we  would 
have  been  unable  to  extinguish  a  fire  of  any  magnitude.  All  bathing  was  of 
necessity  delayed,  the  laundry  stopped,  and  the  use  of  water  for  every  purpose 
reduced  to  the  lowest  possible  point.  Such  a  situation  endangered  health  and 
property.  An  additional  supply  must  be  immediately  provided.  There  is  no 
adequate  supply  upon  or  near  our  land  and  it  would  appear  that  our  only 
relief  can  come  from  the  purchase  of  water  from  either  the  town  of  Ashburnham 
or  Gardner.     Nothing  should  take  precedence  over  this  the  coming  year. 

2.  Two  buildings  for  the  semi-disturbed ;  —  Mention  above  is  made  that 
classification  is  urgent  and  those  buildings  are  recommended  that  such  classifica- 
tion may  be  brought  about. 

3.  Two  buildings  for  the  disturbed  with  subway  connections :  Money  was 
requested  last  year  for  subway  connections  sufficient  to  include  these  two  extra 
buildings,  but  the  appropriation  granted  was  reduced  and  proved  insufficient  to 
extend  the  subway  beyond  the  hospital  building. 

Hydrotherapeutic  treatment,  so  necessary  in  these  buildings,  cannot  be  suc- 
cessfully done  with  low  pressure  boilers  and  during  the  summer  months  we 
should  not  operate  these  as  is  now  necessary  if  treatment  is  prescribed. 

4.  We  are  developing  a  tubercular  free  herd  of  cattle.  We  have  insufficient 
and  improper  room  for  the  clean  young  stock  and  heifers  we  now  have  and  the 
number  will  increase  rather  rapidly. 

5.  Superintendent's  House :  An  administrator  in  any  line  of  activity  can  do 
more  satisfactory  work  if  slightly  removed,  at  the  end  of  the  day,  from  the 
scene  of  his  duties  to  a  home  environment.  Request  for  an  appropriation  for 
this  purpose  has  been  made  from  time  to  time  from  the  beginning  of  the 
Colony,  but  it  has  been  delayed  because  of  pressing  needs  in  other  directions. 

6.  Colony  Groups :  —  One  or  more  may  be  added  each  year  as  the  need  of 
accommodation  for  greater  numbers  required. 

7.  Fireproof  Garage  and  Fire  Station  with  apparatus :  —  The  pi'esent 
garage  housing  the  state  cars  is  in  very  great  need  of  repair.  It  never  was 
satisfactory  and  is  not  worth  repairing.  It  is  a  distinct  fire  menace  and  in 
requesting  a  new  garage,  I  would  recommend  that  it  be  fireproof  and  that 
it  have  connected  with  it  a  fire  station  containing  suitable  apparatus  ready 
for  immediate  use. 

General  Health. 

There  has  been  but  one  case  of  contagious  disease.  This  was  an  attack  of 
measles  in  an  officer  just  returned  from  vacation.  No  other  cases  developed. 
The  physical  health  of  patients  and  officers  has  been  generally  good.  The 
mortality  from  tuberculosis  was  17%  of  the  total,  a  considerable  reduction 
from  last  year.  This,  we  believe,  is  due,  in  large  measure,  to  the  greatly  im- 
proved hospital  facilities  available  since  last  summer.  Of  the  29  deaths  during 
the  year,  10  have  been  from  cerebral  hemorrhage,  doubling  the  percentage  of 
deaths  from  that  cause  over  last  year.  As  a  large  part  of  our  population  is 
rapidly  approaching  senility  we  may  expect  a  gradual  increase  in  deaths  from 
arteriosclerosis  and  its  complications.  Prophylactic  inoculations  against  typhoid 
and  smallpox  have  been  continued. 

John  A.  Holland,  M.D.,  Asst.  Physician  since  Nov.  15,  1921,  resigned  on 
April  25,  1923  to  accept  an  appointment  on  the  Staff  of  the  New  Jersey 
State  Hospital  at  Trenton,  N.  J.  Harry  A.  Schneider,  M.D.,  was  appointed 
Asst.   Physician  to   fill   the  vacancy   and   took  up   his   duties   June   1,   1923. 
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Samuel  Bolosky  a  member  of  the  senior  class  of  the  Tufts  Medical  School 
served  as  Clinical  Assistant  from  June  14  to  Sept.  10,  1923.  Walter  M. 
Frizzell,  D.M.D.  resident  Dentist  since  April  26,  1920,  resigned  on  May  24, 
1923  to  enter  private  practice  at  Greenfield,  Mass.  Herman  E.  Danofsky, 
D.M.D.  was  appointed  to  this  vacancy  June  1,  1923.  Caroline  D.  Harlow  was 
appointed  Social  Worker  from  June  1. 

A.  F.  Lowell,  M.D.,  Consulting  Surgeon,  has  continued  to  do  our  major 
surgery  and  has  co-operated  willingly  and  very  helpfully  with  the  Medical 
Staff  whenever  important  surgical  problems  have  arisen. 

In  the  estimate  for  1924  I  have  included  a  Pharmacist.  Heretofore  an 
Assistant  Physician  has  done  the  work  of  the  clinical  laboratory  and  pharmacy, 
but  with  our  new  hospital  building  greater  progress  could  be  made  if  a  person 
were  appointed  especially  adapted  to  laboratory  and  pharmaceutical  work  that 
we  might  stimulate  the  laboratory  side  of  the  work  including  pathology.  This 
would  materially  stimulate  the  Medical  Staff,  adding  to  our  general  knowledge 
of  physical  and  mental  conditions  found  in  our  patients  and  also  make  avail- 
able the  entire  time  of  the  Assistant  Physician  for  psychiatric  work. 

Dentistry. 

The  following  work  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year  by  our  resident 
dentist  with  the  aid  of  a  full-time  nurse.

Changes  in  Population. 

On  Sept.  30,  1922  there  were  under  care  543  men  and  379  women,  a  total 
of  922.  During  the  year  there  were  admitted  by  first  admission  30;  by  re- 
admission  12;  by  transfer  from  other  hospitals  37;  making  a  total  received 
during  the  year  of  108.  There  have  been  discharged  during  the  year  63  as 
follows :  as  recovered  5 ;  as  improved  11 ;  as  not  improved  7 ;  as  not  insane  8 ; 
transferred  to  other  hospitals  3 ;  died  29.  There  remained  under  care  Sept.  30, 
1923,  989.     Of  these  557  are  men  and  412  are  women. 

Out-Patient  Service. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  extend  and  improA^e  our  out-patient  service. 
With  this  end  in  view  we  have  urged  the  medical  profession  and  the  various 
social  agencies  in  this  district  to  call  freely  upon  the  Medical  Staff  for  con- 
sultations. No  fee  is  accepted  for  this  work  regardless  of  distance,  time  or 
ability  to  pay.  The  members  of  the  Staff  find  this  work  very  interesting  and 
instructive  as  well  as  a  pleasant  diversion  from  institution  routine.  That  it 
has  been  of  great  benefit  to  both  the  community  and  the  Colony,  there  can  be 
no  doubt. 

The  regular  monthly  clinic  has  been  held  as  in  years  past  in  Fitchburg. 
84  different  individuals  have  been  seen  in  consultation,  55  at  the  Fitchburg 
Clinic;  6  at  the  Colony  by  appointment,  19  at  their  homes,  and  4  at  the 
Heywood  Memorial  Hospital.  The  recommendations  made  in  these  84  cases 
were:  commitment  as  mentally  ill  22;  admission  to  the  school  for  feeble- 
minded 10;  home  care  with  medical  treatment  9;  social  supervision  without 
hospital  treatment  13;  medical  treatment  at  general  hospital  5;  for  diagnosis 
only  11;  almshouse  rather  than  hospital  1;  change  in  occupation  10;  re- 
formatory 2;   further  study  necessary  10. 
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Family  Cake. 

On  Sept.  30,  1922  there  were  in  Family  Care  52.  There  have  heen  placed 
in  this  department  during  the  year  45,  and  48  have  been  returned  to  the 
Colony.  Two  escaped  from  Family  Care  and  were  later  returned  to  the  Colony. 
One  died  while  in  Family  Care,  leaving  on  September  30,  1923  a  total  of  46. 
Of  these  12  are  self  supporting,  and  34  are  supported  by  the  State. 

School  Clinics. 

Examination  of  school  children  whose  names  have  been  submitted  by  the 
Superintendents  in  our  district  as  three  years  retarded,  has  been  carried  on  in 
Fitchburg,  Gardner,  Ashby,  Lunenburg,  Townsend  and  Winchendon.  The  total 
number  of  cases  examined  was  119.  Of  these,  116  were  found  by  intelligence 
tests  to  be  three  or  more  years  retarded.  Reports  were  sent  to  the  school 
superintendents  on  all  cases  with  recommendations  as  to  their  grade  classifica- 
tion and  physical  handicaps.  The  percentage  of  cases  without  handicaps  has 
been  practically  nil.  In  the  above  towns  we  have  received  good  cooperation 
especially  after  the  work  was  in  progress  and  the  superintendent  more  thoroughly 
understood  its  scope.  There  are,  however,  apparently  because  of  misconceptions 
on  the  part  of  the  superintendents  or  because  they  have  no  room  to  care  for 
special  classes,  a  few  districts  in  which  we  have  been  unable  to  make  a  survey. 
In  isolated  cases  some  superintendents  have  been  unwilling  to  submit  names 
of  children  who  are  manifestly  retarded  for  fear  of  offending  the  parents. 
We  feel,  however,  it  is  only  a  matter  of  time  when  full  cooperation  of  both 
parents  and  local  school  authorities  will  be  general. 

Meetings  of  the  District  Medical  Society,  of  social  and  welfare  agencies  have 
been  held  with  us  as  in  former  years  and  these  meetings  we  consider  of 
particular  importance  that  we  may  be  more  familiar  with  the  problems  and 
difficulties  encountered  by  these  agencies  in  the  community  and  that  they  in 
turn  may  be  more  familiar  with  hospital  care,  methods  of  treatment,  and  that 
we  all  may  work  together  with  a  better  understanding  in  after  care  when  a 
patient  is  returned  to  home  environment. 

Diversion. 

Motion  picture  entertainments  seem  to  be  the  form  of  entertainment  most 
desired  by  our  patients.  These  entertainments  have  been  held  weekly  during 
the  winter  months.  Dances  have  been  held  at  frequent  intervals  throughout 
the  year,  music  being  furnished  either  by  our  orchestra  or  band.  Special 
entertainments  have  been  arranged  for  all  holidays,  supplied  by  local  talent 
and  by  entertainers  hired  for  the  purpose. 

The  Ninth  Annual  Cattle  Show  and  Fair  was  held  Sept.  12  and  13.  This 
Fair  has  become  an  established  institution  with  us  and  with  the  district. 
Although  this  has  become  a  large  task  for  every  person  here,  it  is  from  every 
point  of  view  decidedly  worth  while.  This  year  Sept.  12  was  Public  Day  and 
on  this  day  we  had  5,000  visitors  from  the  community  which  we  serve.  Such 
a  contact  would  be  difficult  to  make  in  any  other  way.  Sept.  13  was  Colony 
Day  and  our  efforts  were  devoted  entirely  to  our  people  here.  The  day  was 
a  full  one  with  many  attractions  and  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT 

To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council; 

We  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  twenty-second  annual  report  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Gardner  State  Colony. 

The  year  has  been  an  uneventful  one.  Reference  to  the  Superintendent's 
report  will  show  in  detail  the  activities  of  the  institution.  The  trustees  feel  entire 
confidence  in  their  Superintendent  and  that  the  Commonwealth  is  particularly 
fortunate  in  retaining  his  conscientious,  kindly  and  able  service.  They  will  not 
attempt  to  duplicate  nor  repeat  most  of  the  items  mentioned  in  his  report  to  us 
which  accompanies  our  report. 

The  Colony  has  gone  through  another  year  without  a  provision  of  additional 
water  supply  so  badly  needed  for  the  safety  of  the  Colony  from  fire  and  for  the 
health  of  the  patients.  The  Trustees  again  express  a  hope,  as  they  did  last  year, 
that  the  State  officials  who  have  the  authority  and  responsibility  in  this  matter 
may  provide  the  necessary  comiection  with  the  Gardner  or  Ashburnham  water 
water  supply  without  further  delay. 

The  Trustees  note  with  satisfaction  that  the  Department  of  Mental  Diseases 
has  asked  for  an  appropriation  for  a  building  for  the  semi-disturbed  at  the  Colony. 
Reference  to  previous  reports  of  the  Trustees  and  the  report  of  the  Superintendent 
accompanying  this  will  show  that  they  consider  that  the  interests  of  the  Colony 
and  the  proper  care  of  our  patients  make  this  building  essential. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  provide  a  house  for  the  Super- 
intendent in  the  near  future.  He  should  be  adequately  housed  so  that  he  may  to 
a  degree  get  away  in  his  hours  off  duty  from  the  harassing  and  distressing  scenes 
which  cannot  be  entirely  separated  from  his  position.  A  comfortable  house,  a 
little  way  from  the  Infirmary  buildings  would  be  a  great  boon,  and  would  in  the 
end  repay  the  Commonwealth,  by  making  the  position  of  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Gardner  State  Colony  more  desirable. 

A  list  of  needs  of  the  Colony  follows : 

1.  Adequate  Water  Supply. 

2.  A  Building  for  the  Semi-disturbed. 

3.  Superintendent's  House. 

4.  Employees'  House  to  Accommodate  Twelve. 

5.  Bungalow  for  Married  Officers. 

6.  Coal  Trestle. 

7.  Another  Colony  Group  for  Additional  Numbers. 

The  Trustees  strongly  urge  that  all  these  requests  be  granted,  and  that  as  soon 
as  possible.  In  the  matter  of  the  seventh  item,  "Another  Colony  Group  for  Addi- 
tional Numbers",  we  would  simply  say  that  the  Colony  is  in  a  favorable  position 
for  adding  more  colony  groups  at  small  cost  for  original  construction  and  for 
maintenance.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Colony: 

I  respectfully  submit  this  the  22nd  Annual  Report  of  the  Colony  for  tjie  hospital 
year  ending  September  30,  1924,  and  for  the  financial  year  ending  November  30, 
1924. 

Changes  in  Population 
have  been  as  follows:  On  the  books  of  the  institution  on  Sept.  30,  1923,  there 
were  556  men,  410  women,  total  966;  there  have  been  admitted;  by  first  admission 
18  men,  19  women,  total  37;  by  readmission  4  men,  6  women,  total  10;  by  transfer 
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from  other  hospitals  54  men,  25  women,  total  79;  the  total  number  sdmitted  during 
the  year  was  76  men,  50  women,  total  126.  The  whole  number  under  treatment 
during  the  year  was  632  men,  460  women,  total  1092.  There  were  discharged  as 
follows:  (a)  as  recovered;  1  man,  2  women,  total  3;  (b)  as  improved;  1  man,  9 
women,  total  10;  (c)  as  unimproved;  3  men,  3  women,  total  6;  (d)  as  not  insane;  2 
women;  (e)  transferred  to  other  hospitals  for  the  mentally  ill;  13  men,  2  women, 
total  15;  (f)  died  24  men,  13  women,  total  37.  The  total  number  discharged 
during  the  year  was  42  men,  31  women,  total  73.  There  remained  on  the  register 
on  September  30,  1924,  590  men,  429  women,  total  1019. 

Genekal  Health 
of  all  has  been  uniformly  good  throughout  the  year.  There  have,  however,  been 
37  deaths  which  is  a  larger  number  than  usual.  16  of  these  were  at  time  of  death 
sixty  years  of  age  or  over.  Many  patients  have  been  with  us  for  a  number  of 
years  and  are  now  advanced  in  years.  Of  those  admitted  during  the  year  45% 
were  fifty  years  or  over. 

The  question  of  alcohol  as  a  cause  of  mental  illness  is  today  of  general  interest. 
Eight  per  cent  of  our  admissions  were  due  directly  to  the  excessive  use  of  alcohol. 

Among  the  employees  the  general  health  has  been  better  than  usual.  There 
have  been  four  cases  of  mumps  contracted  from  the  community,  1  case  of  scarlet 
fever  occurred  in  an  officer  who  had  been  absent  on  vacation. 

There  have  occurred  eight  "Industrial  Accidents"  among  employees.  The 
total  loss  of^time  from  work  has  been  twenty  weeks.  The  total  compensation 
paid  $214.13. 

Out-Patient  Department 

There  has  been  very  pleasant  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  community  in  our 
out-patient  work  and  we  believe  that  work  of  this  kind  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
both  to  the  Colony  and  the  community.  Thi|s  work  consists  of  free  medical 
consultation  clinics,  talks  at  public  gatherings,  examinations  of  backward  pupils 
in  public  schools  and  social  service  work.  In  our  Out-Patient  Service  42  patients 
have  been  seen  as  follows:  at  clinics  25;  examined  in  their  homes  in  consultation 
with  family  physician  19;  seen  at  the  Colony  by  appointment  5;  seen  at  local 
general  hospital  one.  Recommendations  made  in  these  cases  were  as  follows: 
commitment  to  School  for  Feeble-Minded  6;  commitment  as  Psychotic  12;  home 
care  with  medical  treatment  10;  social  supervision  without  hospital  treatment  7; 
medical  treatment  in  general  hospital  3;  Almshouse,  Reformatory  or  further 
study  necessary  4. 

School  Clinics 

Children  who  are  backward  three  years  or  more  in  public  schools  and  whose 
names  have  been  submitted  by  the  school  superintendent  for  examination  have 
received  examinations  in  the  following  towns:  Fitchburg,  Athol,  Gardner,  Win- 
chendon,  Baldwinsville,  Wendell,  Leverett,  Shutesbury,  Erving,  Phillipston, 
Barre'and  New  Salem.  The  total  number  of  children  examined  was  136.  Of  these 
82  were  found  to  be  three  years  or  more  retarded.  Reports  of  these  examinations 
were  submitted  to  the  school  superintendents  with  recommendations  as  to  mental 
and  physical  handicaps.  There  seems  to  be  a  greater  desire  on  the  part  of  the 
school  superintendents  to  have  the  children  examined,  but  the  troublesome  question 
in  their  mind  seems  to  be  how  they  are  to  make  provision  in  special  classes  for 
these  retarded  children  if  ten  or  more  are  found  in  their  district  who  require  it. 
This  obstacle  is  gradually  being  overcome.  There  has  been  practically  no  objec- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  parents  or  the  children  themselves  to  examination. 

Social  Service 

This  work  has  been  conducted  by  Miss  Carolyn  D.  Harlow,  Social  Service 
Worker,  and  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

New  cases  referred  by  hospital  physicians  137;  community  agencies  192;  relatives 
or  friends  of  patients  8,  and  by  patients  themselves  53,  making  a  total  of  390. 
The  problems  presented  are  classified  under  the  following  heads:  mental  119; 
sex  8;  financial  5;  employment  14;  readjustment  126;  marital  6;  personality  and 
temperament  70;  recreation  23  and  88  general  problem? 
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Investigations  made  because  of  conduct  problems  34;  home  conditions  110: 
statements  of  patients  53;  information  regarding  employment  situations  31;  others 
55.  849  special  visits  have  been  made  to  new  patients  on  wards  and  at  cottages; 
62  to  patients  on  visit;  69  to  relatives;  106  to  social  agencies  and  72  to  others 
interested  and  connected  in  some  way  with  patient's  welfare.     Total  1,109  visits. 

Advice  has  been  given  to  258  patients;  147  to  relatives  and  68  to  other  interested 
parties.  702  personal  services  have  been  rendered  for  various  reasons.  83  histories 
have  been  taken  at  the  hospital;  106  outside;  159  staff  meetings  have  been  attended; 
13  out-patient  clinics.  In  the  family  care  division  23  homes  have  been  investigated 
from  which  four  new  homes  have  been  added  to  our  list.  12  patients  on  visit  are 
self-supporting. 

School  clinics  attended  21 ;  histories  taken  in  homes  181 ;  72  psychometric  tests 
have  been  given  with  57  miscellaneous  matters  attended  to  pertaining  to  school 
clinic  work. 

Treatment 

As  this  Colony  was  established  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  occupational  and 
industrial  treatment  so  has  our  interest  this  year  again  been  first  of  all  given  to  the 
proper  care  of  patients  and  treatment  through  occupation  and  diversion.  Eighty- 
eight  per  cent  of  our  total  number  have  been  regularly  occupied  in  largely  creative 
and  productive  occupations  which  is  a  somewhat  smaller  percentage  than  in  past 
years  due  to  the  number  of  elderly  and  infirm. 

Entertainment  as  in  former  years  has  consisted  of  motion  pictures  weekly 
during  the  Winter  months,  dances  at  frequent  intervals,  entertainments  on  special 
days  with  special  observance  of  New  Years,  Thanksgiving,  Fourth  of  July,  etc., 
and  band  concerts  out-of-doors  during  the  Summer  months.  Both  the  Colony 
orchestra  and  band  have  contributed  much  to  the  success  of  our  entertainment 
throughout  thr  year. 

Hydrotherapeutic  treatment  has  been  utilized  this  year  more  than  ever  before 
both  for  the  reason  that  we  have  had  this  year  under  care  an  ever  increasing  number 
of  disturbed  who  required  treatment  and  because  of  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Rebekah  E. 
Wright,  Hydrotherapeutist  of  the  Department  of  Mental  Diseases,  who  spent 
several  weeks  with  our  Staff.  The  following  treatments  have  been  given  in  this 
department:  tonic  treatments  men  1,461,  women  1,970,  total  of  3,431;  continuous 
baths  213.  The  total  number  of  hours  690.  Wet  sheet  packs  1,555  in  number, 
total  number  of  hours  5,865  given  in  144  different  patients. 

In  the  Dental  Department  the  following  work  has  been  done :  Examinations,  693; 
Treatment  for  Pyorrhea,  187;  Treatment  for  Gingivitis,  27;  Stomatitis,  3;  Vin- 
cento  Angima,  39;  Post  Operative  treatments,  83;  Prophylaxes,  339;  Root  canal 
treatment  and  fillings,  6;  Plates  made  and  inserted,  17;  Plates  repaired,  5;  Extrac- 
tions, 515;  Silver  fillings,  295;  Cement  fillings,  85;  Synthetic  porcelain  fillings,  42; 
Gutta  Percha  temporary,  25;  Gold  fillings,  7;  Zinc  Oxide  and  eugenol  treatments,  52. 

Farm  and  Grounds 

Although  the  season  has  been  a  remarkably  dry  one,  the  return  from  the  Farm 
has  been  very  gratifying  indeed,  more  so  than  in  ordinary  years.  The  largest 
items  are  5,207  bu.  potatoes,  350  tons  ensilage  corn  and  558,689  lbs.  of  milk. 

Our  entire  herd  of  cows,  most  of  which  reacted  to  the  tuberculin  test,  was  disposed 
of  during  the  year  and  a  new  herd  of  42  tubercular  free  cows  purchased.  Extensive 
changes  have  been  made  in  the  cow  barn  and  this  is  now  ready  to  receive  them. 

The  sheep  industry  of  which  we  had  high  hopes  has  been  abandoned.  Money 
was  not  provided  for  their  maintenance. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Federal  Department  of  Conservation  and  the  State 
Department  of  Forestry,  eight  men  have  been  engaged  throughout  the  Summer 
and  early  Fall  eradicating  wild  gooseberry  and  currant  bushes  from  our  property. 
This  work  has  now  been  completed  and  was  done  because  of  the  prevalence  of  pine 
blister  rust  in  our  neighborhood,  but  which  was  not  prevalent  on  our  property. 

Reforestation  has  been  done  as  follows :  5,000  white  pine  seedlings,  3,000  Norway 
spruce,  2,000  Japanese  pine.  250  pine  and  150  maple  trees  were  transplanted  for 
decorative  purposes  on  grounds. 

Prevalence  of  the  Egyption  corn  borer  in  Massachusetts  has  prevented  us  from 
seeding-  in  field  corn  which  we  consider  desirable. 
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At  the  Cannery  the  following  have  been  canned  during  the  year:  apples  1,047 
gals.,  string  beans  1,060  gals.,  blueberries  455  gals.,  Swiss  chard  90  gals.,  sweet 
corn  1,107  qts.,  pears  626  gals.,  pumpkin  192  gals.,  squash  417  gals.,  tomatoes  344 


The  following  is  a  summarized  report  of  the  Head  Farmer  showing  the  larger 
activities : 

Garden  Acreage:  Garden,  45  acres;  Field  Crops,  84  acres;  Orchard  and  small 
fruits,  23  acres,  5  acres  newly  set. 

Grounds:  Stones  removed  from  fields,  1,370  tons;  Rocks  excavated,  11,799^ 
tons;  Earth  excavated,  4,833  cu.  yds.;  Road  rebuilt,  4,301  sq.  yds.;  Road  exten- 
sively repaired,  570  sq.  yds.;  Walks  replaced,  487^  sq.  yds.;  Grading,  8,367  sq. 
yds.;  Land  cleared  of  underbrush,  2834  acres;  Land  cleared  for  fields,  5  acres. 

Institution  Products:  Fence  stakes,  1,250;  Fence  posts,  100;  Wood,  5513^  cords; 
Sawdust,  32  cords;  Lumber,  68,000  ft.;  Ice,  1,600  tons;  Blueberries,  4,528%  lbs. 

The  largest  piece  of  road  construction  was  the  rebuilding  of  the  road  from  the 
hospital  to  Gardner.  This  has  been  a  large  task,  rock  filling  in  places  being  six 
feet  in  depth.  Sharp  turns  have  been  eliminated  and  we  now  have  a  road  which 
should  be  easily  kept  free  from  snow  in  winter  and  free  from  mud  in  Spring. '  The 
city  of  Gardner  has  cooperated  in  this  work. 

General  Repairs  and  Improvements. 

Extensive  changes  in  the  Domestic  Building  providing  larger  kitchen,  bakery, 
and  dining-room  facilities  have  been  completed  and  will  meet  with  our  needs  for 
many  years  to  come. 

A  new  field  stone  garage  housing  twelve  cars  has  been  completed.  A  motor 
chemical  combination  wagon  has  been  purchased  and  installed  there. 

An  addition  to  the  Fairview  Cottage  to  allow  for  the  housing  of  thirty  instead 
of  twelve  as  at  present  has  been  erected,  closed  in,  and  should  be  finished  this 

Winter. 

Extensive  alterations  in  the  barn  have  been  made.  All  steel  equipment  has 
been  installed,  providing  a  practically  germ  proof  barn,  in  which  our  new  tubercular 
free  herd  will  be  maintained. 

Four  boilers  at  the  Power  House  settled  and  complete  resetting  was  found 
necessary.  This  work  was  promptly  started  and  is  now  nearing  completion.  In 
resetting  them  they  have  been  raised  twelve  inches  as  has  been  recommended  by 
the  Commission  on  Administration. 

Further  development  of  the  Pottery  has  gone  on  but  our  inability  to  obtain  the 
services  of  a  skilled  Potter  has  retarded  the  work  more  than  we  expected.  We 
are  equipped  to  make  our  own  kitchen  and  table  ware. 

The  water  tower  has  been  painted.  Cement  piazzas  have  been  constructed  at 
the  Gardner  Cottages  to  replace  those  of  wood.  Filter  beds  have  been  resurfaced 
with  gravel.  Additional  street  lights  have  been  installed.  A  new  pump  of  larger 
capacity  has  been  installed  at  our  pumping  station.  The  Printing  Department 
has  been  still  further  developed  by  the  Department  of  Mental  Diseases  and  now 
contains  four  presses  and  does  the  printing  for  the  fifteen  hospitals  under  the 
Department  of  Mental  Diseases.  This  department  has  already  outgrown  its 
present  quarters.  . 

Shortage  of  water  has  again  this  year  been  acute.  During  September  and 
October  the  supply  became  so  nearly  exhausted  that  its  use  was  curtailed  to  the 
lowest  possible  point.  _ 

An  additional  appropriation  of  $35,000  is  now  available  to  the  Department  of 
Mental  Diseases  for  the  securing  of  an  additional  and  adequate  supply  and  it  is 
expected  that  early  in  1925,  connections  will  be  made  either  with  the  supply  of 
Ashburnham  or  Gardner 

A  pipe  organ  has  been  installed  m  our  Assembly  Building,  a  gift  from  the  employ- 
ees of  the  Colony  to  the  State.  This  gift  is  the  result  of  the  interest  that  the  employ- 
ees have  taken  in  the  development  and  operation  of  our  Annual  Fair  so  splendidly 
patronized  by  the  general  public.  This  Fair  has  been  primarily  a,  mental  hygiene 
movement  for  the  dissemination  of  information  and  a  better  linking  up  of  the 
hospital  and  community.  As  an  additional  incentive,  we  have  for  several  years 
been  working  for  the  purchase  of  a  pipe  organ  for  our  people  and  this  has  been 
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purchased  this  year.  The  officers  cannot  receive  too  much  praise  for  their  efforts 
in  this.  They  have  plans  for  more  and  are  already  laying  plans  for  the  purchase 
of  a  bell  for  the  belfry  tower  if  future  Annual  Fairs  are  successful  and  there  is  every 
reason  to  expect  that  they  will  be. 

Diverse  Medical  Matters 

The  following  changes  have  been  made  in  our  Medical  Staff  during  the 
year:  Harry  A.  Schneider,  M.D.,  terminated  his  services  August  15  to  accept  a 
position  at  the  Psychopathic  Hospital,  Boston,  as  Asst.  Executive  Officer.  Andrew 
T.  Barstow,  M.D.,  was  appointed  to  fill  this  vacancy  from  September  1,  but  because 
of  illness  was  compelled  to  retire  October  1.  He  died  Nov.  29,  1924.  Milman 
Pease,  M.D.,  Asst.  Physician  here  in  1919  returned  to  us  on  Nov.  24, 1924.  Herman 
E.  Danofsky,  D.M.D.,  terminated  his  services  as  dentist  on  April  15.  Carleton  G. 
Osgood,  D.M.D.,  was  appointed  to  fill  this  vacancy  from  April  15. 

National  Hospital  Day  was  suitably  observed  May  12  at  which  time  the  Wor- 
cester North  Medical  Society  met  with  us.  The  Association  of  Asst.  Physicians 
met  with  us  May  21. 

A  conference  of  Social  Service  Workers  was  held  March  26. 

The  Kiwanis  Club  of  Fitchburg  visited  on  October  2. 

A  course  of  lectures  in  Psychiatry  was  given  to  the  nurses  of  the  Burbank  Hos- 
pital, Fitchburg,  by  our  Staff. 

We  do  not  have  a  training  school  for  nurses  but  a  lecture  course  for  attendants 
has  been  given.

1.  A  Building  for  the  Semi-disturbed.  It  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous 
reports  that  the  need  of  such  a  building  is  pressing.  At  present  in  our  women's 
infirmary  all  classes,  the  acute,  the  chronic,  curable  and  incurable  are  mixed. 
This  condition  is  very  unfair  to  any  or  all  classes.  The  situation  in  our  women's 
infirmary  is  a  very  undesirable  one.     The  need  of  remedying  it  is  pressing  indeed. 

2.  House  for  Superintendent.  I  cannot,  perhaps  with  propriety,  urge  this, 
but  may  say  that  for  more  than  fifteen  years  this  has  been  recommended  and  the 
last  few  years  has  been  strongly  urged,  but  each  year  the  matter  has  been  postponed 
a  year  until  the  needs  of  the  state  at  large  would  not  be  as  pressing. 
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3.  House  for  Employees.  An  additional  building  of  simple  wood  construction 
similar  to  those  we  now  have  and  accommodating  twelve  is  needed  for  the  proper 
housing  of  our  employees.  At  the  present  time  we  have  not  a  single  vacant  room 
and  could  not  fill  all  positions  at  one  time  for  lack  of  room  while  in  many  rooms 
there  are  two  where  provision  was  made  originally  for  one. 

4.  Officers'  Bungalow.  Situated  three  miles  from  any  town  it  is  necessary  for 
us  to  provide  living  accommodations  for  our  official  force.  A  small  six  room 
bungalow,  a  duplicate  of  one  we  now  have,  could  be  very  cheaply  constructed  and 
would  answer  our  need. 

6.  Additional  Colony  Group.  While  the  need  of  our  district  for  additional 
numbers  is  not  pressing,  provision  for  the  entire  state  is  less  than  it  should  be  and 
we  are  in  a  favorable  position  to  construct  simple  colony  groups  at  a  comparatively 
small  per  capita  cost.
